wins approval 


Committee carves 
out new districts

Some Winchester students will be 
facing unfamiliar surroundings 
when they return to school next 
September with the School Commit¬ 
tee rendering a final redistricting 
plan as the school year draws to a 
close. 

The new redistricting plan passed 
at the School Committee meeting on 
Tuesday night involves five keys 
points: 

The area north of Fox Croft Road, 
sometimes called “the flats’’, will be 
moved into the Lynch district. 

A portion of the Lincoln triangle 
north of Bacon Street to Wedge Pond 
will be moved to Ambrose. 

The area referred to as the 
Winchester Gardens, back to River 
Street and Verplast Avenue, will be 
moved to the Muraco district. 

A learning behavior class wil be 
moved from Muraco to Vinson 
Owen. 

All fourth grade students will be 


able to complete the fifth grade at 
the elementary school they are now 
attending. 

The purpose of these moves was 
primarily to ease the overcrowding 
at Lincoln and address the inequit¬ 
able class mix at Lynch. After a long 
and heated debate, the plan was 
passed by a 3-2 vote after being 
moved by School Committee Mem¬ 
ber Constance Makhoul. 

She was joined by members Jeri- 
lyn Heinold and James Evans, while 
Chairman Mark Lombardi and 
Edward O’Connell opposed the 
motion. 

The debate, which was opened to 
public input, boiled down to whether 
a portion of the Lincoln triangle or 
the flats area would be moved to the 
Lynch district. 

Parents on both sides spoke out in 
opposition to the move, at times in 
the most emotional arguments yet in 
what has been a passionate process. 
Parents from the flats area were

With a minimum of fanfare, but 
many expressions of gratitude, the 
Board of Selectmen recently 
accepted a significant donation from 
the Winchester Hospital. 

The official acceptance of the 
$29,000 gift, at a brief meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen on June 1, clears 
the way for the purchase of a new 
town ambulance. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the Fire Depart¬ 
ment has evaluated the sealed bids 
for the new ambulance, which were 
due in May. Maurer said the con¬ 
tract would be awarded to Quality 
Emergency Vehicles and the cost of 
the new ambulance was noted to be 
$69,952. An additional $7,048 will be 
added in equipment, bringing the 
total cost of the new vehicle to 
$77,000, according to Maurer. 

In what has become an annual 
event, Winchester Hospital Presi¬ 
dent Eugene E. Loubier presented 
the Selectmen with the $29,000 
donation. 

“Our donations over the years 
have hopefully been allocated for 
health and safety," said Loubier. By 
way of explaining the increase 
included in this year’s donation, he 
added, “Few people know' the out¬ 
standing contribution the town’s 
rescue unit professionals make 
every day.” 

In presenting the donation on 
behalf of the Board of Directors, 
Medical staff and Health Care Work¬ 
ers at Winchester Hospital, Loubier 
noted that this year’s donation 
exceeded last year’s. In addition, 
Loubier recognized Fire Chief Char 
les McNutt and Police Chief Joseph

Perritano and their departments for 
their valuable contribution to the 
Winchester community. 

In acknowledging the hospital’s 
contribution to the community, 
Board of Selectmen Thomas Schmitt 
said, “At a time when community 
hospitals are all fighting for their 
existence, it is nice to have a hospi¬ 
tal in our community that is not only 
surviving, but thriving.” Schmitt 
added that the town placed a very 
high value on the hospital’s con¬ 
tinued presence in the community. 

However, several members of the 
Board could not let the opportunity 
pass without commenting on the loss 
of other private donations due to a 
recent Town Meeting vote. 

Following the check presentation, 
Selectman William O’Leary ques¬ 
tioned whether similar donations 
from private groups would continue 
in light of a recent Town Meeting 
vote to block the reconstruction of a 
second playing field at Manchester 
Field.

Town Day 
will mark its eleventh year, accord¬ 
ing to the treasurer of the Town Day 
Committee Robert Deering. 

Town Day officially begins at 7 
p.m. on Friday with a dance on Mt. 
Vernon Street. Saturday’s activities 
will begin with a pancake breakfast 
at the McCall Middle School at 8

Town Meeting members, in a final 
marathon session, gave the green 
light to the remaining tow'n budgets, 
including appropriating the school 
and police department budgets for 
Fiscal Year (FY 93). 

Although passed in its presented 
form, the school budget was not 
without debate. Some Town Meeting 
members were upset that the School 
Committee did not try to raise addi¬ 
tional money by closing a school. 

The school budget had been post 
poned earlier by Tow'n Meeting, 
pending the School Committee’s pre¬ 
sentation of the school configura¬ 
tion, since members believed that 
any school closing would have 


indefinitely postponed at the request 
of the Board of Selectmen, which 
had originally requested the 
reconsideration 

Selectman William O’Leary said 
the IAFSC tried to work out a com 
promise with Manchester Field 
neighbors over the weekend but 
were unsuccessful. The two groups 
have not been able to agree over the 
numbers of fields to be constructed 
Without a compromise, O’Leary 
said, there was no use in revisiting 
the issue. “We will not go forward 
with any plans for Manchester Field 
this year,” he said 

Under Article 32 ol the Town war 
rant, the IAFSC was desolved and a 
new committee was formed to study 
the fields Town Meeting voted 74-61 
to form the Winchester Fields Com 
mittee. which will consist ol five 


“Town Day has become bigger 
every year, but it has retained its 
value,” said Eyden, “It is a party 
where a family can go all day and 
spend very little money.

created a significant cost savings. 
The School Committee had opposed 
the original motion, claiming there 
would be no immediate savings if 
school w'as closed. 

With the School Committee’s 
recent decision not to close a school, 
the school budget of $13,255,410 w-as 
passed by a voice at Town Meeting 
on May 28. 

"Once again the closing of one 
elementary school has been a deci¬ 
sion too difficult for a majority of the 
School Committee to make,” said 
Town Meeting Member Sally Kin¬ 
caid “The taxpayers cannot afford 
to keep empty space (in the 
schools),” she added, urging mem¬ 
bers to reject the school budget. 

While some suggested the School 
Committee w'as not making the most

O’Leary was disappointed in the 
direction the field study look when it 
reached Town Meeting.

That Satur¬ 
day it rained very hard and Town 
Day was postponed a week. “Not 
only did it rain that day,” said 
Deering, “but all week.” Since then, 
Town Days have taken place under 
clear skies. 

The Town of Winchester has 
always been very supportive, 
according to Eyden. “We have a 
very supportive business communi¬ 
ty ... They are the spark behind

Rug thieves return to 
plague town and police 


Youth recovering following 
assault at Ginn Field

The summer season brings with it 
many town traditions, such as Town 
Day and the Mill Pond concerts; 
however, there is one rite of summer 
that residents might be willing to 
forgo: the annual return of the rug 
thieves. 

A rash of Oriental rug thefts, 
which have befallen Winchester for 
at least the last ten years, has 


returned to town. Within the last 
month, there have been Oriental 
rugs stolen from three Winchester 
homes, according to police. 

So far, police have not made any 
arrests in any of the breaking and 
entering cases involving stolen rugs 
this year and are continuing to 
investigate the breaks. 

“When the warm weather comes, 
they come back around,” said 
Detective Lieutenant James Pierce. 
“We’re starting to get hit again with 


some frequency.” 

Pierce theorized that thieves 
target rugs because they are easier 
to move than appliances and are 
worth just as much. He said a 5 x 3 
rug could go for anywhere between 
$500—$1,000. Pierce said the thieves 
usually strike all the affluent sub¬ 
urbs around this area. Lexington, 
Needham, and Newton have 
reported similar problems with rug 
theives, according to Pierce. 

Police advise residents to contact 
police before they go on vacation, so 
they can be placed in the “house 
away” book. The police routinely 
check the houses on the list while 
they are on patrol. Pierce said this 
step is “not a guarantee but it at 
least makes us aware that’s there’s 
nobody home.” 

Other precautions like timers for 
the lights and radio and a stoppage 
of mail and newspapers will cut 
down cn the risk of being robbed. 
Police also said photographing the 
rug, which many insurance compa¬ 
nies require, is good way to identify 
stolen rugs if they recovered.

A 16-year-old Reading youth, 
pulled into a car at Ginn Field in 
Winchester and held for approxi¬ 
mately an hour against her will, is 
recovering, say police. 

Details remain sketchy, but, 
police say the incident occurred 
Saturday, May 23 at 10 a.m. at Ginn 
Field near the basketball courts 
(Ginn Field is located on Mystic 
Valley Parkway at the intersection 
of Bacon Street) while the girl was in 
town visiting friends. 

According to police, after being 
held, the youth was released from 
the car around 11 a.m. with a minor 
cut on her arm. Police said she 
reported the incident later that 
afternoon with her mother. 

The girl still cannot remember 
exactly what happened for the hour 
that she was in the car, according to 
her parents. Police said no specific 
tests were done, since the girl said 
that she wasn’t assaulted. 

Detective Lieutenant James Pier¬ 
ce said he didn’t want to “unduly 
alarm anyone.” Based on state¬ 


ments from the youth, Pierce said, 
“I don’t believe it was a random 
attack.” 

Police have asked anyone who 
witnessed anything suspicious that 
day to contact the department. 
According to police, the girl was 
unable to give a detailed description 
of her assailant, beyond that he was 
black and in his 20’s. The girl’s 
parents said the suspect was driving 
a maroon Nissan. 

In an interview with the Star, the 
girl’s parents expressed concern 
that the public be aware of what 
happened and added that they

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School 

confronts 

shortfall

With only a month left in Fiscal 
Year 1992, the school department 
has found itself short $217,000, due to 
unforeseen expenses. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos said the school 
department has been forced to tight¬ 
en their belt and seek financial assis¬ 
tance from other accounts due to a 
"series of major costs that were not 
included in the Fiscal Year 1992 
budget." 

Among the unexpected costs cited 
by Mitsakos were: 

• A sex disrimination case costing 
the town $95,000 for a settlement and 
$45,000 in legal expenses. 

• Additional special education out- 
of-district tuition costs totaled 
$60,000. 

•Special education litigation total¬ 
ing $17,000. 

• An increase in special education 
caused by a change in the state’s 
payment of its share of residential 
tuition charges was $20,000. 

•Long term teacher substitutes for 
disability cases cost the town an 
extra $50,000. 

•A shortfall of $32,000 in antici¬ 
pated school lunch collection. 

The shortfall for FY 92 is less than 
the total of these six unexpected 
costs because there has been a 
freeze in place since it was detected 
that there could be a shortfall back 
in October, said Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos said the school depart¬ 
ment may request transfers from 
other funds and expects to get 
$76,000 from the town’s reserve fund 
in order to settle the sex discrimina¬ 
tion suit. "We hope to get the matter 
solved within a week," Mitsakos 
said. 

Class 
of 1942 
holds

By war’s end, of the 64 boys 
graduating seven had been killed in 
action. 

Rendezvousing at classmate 
Ralph Swanson’s swimming pool, 
the reunion group enjoyed a cookout, 
followed by tours of the town and 
visits to the EnKa fair. EnKa, most 
observed, hadn’t changed much in 50 
years. 

Cocktails and dinner dancing fol¬ 
lowed at the Radisson North with the 
group’s beloved Junior High School 
Principal, Raymond Dickman and 
his wife as honored guests. Four 
classmates — Neal Clark, John 
Dineen, Nancy Dodson Shelton and 
Jim Tracey had traveled from Cali¬ 
fornia for the event. Each was pre¬ 
sented with an autographed copy of 
Arthur Griffin’s book of New Eng¬ 
land scenes. Francis Rolli and Fran¬ 
ce Stratton Hultgren won comme¬ 
morative plates etched with the 
town hall for being first married 
(1944). 

Most recently married was Dean 
Derby, who three years ago married 
high school sweetheart Janet Hay¬ 
ward, daughter of Winchester’s 
much admired English teacher, Ray 
Hayward. Also, Mary Kimball for 
finally marrying the boy who took 
her to the senior prom just fifty 
years ago.

Casey says health plan 

works for unemployed 

Democrats in the Massachusetts 
House are leading the charge to 
provide health insurance coverage 
to unemployed workers and their 
families. According to Representa¬ 
tive Casey, the Health Security Plan 
(HSP) has been the beneficiary of 
legislative efforts designed to bol¬ 
ster the program which has 
extended health insurance coverage 
to over 60,000 qualified recipients 
since its inception in July 1990. 

“It is traumatic enough to go 
through a layoff without also need¬ 
ing to worry about basic health 
insurance coverage for your fami¬ 
ly,’’ said Representative Casey. “As 
the recession continues, it is critical 
that the unemployed have access to 
affordable health care,” Casey 
commented. 

In addition to convincing the Weld 
Administration to improve the man¬ 
agement of HSP, Casey and his 
colleagues have also crafted legisla¬ 
tion which will make benefits more 
accessible and affordable for an 
even greater number of unemploy¬ 
ed. While the Unemployed Insur¬ 
ance Solvency Act provides the 
much desired support he has sought 
for struggling families, Casey says 
that House action on HSP makes 
fiscal sense as well. 

“HSP is not only a shot in the arm 
for the unemployed, it is also a 
prescription for the state’s own eco¬ 
nomic well being. By helping fami¬ 
lies meet their insurance needs, the 
number of visits to hospital 
emergency rooms for so-called free 
care is greatly reduced. It is this 
reduction in the most expensive 
form of treatment that will save us 
millions of dollars,” noted Casey. 

Experts point to the inappropriate 
use of emergency room services to 
treat routine needs as a major prob¬ 
lem in financing our health care 
system. HSP, which is funded 
almost entirely with private dollars, 
has proven to be a safety net which 
provides the unemployed appropri 
ate care while relieving the state’s 
free care pool from further excess 
expense. 

To find out more about HSP, Rep¬ 
resentative Casey recommends that 
interested parties can obtain an 
application at their local unemploy 
ment office or call John Hancock 
Insurance, contracted by the state to 
administer HSP, toll free at 
1-800-367 7781. “It is certainly my 
hope that those who have suffered a 
temporary setback will call this 
number to access the care they 
need,” concluded Casey

Senator announces 
support of amendment 

Senator Charles Shannon 
(Medford-Somerville-Winchester) 
announced today his support of the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
to limit the terms served by all the 
constitutional and state office hol¬ 
ders of the Commonwealth. Shannon 
said. “The people of the Common¬ 
wealth of Massachusetts are tired of 
the so-called ‘business as usual’ 
mentality that permeates so many 
of our political office holders. The 
time has come to prevent the so 
called ‘professional politician’ from 
building a self-perpetuating power 
base that is out of touch with the 
needs of the people they serve.” 

Shannon continued by saying, 
“Governor Weld is absolutely cor¬ 
rect and justifiably frustrated by the 
“stalling tactics” of the democratic 
leadership. The democrats have 
sent a very clear message to the 
electorate and that message is they 
shall continue to protect the power 
base of our lifetime politicians For¬ 
tunately, I believe today’s voter is 
far more informed and sophisticated 
and they see right through the game 


that is being played out on Beacon 
Hill.” 

Shannon said. “The Term Limita¬ 
tion Amendment would limit the 
terms of Constitutional Officers, 
State Legislators, and members of 
the U S. House of Representatives to 
eight years and U.S. Senators to 12 
years. In order to be placed on the 
ballot for voter consideration, the 
proposed amendment needs the 
approval of 50 legislators in this 
session and 50 more members in the 
1993 to 1994 session By placing this 
proposal at the end of the agenda for 
this legislative session, the oppo¬ 
nents are banking on the fact that 
this legislation might never have to 
be voted upon. I think, and many of 
my colleagues share my perspec¬ 
tive, that the time has come to say 
Enough is Enough.’ I believe it is 
time to let the voters decide on this 
important issue and I urge my con¬ 
stituents to let their voices be heard. 
Massachusetts has been in the fore¬ 
front of many noble political endea 
vors, and think it is time that the 
State from which ‘the shot that was 
heard around the world’ emanated, 
assume a leadership role in what 
could very well become the Ameri¬ 
can Political Renaissance.’’

Senior citizens and eligible per¬ 
sons with disabilities in Winchester 
and the surrounding area will be 
able to receive reduced-fare T iden¬ 
tification cards when the MBTA vis¬ 
its the Jenks Senior Center, Lower 
Lobby, Skillings Road, Winchester 
on Thursday, June 4, between the 
hours of 9:30 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. 

With a Senior Citizen ID card or 
Transportation Access Pass, pas¬ 
sengers may ride T subways for 20 
cents, local T buses for 15 cents, and 
express or zoned buses, commuter 
rail and commuter boat for half 
fare. These reduced fares will be 
effective at all times. 

To obtain an MBTA Senior Citizen 
ID card, individuals must bring 
proof that they are 65 years or older: 


a driver’s license, birth certificate, 
citizen papers, baptismal record, 
Passport, Food Stamp ID card, 
green card or hospital card (not 
Blue Cross or Medicare.) A 50-cent 
cash fee is required. 

Senior citizens who already have 
an MBTA ID Card do not have to 
apply again; this card does not 
expire. 

Persons with disabilities desiring 
a reduced-fee Transportation 
Access Pass must be approved pre¬ 
viously by the MBTA and must bring 
their notification of approval with 
them.

The age old ritual

During the traditional Memor¬ 
ial Day ritual of setting in the 
tomato plants on “the back 40". 
The Observer was painfully 
reminded of the back-breaking 
labor so much a part of Winches¬ 
ter’s agrarian past. 

Even after the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, Winchester could boast of 
the Russell and Purcell farms on 
Cambridge Street and Chase’s 
Dairy Farm on Forest Street. 
H.N. Bryer was farming the old 
Nathaniel Richardson place on 
Washington Street while the Sym- 
mes family pastured cows on the 
hillside above Main Street. On the 
west side hill, the Lockes tradi¬ 
tionally maintained and tilled 
extensive acreage in the Ridge 
Street area. 

There was even a large produc¬ 
tive greenhouse complex, oper¬ 
ated by J. Newman and Sons 
located at the northerly corner of 
Bacon and Central Streets. 

By and large, however, exten¬ 
sive farming in this primarily 
residential town had become 
spotty at best and by 1920 modest 
kitchen gardens and a few fruit 
trees adequately provided the 
necessities for most Winchester 
households. 

Interest in local agriculture 
was far from over, however, and 
in 1927 Winchester appropriated 
$200 in support of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service 
through the Trustees for County 
Aid to Agriculture. 

Visits to local farms were made 
during the year and personal ser- 
vice was rendered when 
requested. Newsletters from the 
county office u'ere eagerly looked 


forward to for their practical 
hints on poultry management, 
spraying programs for orchards, 
dairying techniques and truck 
farming. 

Programs in homemaking 
were offered and there was 
enthusiastic membership in local 
4-H Club work. 

In Winchester Mrs. Ruth Howe 
from the County Extension Ser¬ 
vice Office administered prog¬ 
rams in clothing, garden and can¬ 
ning clubs, millinery, furniture 
renovation, “room beautiful’’ 
and other aspects of homemak¬ 
ing. Assisting her was Winches¬ 
ter High School senior Margaret 
Benson who had recently brought 
pride home as the State Canning 
Champion of 1925. 

Her enthusiasm was so conta¬ 
gious that 1926 saw her brother 
Ken enrolled at age 10 as a Can¬ 
ning Club member. During the 
Fair season of that year, Ken was 
a consistent blue ribbon winner — 
the one boy in a class of 20 girls! 

High school sophomore, Char¬ 
les Eshbach, a member of the 
Garden Club also brought honor 
to the town by being awarded a 
two-day trip to Massachusetts 
Agricultural College at Amherst. 

He kept a large garden that 
year which provided abundantly 
for his family — and he was able 
to sell much of his produce as 
well. 

These days as the weather mel¬ 
lows local “farmers” like Clar¬ 
ence Borggaard, Jake Ciarcia, 
Carmella Luongo and those who 
tend “Victory Gardens” at West 
Side Fire Station pledge anew 
that same faith in the goodness of 
the earth — and in God’s 
promises.

Massachusetts House and Senate

THE HOUSE. Beacon Hill Roll 
Call records local representatives’ 
votes on four roll calls from the week 
of May 18-22. 

TERM LIMITS (H 5673) — House 
116-31, rejected a supplemental 
budget amendment placing a non¬ 
binding question on the 1992 ballot 
asking voters if they favor limiting 
the terms of the state’s constitution¬ 
al officers and senators and rep¬ 
resentatives to eight consecutive 
years. 

The House 116-28, also rejected an 
amendment for a ballot question 
asking voters if they favor limiting 
the state’s U S. senators to twelve 
consecutive years and U S. rep¬ 
resentatives to 8 consecutive years. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will simply allow voters to express 
their opinion on term limitations. 

Some opponents said they simply 
oppose term limits while others 
argued there are grave constitution¬ 
al questions about the limits. Sever¬ 
al opponents said the supplemental 
budget is not the place to address 
this issue 

Both roll calls are listed The first 
is on state constitutional officers and 
state legislators The second is on 
U S. senators and U S. representa 
tives. On both roll calls, a Yes vote is 
for placing the matter on the ballot 
A No vote is against placing it on the 


ballot.

PRIVATIZATION <H 5673) — 
House 114-31, approved a supple¬ 
mental budget amendment requir¬ 
ing the Secretary of Administration 
and Finance to study the feasibility 
of the privatization, consolidation or 
closure of any state facility, proper¬ 
ty or function planned by the 
Governor. 

The amendment also requires that 
the study, including a cost benefit 
analysis, be submitted to the legisla¬ 
ture for approval of any such action 
and exempts any action already 
completed by last March 15. 

Amendment supporters said this 
simply insures the legislature has 
input into the process and that priva¬ 
tization makes fiscal sense.

This week 
in history 

1983: 9 years ago 

A Town Meeting-imposed wage 
freeze continued to create recri¬ 
mination among town employees. 
Town Meeting took the desperate 
action when it discovered it was 
half a million dollars short of a 
balanced budget. On Memorial 
Day, the Winchester police color 
guard boycotted the town parade 
to protest the freeze. The color 
guard, which traditionally leads 
the parade, had to be replaced by 
a color guard from a neighboring 
town. In related matters, the cus¬ 
todians were reportedly dis¬ 
mayed over the lack of increases 
in their wages. 

Morale was at an all-time low in 
the ranks of town employees, 
according to the article. But, the 
custodians continued to plug 
through negotiations over the 
contract. 


It was an especially successful 
year for the sports program at 
Winchester High School. The 
boys and girls doubles tennis 
teams were on their way to a 
state tournament after winning 
the Eastern Massachusetts high 
school championship. Mean¬ 
while, the baseball team won 
their final two games of the sea¬ 
son to advance to the East Mass 
tourney. It was the second year in 
a row for the high school team. 
The boys beat the strongest team 
in the league in Burlington on 
their way to the championship 
following a strong pitching per¬ 
formance by Steve MacDonald. 


The School Committee was 
involved in the difficult task of 
finding a new superintendent for 
Winchester. The School Commit¬ 
tee w r as trying to come to an 
agreement with parents on the 
make-up of the Search Commit¬ 
tee. While the School Committee 
was trying to chose a new’ super¬ 
intendent, the town was busy say¬ 
ing good-bye to the retiring Wil¬ 
liam MacDonald at a testimonial 
dinner at the Knights of 
Columbus. 


The town prepared itself for a 
21-mile bike race starling from 
McCall Middle School. The bicy¬ 
cle race, for Winchester resi¬ 
dents, traveled around the center 
of town and would have to be 
completed 14 times to make the 
21-mile mark. 


Town Meeting approved a plan to 
put a bike path along Horn Pond 
Brook The project was to be 
funded by a state grant that had 
been approved by the Board of 
Selectmen and awaited Town 
Meeting approval. The cost of the 
project was estimated at $22,500. 
The path has been delayed for 18 
months, due to opposition from 
Horn Pond neighbors 


Town Meeting agreed by a 
voice vote to form a committee to 
study the condition of playing 
fields in the town The project 
began a long study of the town’s 
athletic facilities than continues 
today.

All of the quilters have exhibited 
extensively, but “Beyond the Bor¬ 
ders." scheduled for April 24-July 
12. will be the first exhibition to 
include quilts by each member of 
this longstanding group. 

“Beyond the Borders" offers an 
exploration of contemporary 
approaches to the traditional craft of 
quilting, as these women and their 
work encompass a range of tech¬ 
nique, scale and style. Einstein’s 
crazy quilts are based on tradition, 
but not bound by it. Cohen’s fabric 
explorations of the New England 
landscape have been likened to vis¬ 


ual poetry. Grayson, on the other 
hand, actually uses words in her 
designs, and her AHA quilt reflects 
her appreciation for the simplicity of 
the Amish. Kouretas explores the 
issues of elusiveness, abstraction 
and the visual expression of ideas. 

“Contemporary quilts now com¬ 
mand attention in the official art 
world as some of the most inventive 
work being created today," wrote 
Arlette Klaric in a catalogue for 
"Contemporary Quilts USA." a 
major international touring exhibi 
tion in 1990 that included four mem 
bers of this critique group. Indeed, 


many of the quilters in “Beyond the 
Borders" bring formal fine art or 
design training to this craft 
medium; most of them find spiritual 
or emotional satisfaction in the quilt 
making process, as well 

Crane says the strong central 
imagery in the patterns of her quilts 
parallel her belief that “only a calm, 
centered self can experience won¬ 
der." She often adds small surface 
embellishments to her work — ani¬ 
mals and other “natural” objects — 
as amulets, tokens of enduring 
power 

Halpern articulates the appeal of 


the quilt as an artistic medium. “I 
try to pry out the innate, underlying 
geometry of things, letting the tex¬ 
tures of cloth, batting and quilt 
stitches soften the angles and 
straight edges of the designs and the 
ideas. Most of all, I want to create 
designs in which the ideas are free, 
floating so that they can move out 
and, I hope, set off a chain of new 
ideas in the observer." 

The Art Complex Museum, 
located off Route 3A at 189 Alden 
Street, is open Wednesday through 
Sunday from 1 to 4 p.m. Admission is 
free.

Each month, seven Boston area 
women gather, bringing bulging 
bags full of quilts, books, magazines 
and fabric. They discuss past and 
future quilt shows, exchange infor¬ 
mation, and share fabrics. They 
praise, encourage, criticize and sub¬ 
tly influence one another. These 
women are passionately interested 
in making contemporary quilts, and 
they will show their quilts together 
this spring at the Art Complex 
Museum in Duxbury, in an exhibi¬ 
tion titled "Beyond the Borders." 

Although critique gatherings are

Anti-smoking support 

asked for petition 

The Massachusetts Coalition for a 
Healthy Future has collected more 
than 4,100 signatures in the Minute- 
man area to date. However, 964 
more are still needed by June 17, to 
meet the coalition’s local signature 
goal. 

The coalition is seeking to place a 
smoking prevention initiative peti¬ 
tion question on the 1992 ballot. If 
approved by voters, the question 
would increase the cigarette excise 
tax by 25 cents, with the revenue 
directed toward school health educa¬ 
tion, quit smoking programs, and 
substance abuse prevention. 

Residents of Winchester who are 
concerned about children becoming 
addicted to smoking can call John 
Panarese at (617 ) 643-3010 to sign or 
circulate a petition, or to make a 
financial contribution. 

The tobacco industry must recruit 
3,000 new customers each day to 
replace the smokers who die or quit, 
according to the U.S. Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral. Recent studies about the Joe 
Camel ad campaign have height¬ 
ened public outrage about the tobac-

co industry’s targeting of young peo¬ 
ple. More than 90 percent of today’s 
smokers started the habit before 
their 19th birthday, even though sell¬ 
ing cigarettes to minors is illegal in 
Massachusetts. The state Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health estimates that 
38,000 children in Massachusetts 
start smoking every year. 

Statewide, 30,000 signatures are 
needed from registered voters who 
have not already signed the petition. 
Last fall, the coalition’s volunteers 
collected 122,525 certified signatures 
on the petition — the greatest num¬ 
ber in support of any initiative peti¬ 
tion in Massachusetts history. The 
second round of signatures must be 
collected between May 22 and June 
17. 

The Massachusetts Coalition for a 
Healthy Future is led by the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society’s Massachusetts 
Division, the Massachusetts Medical 
Society, and Blue Cross Blue Shield 
of Massachusetts. Members include 
more than 100 nursing and public 
health organizations, women’s 
groups, businesses, and minority 
advocacy groups. 

For every 10 percent increase in 
the price of cigarettes, 12 percent 
fewer children will take up smoking, 
and four percent of adults will quit, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. A 
similar initiative petition, which 
took effect in California in 1989, has 
resulted in a 17 percent drop in 
cigarette consumption. Smoking is 
the leading preventable cause of 
disease and death in the United 
States, responsible for 484,000 pre¬ 
mature deaths each year. 

Funds to support the coalition’s 
initiative petition campaign are 
being raised independently of the 
member’s usual program activities. 
The ongoing research, education, 
and service programs of the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society and other Coali¬ 
tion members will not be affected.

bill imposing a $1000 fine on anyone 
who knowingly files a report of child 
abuse that is false or frivolous. The 
amendment exempts from the fines 
doctors, school officials and others 
who are required by law to report 
suspected abuse. 

Amendment supporters said these 
mandated reporters could be unfair 
ly fined by following the law and 
then having the state determine the 
claim is frivolous. 

Opponents said the law already 
protects people who make the claim 
in good faith. They argued the 
amendment weakens the bill which 
is aimed at the 60,000 complaints 
which were found groundless last 
year. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment 
exempting mandated reporters. A 
No vote is against exempting man¬ 
dated reporters. 

Casey voted no. 

THE SENATE. Beacon Hill Roll 
Call records local senators’ votes on 
three roll calls from the week of May 
18-22. 

COLA (II 5260) — Senate 34-2, 
approved an emergency preamble 
to the bill granting a five percent 
cost of living increase, retroactive to 
January 1, to some 85,000 retired 
state and municipal retirees. 

The emergency preamble makes 
the law effective immediately 
instead of in 90 days. 

Supporters said this will quickly 
help these retirees who have not had 
a hike in four years. 

Opponents favored Governor 
Weld’s reduction of the hike to four 
percent and a delay in its implemen¬ 
tation until July 1993, to save mil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

A Yes vote is for the emergency 
preamble. A No vote is against it. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

ABANDONED BUILDINGS (II 
5464 ) — Senate 33-1, overrode Gov¬ 
ernor Weld’s veto of a $5 million 
grant program to help communities 
demolish abandoned buildings. 

Supporters of the $5 million 
argued these burned out buildings 
have become havens for crimes and 
drugs and said this program is a 
first step. 

Opponents said it would take $100 
million to properly tackle this prob¬ 
lem and urged the $5 million be used 
where it can really solve a problem. 

A Yes vote is for the $5 million 
program. A No vote is against it. 

Shannon voted yes. 

LICENSE REVOCATION (S 1031) 
— Senate 20-14, gave near final 
approval to a bill revoking for ten 
years the license of anyone con¬ 
victed of manslaughter when driv¬ 
ing a motor vehicle. The measure 
also provides for revocation for life 
for a second offense. 

Current law provides these penal¬ 
ties for those convicted of motor 


vehicle homicide while under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 

Supporters said these stiff sanc¬ 
tions will keep these killers off the 
highways. 

Opponents said there should con¬ 
tinue to be a distinction between 
people who commit these offenses 
under the influence and those not 
under the influence. 

A Yes vote is for the license revo¬ 
cation. A No vote is against it. 

Shannon voted yes. 

THE HOUSE. Beacon Ilill Roll 
Call records local representatives’ 
votes on nine roll calls from the 
week of May 25-29. The House met In 
late night sessions and held dozens 
of roll calls during consideration of 
the fiscal 1993 $14.5 billion state 
budget. More roll calls from those 
sessions will be covered in future 
reports. 

EXTENSION — House 114-26, 
approved an order granting joint 
committees until June 10 to report 
out bills. Supporters said this is 
necessary because the deadline is 
approaching and members are tied 
up with the state budget. 

Opponents said it is time the legis¬ 
lature met its deadlines and noted 
many items in the budget are contin¬ 
gent on reforms which are tied up in 
committee. 

A Yes vote is for the extension to 
June 10. A No vote is against the 
extension. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

COLA (11 5260) — House 140-1, 
reapproved the bill granting a five 
percent cost of living increase to 
85,000 retired state and municipal 
employees. 

Supporters said these retirees 
have not had a hike in four years and 
have waited long enough. 

Opponents offered no arguments. 
The bill now goes to the Senate for 
reapproval. 

A Yes vote is for the five percent 
hike. A No vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

The following seven roll calls are 
all on proposed amendments to the 
House version of the $14.5 billion 
fiscal 1993 state budget. 

PROP 2 1/2 (H 5600) — House 
82-68, rejected an amendment strik¬ 
ing a budget section allowing cities 
and towns to exempt their overlay 
accounts from the limits of Prop. 2 
1/2. Overlay accounts include funds 
set aside for tax rebates and 
abatements. 

Amendment supporters said this 
exemption is an assault on Proposi¬ 
tion 2 1/2 and is simply a $120 million 
property tax increase. 

Opponents said this change will 
help cash starved cities and towns 
maintain local services and argued 
it is a long overdue change in a law 
which is too stringent. 

A Yes vote is against exempting 
overlay accounts. A No vote for

Casey voted yes. 

CAPITAL GAINS TAX (H 5600) — 
House 105-46, rejected an amend¬ 
ment reducing the capital gains tax. 
The amendment links the tax rate to 
how long an asset is held before it is 
sold and establishes a range from 12 
percent for an asset held less than a 
year to no tax for one held for more 
than six years. 

Amendment supporters said this 
reduction will help stimulate the 
economy, encourage individuals to 
invest in business and help the state 
shed its old anti-business and anti¬ 
job growth label. 

Opponents said the cut will cost 
$130 million over the long run and 
will only benefit a handful of people. 

A Yes vote is for the capital gains 
tax reduction. A No vote is against 
the reduction. 

Casey voted no. 

WORKFARE <H 5600) — House 
76-74, rejected an amendment pro¬ 
viding for a workfare program 
requiring some welfare recipients to 
work for their monthly benefit 
checks. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will help able bodied recipients 
break the poverty and welfare cycle. 
They noted it exempts parents with 
preschool children. 

Opponents said workfare is an 
unfair and counterproductive prog¬ 
ram which creates “makework” 
jobs and doesn’t train people with 
the goal of breaking the poverty 
cycle. 

A Yes vote is for the workfare 
program. A No vote is against it. 
Casey voted yes. 

TURNPIKE AUTHORITY (H 
5600) — House 112-37, rejected an 
amendment adding two members to 
the three-member Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority Board. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will give Governor Weld control and 
allow him to clean up this corrupt 
and patronage laden body which is 
ripping off tollpayers and taxpayers. 

Opponents said this is simply a 
partisan Republican political power 
grab. 

A Yes vote is for the additional two 
members. A No vote is against the 
two members. 

Casey voted no. 

GAS TAX (H 5600) — House first 
rejected 82-62, then approved 153-0, 
an amendment prohibiting the 
transfer of money from the highway 
fund to the general fund. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will insure that gas tax money is 
used for bridge and highway repairs 
and is not transferred to other 
accounts to eliminate a deficit. 

Opponents first argued a constitu- 
tional amendment would be 
required to change the law, but later 
voted unanimously for the 
amendment. 

Both roll calls are listed. On both 
roll calls, a Yes vote is for the 
prohibition. A No vote is against the 
prohibition. 

First roll call: 

Casey voted no. 

Second roll call: 

Casey voted yes. 

EMPLOYEE TAX CREDIT (H 
5600) — House 147-2, approved an 
amendment providing a $500 tax 
redit for every full-time new 
employee hired by a business. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will help stabilize the state’s busi¬ 
ness climate and encourage new job 
creation. 

Opponents said the state cannot 
afford this tax revenue loss and 
pointed to underfunded human ser¬ 
vice programs. 

A Yes vote is for the $500 credit. A 
No vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

APPROVE BUDGET (11 5600) — 
House 123-26, gave near final 
approval and sent to the Senate an 
estimated $14.8 billion fiscal 1993 
state budget. 

Supporters said the package was a 
fiscally responsible one which funds 
necessary programs yet holds the 
line on state spending. They argued 
it also includes some great opportun¬ 
ities in education, job creation and 
other areas. 

Opponents said the package was 
an unbalanced one still loaded with 
waste, patronage and excessive 
spending during these tough eco¬ 
nomic times. They argued the 
budget is full of efforts to scuttle 
recent reforms and to undercut Gov 
ernor Weld’s ability to change state 
government 

A Yes vote is for the budget A No 
vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes.

because it did not include all possi 
ble income for the schools, such as 
rental fees, donations from founda 
tions. and grants. Saying she felt 
Town Meeting should be aware of all 
the numbers, she said,“The bottom 
line is not 13 million and some dol 
lars; it comes to $17,337,262 

Mitsakos said that most of the 
extra money has specific purposes 
and is earmarked for certain uses 
Mitsakos said grants, such as the 
governor's drug awareness prog 
ram, and donations, such as the ones 
from the Winchester Sports Founda 
tior., “must be used for the purpose 
for which they are written.’ 

“The perception that there’s a pot 
of money coming in that we have 
control over and are not accounting 
for is, in my opinion, a falsehood," 
said Lombardi 

The only official attempt to alter 
the school budget was from a motion 
to amend by Finance Committee 
Chairman Ralph Johnson who 
wanted to transfer $143,846. which is 
the cost of the school crossing guard 
program, from the police to the 
school budget. 

The purpose of transferring the 
control of the school crossing guards 
from the police department to the 
school department was to restrict 
them from collecting unemployment 
when they are not working. Accord¬ 
ing to Town Manager Chad Maurer, 
the town would be able to save 
$23,000 in their unemployment com¬ 
pensation budget. 

According to the Chairman of Per¬ 
sonnel Services Robert Montgom¬ 
ery. school crossing gaurds can now 
collect unemployment insurance 
during Christmas, Thanksgiving, 
summer, and Spring vacations. 

While conceding that changes are 
needed in the method of paying 
school crossing guards, Board of 
Selectman Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt asked Town Meeting to 
reject the amendment He said the 
town needs a complete review of the 
crossing guard system and that pro¬ 


cess should be done soon with the 
involvement of the crossing guards. 

“To change their form of compen 
sation unilaterally without involving 
them in the process, we feel is funda¬ 
mentally wrong, ” he said. Town 
Meeting rejected the amendment by 
a voice vote. 

After the lengthy squabble over 
school crossing guard compensa¬ 
tion. some Town Meeting Members 
wondered whether members were 
losing the point of the discussion. 

Describing the debate as “bread 
and butter stuff", member Sue Swap 
said.“We are losing ground 
here ... We haven’t developed a vis¬ 
ion of education This is not, it 
feels to me, what we ought to lx* 
discussing both in the School Com¬ 
mittee and in Town Meeting .. We 
think about the bottom line, but not 
about the value of educational issues 
that should direct that bottom line. 
Next year we have to focus on 
where we are going.” 

A level funded $230,073 athletic 
budget and a $41,042 vocational edu¬ 
cation budget were also passed 
under the education program by a 
voice vote. 

Police Budget clears hurdle 

A $2,165,030 police budget was also 
passed by a voice vote on the final 
day of Town Meeting. 

In contrast to the school budget 
there was little debate on the police 
budget. The only attempt to alter the 
budget was by Lombardi who 
requested an additional $55,000 to be 
used to hire 11 crossing guards. 
Lombardi said the additional cross¬ 
ing guards would be neccessary due 
to the decrease in students riding 
buses to school next year 

Johnson said the Finance Commit¬ 
tee did not support the motion 
because they believed that any new 
hiring of guards should wait until 
redistricting and a review of the 
crossing guard system were 
completed. 

The Town Meeting rejected the 
amendment and passed the police 
budget as presented.

approximately $35,000 were lost, 
according to O’Leary. 

However, he added, these type of 
projects might be affected if the 
town has to go before a large body, 
such as Town Meeting, to win 
approval for the projects. According 
to O’Leary, in such a forum, mean¬ 
ingful action becomes difficult. 


“Town Meeting’s rejection of a 
substantial gift hopefully will not 
chill that process,’’ said O’Leary. 

Schmitt said that he agreed. “One 
of the most difficult (concepts) to 
understand is that donors of gifts 
have very strong feelings as to how 
gifts can be used,” said Schmitt. He 
added that negotiations with a donor 
can be a time-consuming and ardu¬ 
ous task.

of the Town Day Committee, 
emphasizes that this event is “put on 
by a group of about 15 core volun¬ 
teers. and they put in an enormous 
amount of time.”

We want to encourage 
anyone with ideas and a willingness 
to work hard to come forward for 
next year’s event.”

concerned that the walk to the Lynch 
school for their children would be 
too dangerous. 

“The area between the ponds will 
never be safe even with a crossing 
guard,” said Mary Kramer, refering 
to the barrier presented by Winter 
Pond. 

Many parents from “the flats" felt 
that the area was a natural part of 
the the Ambrose School and moving 
it would go against the School Com¬ 
mittee’s goal of maintaining neigh¬ 
borhood schools. “You have taken a 
very distinct area and divided in 
half,” said a resident of Oxford 
Street. 

Some parents reasoned that the 
Lincoln triangle would have to be 
moved in any plan, so why not simp¬ 
ly move it to Lynch and leave the 
flats area alone. “This plan disrupts 
two groups of children unnecessari¬ 
ly,” said Bob Joy, an Ambrose 
parent. 

Joy found a supporter in Lombardi 
who said, “The least number of kids 
we can disrupt, the better.” He 
noted that with plans to decrease 
busing next year that he would like 
to “maximize the number of kids 
that can walk (to school).” 

O’Connell found the argument by 
the parents from “the flats” to be 
“very logical and persuasive." He 
went on to say, “Do we have to 
overdo the extent of the destruction 
we are about to visit on the 
community?” 

While the residents north of Fox 
Croft Road were the most vocal 
opponents that evening, every group 
seemed to be represented and voice 
a complaint about being moved, 
assuring that the School Committee 
would upset some parents no matter 
which plan they approved. 

Parents from the Winchester Gar¬ 
dens area, which is slated to be 
moved from Lynch to Muraco, also 
spoke out in opposition to the plan. 
Bill Gurrisi said Cross Street “at 
times resembled the Indy 500.” 

Like other parents, they were con¬ 
cerned that the walk to their 
chldren’s new school would be too 
dangerous. This part of the plan was 
proposed in order to ease the num¬ 
ber of children who will need special 
assistance at Lynch. According to 
Superintendent Charles Mitsakos, 
fully one-third to one-half of the 
Winchester Garden student popula¬ 
tion require some special service. 

As might be expected in such a 
long and passionate process, some 
parents questioned the School Com- 
mitte’s method of choosing a redis¬ 


tricting plan. It was suggested that 
whatever group has the largest turn¬ 
out on the night of a meeting usually 
gets its way. After O’Connell and 
Lombardi said they opposed moving 
“the flats” into the Lynch area, 
Carol Donnelly said the School Com¬ 
mittee was just “reacting to the 
latest special interest group.” 

Wendy Bittner said the committee 
will look to go “where there’s the 
least amount of political opposi¬ 
tion." Lombardi replied, “It is simp¬ 
ly not true." 

Not until the end of the meeting 
was it clear that a new redistricting 
plan, which had been anticipated 
earlier in May, would definitely be 
voted on that night. 

Lombardi, who had been taken the 
lead in pressing a vote on redistrict¬ 
ing in past meetings, did a reversal 
and suggested the vote be post¬ 
poned. Lombardi said although he 
was eager to vote in the past he 
conceded. “You do rethink your pos¬ 
ition.” Evans sided with Lombardi 
saying, “We’re not at the end of the 
school year yet.” 

Makhoul, however, was adamant 
about passing a plan that night. She 
said postponing the vote for another 
week would be “down right 
irresponsible.” 

“It’s time for the rubber to meet 
the road and for us to make a 
decision and I’m prepared to step up 
to it right now ... I do not understand 
what on earth we are going to know 
next week we don’t know tonight,” 
said Makhoul. 

She was enthusiastically joined in 
her proposal by O’Connell and Mit¬ 
sakos. “It’s been an ordeal for 
everyone ... I’m ready to bite the 
bullet,’’ said O’Connell. 

Mitsakos, who had been sent back 
to the drawing board countless times 
to come forward with readjusted 
redistricting plans said the admi¬ 
nistration “really takes exception to 
postponing” the vote. He said redis¬ 
tricting was “next to impossible’’ if 
they waited another week. 

An original proposal by Makhoul 
to move the Lincoln triangle to the 
Lynch district was defeated by a 3-2 
vote, with O’Connell and Lombardi 
voting for the motion and Makhoul, 
Evans, and Heinold opossing it. 

Makhoul, who said she could “go 
either way”, then moved the plan to 
move the flats to Lynch, the 
Winchester Gardens to Muraco, and 
the Lincoln triangle to Ambrose. 
This time the plan passed 3-2, with 
Makhoul, Evans, and Heinold in sup¬ 
port and Lombardi and O’Connell in 
opposition.

Financial assistance 
for afterschool 
program 

The Winchester After-School 
Program is now accepting applica¬ 
tions requesting financial aid for the 
1992-1993 school year. The After- 
School Program is a nonprofit orga¬ 
nization that provides safe and 
enriching after-school care for 
kindergarten-to-sixth grade children 
whose parents work or are complet¬ 
ing their educations. The program 
operates on weekdays during the 
school year from school release time 
to 6 p.m., and also offers full-day 
care during the February and April 
school vacation weeks. Transporta¬ 
tion from the Winchester elemen¬ 
tary schools to the program site at 
McCall Middle School is provided by 
the program. 

The After-School Program’s activ¬ 
ities are funded entirely from tuition 


fees paid by the families of children 
enrolled. A Scholarship Fund has 
recently been developed to assist 
limited-income families, including 
single parents, with partial pay¬ 
ments for their children’s atten¬ 
dance in the program. This financial 
aid is awarded on the basis of need 
only, and has been made possible by 
the generous donations of local 
businesses and organizations.

School Program may be obtained 
from the Program Director, Betty 
Wolsky, at the McCall Middle School 
program site, or by writing to the 
Scholarship Committee, c/o Emily 
Bushnell, 65 Brookside Ave., 
Winchester, MA, 01890. Applications 
must be submitted by May 15. Deci¬ 
sions regarding applications for 
funds will be made in early June. All 
applications and deliberations will 
be treated in strict confidence.

Girls bumped 
in tourney upset

It’s a well-documented fact that 
pitching wins ballgames. No one 
knows that better today than the 
Winchester High School boys’ base¬ 
ball team. 

Belmont High School’s Jay 
O’Shaughnessy put on a pitching 
clinic Tuesday, as the Marauders 
came to Manchester Field and elimi¬ 
nated top-seeded Winchester High 
School.

able, allowing only two hits while 
striking out 17 Sachems in his only 
nine-inning game this season.

After Monday’s rain forced a one- 
day postponement of the much- 
anticipated O’Shaughnessy-Grant 
matchup, both pitchers proved early 
on that the hundreds of fans lining 
the left and rightfield foul lines were 


in for a real treat. Grant started by 
striking out Belmont’s Matt Hallo 
ran and 0‘Shaughnessy in working a 
quick, 1-2-3 first. O’Shaughnessy 
countered by walking Sachem lea- 
doff hitter Chuck Keefe before strik¬ 
ing out the side in the bottom of the 
first. 

In the second. Grant walked one 
but got big Bill Carter on a long 
flyout to left to end the inning, and 
O’Shaughnessy was just as efficient, 
hitting Ed Russo in the back but 
striking out two more Sachems and 
getting Mark Donnellan to ground 
into the final out. In the third, how¬ 
ever, things got a little crazy around 


Manchester Field. 

Grant got the first Marauder to 
pop out. but walked number nine 
hitter Jim Trainor. With a 2-1 count 
on Halloran, Trainor took off for 
second and Halloran grounded a 
perfect hit-and-run single in the vac¬ 
ated second base hole.

There are clearly no guarantees 
when it comes to State Tournament 
tennis. Just ask head coach Mary 
Whelan and the Winchester High 
School varsity tennis team. 

The Sachemettes. who received 
the number four seed in the Division 
1 North Sectional on the strength of a 
perfect 13-0 mark during the regular 
season, had to battle an experienced 
Brookline team in the very first 
round of the tourney, and were 
beaten, 3-2, last Friday (May 29), at 
Belmont’s Underw'ood Courts. To 
say that the match had a little bit of 
everything is an understatement. 

To begin with, it was prom night in 
Winchester. Several of the Sac- 
hemette starters were trying to stay 
focused on winning their matches 
while w-orrying about preparing for 
the prom, which was scheduled just 
three hours after the beginning of 
the match. Secondly, Winchester 
lost its home-court advantage 
because the tourney rules say that 
the matches must be played on a 
hard surface, not the clay surface of 
the Packer Courts 

Still, Whelan and Winchester were 
confident of beating Brookline, and 
might have done it if not for a 
controversial call in the final match 
of the afternoon, which sw-ayed the 
momentum and led to a three-set 
defeat for Winchester s second dou¬ 
bles team of Kelly Smith and Natalie 
Cuilla. 

Smith and Cuilla had split the first 
two sets with Brookline’s Caireen 
Sullivan and Tina Hermos, and were 
on serve, trailing 4-5. Since several 
close calls had been disputed earlier 
in the match. Whelan was acting as 
a line judge. On a very close line 
play, both Smith and Cuilla called a 
ball out, but the Brookline team 
objected.

I try to teach 
my girls some kind of morals, prin¬ 
ciples and values, and calling some¬ 
thing I hadn’t seen would have vio¬ 
lated that 

The Sachemettes got off on the 
wrong foot early, as number one 
singles player Carrie Tozza was 
thrashed by Lady Warrior Nevetta 
Busk, 6-1. 6-0. Soon thereafter, 
Winchester tied the affair when 
Leanne Intravaia was given a forfeit 
win after Brookline's Meredith Kil- 
dow was forced to withdraw with a 
sprained ankle Kildow was ahead 
6-2, 4-3 when the injury occurred. 

Catherine Doherty gave Winches¬ 
ter a brief lead when she outlasted 
Yani Brinson 7-5, 2-6, 6-3, at third 
singles, but the first doubles pair of 
Heather Hughes and Shauna Colozzi 
fell to Jill Patey and Hannah Gilli- 
gan 6-4, 1-6, 6-0, tying the match and 
setting the scene for the controver¬ 
sial ending. 

"It’s done, it’s over with." Whelan 
lamented. “We had a strong season 
but had things go against us in the 
tourney. Those are the breaks." 

Whelan, who has had tremendous 
success (50-2 in Middlesex League 
matches) since taking over the reins 
of the WHS girls program four years 
ago, is now faced with the unenvi¬ 
able task of trying to replace four of 
her graduating starters. Tozza. 
Intravaia, Hughes and Colozzi all 
depart, leaving Doherty and the 
team of Smith and Cuilla as the only 
returning starters. 

“It may be somewhat of a rebuild 
ing year," said Whelan, “but we 
have plenty of good players in the 
program w’ho’ll work hard to make 
the team stronger.”

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Dr. Mary Spencer 

Dr. Mary Spencer 

Dr. Mary Spencer, nationally 
known public health education pion¬ 
eer, first director of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health, Bureau of Health Education, 
first director of Health Education at 
the N.C.H.C., Washington D.C., 
administrator of the Malden School 
Health program, author and lectur¬ 
er at numerous area colleges, died 
at Winchester Hospital on May 22. 
She was 92. 

Dr. Spencer’s distinguished 
career in the field of Public Health 
Education began in 1922 when Col¬ 
umbia University awarded her the 
first degree ever given in this field 
by an American university. She 
earned her M.A. in 1923, and her 
doctorate in 1933, both from Colum¬ 
bia. In the 1940’s, she continued 
specialization in public health at the 
Harvard School of Public Health 
where she was a member of the 
Class of 1948. 

A national contest sponsored by 
The American Child Health Associa¬ 
tion offered a $5,000 fellowship for 
the best essay on “The Need for a 
Modern Health Education Program 
in the Schools.” Entering the com¬ 
petition, she won the scholarship in a 
field of more than a hundred 
competitors. 

She was selected to open a Bureau 
of Health Education in the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference (the 
Bishop’s Organization) in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. She appeared in a number 
of publications for teachers and a 
weekly column for parents, “Your 
Child’s Problems”, syndicated by 
the N.C.N.C news service and 
appearing in more than 100 diocesan 
papers authored by Dr. Spencer, 
were sponsored by this Bureau. 

In the early 1930’s, Dr. Spencer 
was “borrowed” by the U.S. Office 
of Education to plan a Health Educa¬ 
tion program for the Philippines. 
This was followed by a demonstra¬ 
tion sponsored and financed by the 
Couzens Fund of Michigan, includ¬ 
ing Detroit schools and area 
colleges. 

During the Depression, she 
returned to New England and in 1941 
was appointed Director of the Mal¬ 
den School Health Program, former¬ 
ly a research project of MIT. 
Despite her national and interna¬ 
tional experience, many believe Dr. 
Spencer’s most significant contribu¬ 
tion to the developing field of Health 
Education embodied in the Malden 
program. 

As noted by Mass. Commissioner 
of Public Health, Dr. Alfred Frichet- 
te in 1977 when he bestowed on her 
the Mass. Public Health Associa¬ 
tion’s most prestigious Shattuck 
Award, “Dr. Spencer’s greatest 
achievement may well have been 
her work with the Malden School 
System. For more than 25 years 
(1941 to 1970), she served there, 
developing a program that involved 
all students and teachers from Kin¬ 
dergarten through grade 12”. 

As a lecturer at the Harvard 
School of Public Health from 
1952-1969, Dr. Spencer utilized the 
Malden Schools as an observation 
post for the numerous foreign stu¬ 
dents at the HSPH studying Health 
Education, and the Malden Program 
became known internationally. 

In 1947, Mass. Commissioner of 
Public Health, Dr W Getting 
appointed Dr. Spencer first director 
of the Bureau of Health Education in 
his department. Here she developed 
and coordinated a state-wide prog¬ 
ram of Health Education during a 
two-year’s leave of absence from the 
Malden Schools. 

Dr. Spencer was Chairman of 
Education, Mass. Chapter, Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Association, Chairman 
of Health Education, the Health 
Council, United Community Ser 
vices of Boston, Malden representa¬ 
tive to the Family Society of Greater 
Boston and vice president of the 
Malden Mental Health Clinic In 
1968, Governor Sargent appointed 
her to the Mass. State Advisory 
Committee on Drug Abuse Educa¬ 
tion. She was a Fellow, American 
Public Health Education and of the 
National Society of Public Health 
Educators. 

In 1952, she had the rare distinc¬ 
tion and honor ot being elected the 
first woman president of the Mass 
Public Health Association, the coun 
try’s oldest public health association 
and one predominantly medical in 
membership 

Her achievements throughout her 
professional career won for her 
many citations and awards. The 
AMA cited her tor her contributions 
to their several School Health year 
books The American School Health 
Association appointed her as its offi¬ 
cial delegate to international health 
conferences at Dusseldorf, Ger 
many, Geneva, and Toronto. The 
Society of Public Health Educators 


(SCPHE), the National Association 
for Accrediting “Health Educa¬ 
tors,” in 1977 conferred on her its 
highest award, that of “Distin¬ 
guished Fellow” at its Miami 
meeting. 

The prestigious Shattuck Award of 
the Mass. Public Health Association 
previously given to such public 
health luminaries as deans of 
schools of public health, college 
presidents for their contributions to 
public health in New England, was 
conferred on Dr. Spencer in 1978 on 
her retirement from active profes¬ 
sional life. 

She was a member of Harvard 
University Alumni Association, N.E. 
Branch of Columbia Alumni. Phi 
Kappa Gamma, and Kappa Delta 
Pi. 

Dr. Spencer is survived by her 
sister, Catherine L. Spencer of 
Winchester. 

A funeral mass was celebrated on 
May 23 at St. Eulalia’s Parish.

Dr. Donald T. Rowlingson, a bibli¬ 
cal scholar, teacher, and author, 
died Friday, May 29, in Winchester 
Hospital.

He was a retired professor of the 
New- Testament at Boston Universi¬ 
ty School of Theology, where he 
taught from 1950 until 1972.

He then joined the faculty at

During his time at Boston Univer¬ 
sity, Mr. Rowlingson published 
numerous articles; a textbook, 
Introduction to New Testament Stu¬ 
dies (1956); and two other books.

Joseph Mozzicato Jr. welcomes all Winchester residents to stop by his 
recycling lottery legislation booth on Town Day. He asks residents to stop 
by to learn about his project or to sign onto his recycling legislation, 
sponsored by Winchester’s State Senator Charles Shannon 

Under his recycling plan, consumers would be able to turn in a specific 
number of redeemable bottles and cans and receive a recycling lottery 
ticket. Mozzicato said this would add incentive for citizens to turn in their 
bottles and cans. He said there are between $20-40 million worth of 
unclaimed deposits. 

Mozzicato said his plan is effective both environmentally and economi¬ 
cally. The plan would reduce solid waste disposal costs and create more 
jobs in the environmental and recycling industry. 

A quarter of the proceeds would go to environmental cleanup and 
education programs. The prize pool would be 60% of the money collected 
in the program, with the remainder going to administration costs. 

So far, the organizers have solicited over 7,000 signatures. The bill is 
now before the state’s Government Regulations Committee.

Crafting careers 

Creative impulses can lead to satisfaction

A fter restlessly 

sampling careers in 
the produce business, 
real estate and even 
telephone wire repair, 


Jena Holt of Medfield finally found 
her niche about six years ago when 
she bought a book about antique 
paper cutting. 

She taught herself how to create 
and sell her own designs in the form 
of wedding and birth 
announcements, note cards and

custom orders. In addition, Holt — a 
single mother — recently started a 
new venture making decorative 
rubber stamps. As business heats up 
this summer, she and her three 
children will take off in their camper 
to sell the stamps at craft shows all 
over New England. 

Anna Ford will also be joining the 
craft show circuit full-time this 
summer to sell her jewelry, leaving 
her position as production manager 
at a Concord pottery factory. 

“I’ve always had a hidden desire 
to do this. Since I’ve been doing it 
more, I’ve found my particular 
product is salable,” said Ford, of 
Westford. 

More people are joining 
the craft ‘subculture’ 

Ford and Holt are part of what Holt 
calls a growing “subculture” of 
people who are not necessarily 
trained artists but men and women 
who have long nurtured creative 
talents while occupied with other 
jobs and family commitments. 

Spurred by layoffs or other life 
transitions, many are now turning 
their hobbies into full-time careers. 

Holt, who has been teaching 
craft-selling workshops at Assabet 
Valley Vocational School in Marlboro 
for the past three years and 
consulting on the subject, said she 
was astounded by attendance at the 
classes this year. She said some 50 
people signed up for a class last 
March, more than double the 
number last year. 

“As the economy gets worse, 1 
get more people in my workshops. 
People really see that (craft-making) 


as a viable alternative,” said Holt. 

But Holt has another theory 
about the lure of creative ventures. 
She said she sees a growing number 
of people who feel turned off by 
traditional 9-to-5 jobs where they 
rarely see the results of their work. 

“Years ago there was a more 
direct relationship between what you 
did with your hands and your mind 
and how you earned a living, ’ ’ said 
Holt. 

She is seeing more men in her 
classes as well as more people who 
have retired early to start second 
careers. 

“They’re buying the motor home 
and doing 40 (craft) shows a year. 

It’s a very tough way to do things, 
but they’re just saying, ‘let’s go for 
it,’ ” said Holt, estimating that about 
one-third of people selling crafts do 
so part-time. 

Speaking from personal 
experience, Holt said one of the 
biggest problems people in the craft 
business face is their image. Often, 
trained artists who focus more on 
creating than selling trivialize the 
work of artisans. And customers 
sometimes view craft-making as an 
avocation rather than a vocation and 
balk at paying sales tax. 


Craft-making is 
serious business 
for most artisans 

Holt said that while some people 
make crafts only for fun and extra 
money, most are professional skilled 
artisans a term she prefers over 
the more folksy “craftsman.” The 
profession has its own publications 
with helpful articles and lists of show 
schedules. 

Artisans must apply to appeal at 
the shows months in advance In 
sending slides of their work and 
resumes. If accepted, they pay fees 
to set up their booths. 

“The best shows are highly 
competitive,” said Holt. 

And. they must obtain a tax 
number from each state they work in 
and collect sales tax. 

Artisans must also cover costs tor 


their materials, travel and health 
insurance, which Holt said now costs 
her $5,000 a year for an individual 
policy. With the recession, she said 
she has had to work harder to earn a 
living but has managed to cover all 
her costs and living expenses. 

* ‘You have to enjoy that type of 
gypsy lifestyle,” she said. 

Clearly, many people do. Artisans 
are successfully marketing a variety 
of handmade products, particularly 
funky costume jewelry’, painted 
clothing, pottery’ and floral 
arrangements. But they are also 
creating unique gifts and children’s 
toys out of wood, leather, paper and 
just about everything else. 

Jewelry has gained interest 
among both artisans and consumers, 
said Holt, because of an explosion of 
new materials over the past 10 
years. At one time, jewelers worked 
only with gold, silver and precious 
stones, but now people untrained as 
traditional jewelers are using 
ingenuity and new types of plastic to 
make pieces. 

“I have a friend who makes 
jewelry out of postage stamps,” she 
said. 

Many artisans start out like Ford. 
The 29-year-old had alway s worked 
in jobs where she used her hands, 
though she never attended art 
school. Since 1987, she has been 
making jewelry out of pottery for her 
friends. One year, she made a set of 
bunny earrings for a colleague who 
was leaving the Potting Shed in 
Concord. 

“Everyone liked them. My boss 
said, ‘Gee if you want to, you can 
sell your jewelry here at the factory 
outlet,’ and the line just grew and 
grew. ’ she said. 

Ford's strategy as she moves 
into selling full-time is to market her 
work several ways through craft 
shows, wholesalers and gift shops. 
She has taken one ot Holt 's courses 
as well as a seminar on starting a 
business. Her sister is also helping 
her with bookkeeping. 

“The thing 1 like to do is make 
the jewelry, but you have to wear 
lots of different hats,” said Ford. 


Strategies for success 

Cathy Gerson, a potter from 
Southboro, said she has found a 
comfortable compromise between 
her artistic and commercial impulses. 
She now has two assistants who 
throw the clay, allowing her time to 
design and apply her signature glazes 
and sell to gift shops all over the 
country’. At one point before the 
recession hit, she was selling to 90 
shops. Nowadays, she is doing less 
business with the shops and 
appearing at more craft show’s where 
she can sell directly to the public and 
earn more money.

Gerson got hooked on clay while 
in art school some 20 years ago and 
has been working in that medium 
ever since, creating a new palette of 
colors each year. She longs for more 
time to create the tile tables and 
flooring she spent hours making in 
earlier days, but is also committed to 
earning a living from her craft. 

“The bottom line for me is that 
this is truly a lifetime pursuit. I have 
my whole life to do w hat 1 consider 
tube art,” said Gerson. “I’m20 
years older, I have a baby, a home, 
bills and commitments ... I really feel 
responsible for our household and 
our life.” 

Gerson also said she is a good 
businesswoman who gains 
satisfaction when others buy and 
enjoy her work. She believes the 
unique colors on her pottery’ as well 
as its usefulness have kept up 
demand for it throughout the 
recession. 

‘1 listen to what the public 
wants.” she said. 

Holt said staying abreast of 
consumer demand is key for artisans 
who want to support themselves. 
She took up rubber stamp-making 
and scaled back on paper cutting 
partially to try something new. but

also because the market was 
changing. The stamps, which are 
made from original drawings and 
etched onto molds, are priced much 
lower than the paper designs, have 
more buyers and Holt can make 
large quantities of them with the help 
of her 13-year-old daughter. 

She urges others to carefully plan 
how to make and sell their work to 
maximize income. For instance, 
many creative people dabble in 
several crafts such as needlepoint, 
doll- and wreath-making, but are 
only successful selling one type of 


item. Holt suggests focusing on the 
craft you do best and developing a 
line of different products. 

She also said it helps to 
supplement craft shows by having “a 
few wholesale accounts that sell well 
for you. ’ ’ using items that can be 
made fast. Gift shops are another 
good alternative, but most only buy 
wholesale. 

“Before you walk in, you better 
decide what you really need to make 
to be able to sell wholesale, and stick 
to it” she said. 

Another smart strategy for 
starting a craft business amid tough 
times, Holt said, is tapping 
specialized markets. She noted that 


people arc still willing to spend 
money for major life events like 
weddings and births. For example, a 
friend of hers makes elaborate, 
hand-painted wedding chests. This 
type of item can be displayed in 
bridal shops and custom-ordered by 
shoppers. 

It also helps to “free your mind” 
about uses for your craft. A leather 
artisan could make customized bags 
for dog breeders or map-carry ing 
cases for antique car collectors. 
Unusual hobbies like hot-air 
ballooning provide still other ideas. 

“Go to the balloon festival and 
sell, sell, sell,” said Holt.

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REAL ESTATE UPDATE 


Study may not give true picture of brokers’ pay

I have just become aware of 
a “study” and subsequent 
report, made by the Con¬ 
sumer Federation of Ameri¬ 
ca, which states, among oth¬ 
er unfounded allegations, 
that real estate brokers and salesper¬ 
sons are overpaid. 

If it were not for the public’s ten¬ 
dency to believe “reports” from con¬ 
sumer groups at face value, this state¬ 
ment would be laughable. Remember, 
any organization with a sole function to 
find problems must find problems to 
assure its continued existence, wheth¬ 
er or not those problems exist. 

I have been practicing real estate 
brokerage full time for 25 years, and 1 
assure you that real estate profession¬ 
als are not overpaid for the services 
which they provide the consumer. 

During the past two years, the 
membership of the Massachusetts As¬ 
sociation of Realtors* has decreased 
by about 25 percent. This was not due 
to “wealthy Realtors*” retiring with 
their excess wealth, but rather be¬ 


cause they could no longer make a liv¬ 
ing in the depressed real estate market 
in the commonwealth. In fact, a study 
performed by the National Association 
of Realtors finds that the average real 
estate professional earns less than 
$15,000 per year. In addition to this 
low income, he or she is an “indepen¬ 
dent contractor” and must pay all tax¬ 
es. plus the full amount of Social .Secu¬ 
rity on his or her own, without partici¬ 
pation by what in other industries 
would be an employer. To further de¬ 
crease the bottom line, the indepen¬ 
dent contractor must also pay for his 
or her own health insurance. 

While it is true that many salesper¬ 
sons are married to people who have a 
job which provides health insurance, it 
is also true that there are countless 
numbers of those who are not. Health 
insurance is currently running about 
$5,000 per year for those individuals. 
They also have association dues, con¬ 
tinuing education expenses, license 
fees, and if they are brokers, a bond. 

You may well ask, why do these in¬ 
dividuals remain in this business? The 
answer is quite simple. They enjoy 
working with the public and derive a 


feeling of satisfaction from “making a 
difference” in the lives of home sellers 
and buyers. Those who deal in the 
first-time buyers’ market (such as my¬ 
self) obtain a special feeling from being 
a part of making the “American 
Dream” come true for those who wish 
to exercise their right of home owner¬ 
ship. 

There are those who believe that 
we all sell one or two homes a week 
and spend our free time talking to 
stock brokers or financial planners to 
find a place to invest our wealth. Noth¬ 
ing could be further from the truth. In 
the market which we have now, which 
is must better than in the past two 
years but still far below what it could 
and should be, real estate salespersons 
still show up to 80 homes to prospec¬ 
tive buyers before the buyers find that 
special home that they have always 
wanted. 

There are currently about 14,000 
active listings in the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board’s Multiple Listing 
Service, and when you have an inven¬ 
tory that large, there is a tendency for 
the buyers to see as many as possible 
which fit into their price range to as¬ 


sure that they choose “the” home. It 
is not unusual for a buyer to take 
many, many months, sometimes 
reaching a year of constant looking 
with a salesperson, before finding 
“the” home. That represents a lot of 
gasoline and time. 

Let’s discuss time. The real estate 
professional virtually gives up a normal 
family life in order to give service to 
those who expect and deserve it. They 
make appointments to show homes to 
prospective buyers, when the buyer 
can go. This includes nights, week¬ 
ends, holidays, family birthdays, and 
wedding anniversaries. It takes a very 
special person to be married to one of 
us. It takes very special children to 
forgive a missing parent at that so-im- 
portant birthday party. 

Many Realtor* offices have closed 
or merged during the past two years 
because the owners simply could not 
keep up with the overhead in a market 
of diminished sales and increased 
costs. If it takes four or five months or 
longer to market a property, as com¬ 
pared to 30 to 45 days several years 
ago, then the cost of advertising the 
property is obviously much higher. 


To further exacerbate this situa¬ 
tion, advertising rates have risen; in 
fact, generally all costs have risen. 
The office owner must pay all over¬ 
head, including but not limited to rent, 
telephones, advertising, supplies, 
dues, MLS fees, copiers, typewriters, 
computers, fax machines and — if a 
franchise operation — high entry fees 
and special advertising fees as well as 
a portion of each commission earned. 

This must all be done and done 
right even in a slow market. 

Nearly half — 45 percent — of the 
real estate salespeople surveyed by 
the National Association of Realtors* 
in its 1987 profile had a college level 
educational background, with two- 
thirds of those focusing in business ad¬ 
ministration, liberal arts, physical sci¬ 
ences, and economics. Brokers mirror 
that educational profile, but with slight¬ 
ly higher concentration in business ad¬ 
ministration, physical sciences and 
economics. 

One out of every five of our mem¬ 
bers has the advanced certification 
from the Realtor* Institute (GRI). Ex¬ 
perience, however, is the best teach¬ 
er. Licensed brokers with long-term 


experience and solid standing in the 
business community are responsible 
for overseeing the actions of their mar¬ 
keting representatives (sales agents) 
in obtaining listing agreements, mar¬ 
keting properties, qualifying buyers 
and contract negotiation. 

I am not suggesting that real estate 
professionals be nominated for saint¬ 
hood, I simply ask that you look at 
them as they are: very’ hard-working 
people with one thing in mind, giving 
you their all regardless of personal sac¬ 
rifice.

Kxterior refinements such as 
limousine doors and flush glass all 
around help contribute to the 
overall air-drag reduction. 

Interior room is improved as well, 
with more head and hip room in 
the front and rear scats, and 
greater overall passenger volume. 
The trunk remains among the 
biggest in its class, with a lower 
liflover height for easier access. 


A powerful, fuel-efficient new 4.6- 
liter V-8 engine coupled with a four- 
speed automatic transmission is 
standard equipment for the 1992 
Grand Marquis. The new engine 
offers an increase of 40 horsepower 
compared to the previous model’s 
engine, while at the same time 
improving fuel economy and reducing 
emissions, noise and vibration. When 
combined with an optional dual 
exhaust system it generates 210 
horsepower at 4,600 rpm. 


Other functional improvements for 
1992 include standard four-wheel disc 
brakes, speed-sensitive power 
steering, childproof rear door locks, 
an improved front suspension and the 
addition of a rear stabilizer bar.

High performance takes to the streets in 1992 


AUBURN HILLS, MICH. - Audi 
carries on the legacy of its 
distinguished racing heritage with 
the all-new high-performance S4. 

Spiritual successor to the 200 
Quattro that captured both the 
Manufacturers and Drivers trophies 
on the 1988 SCCA Trans-Am racing 
circuit, the new S4 is powered by a 
turbocharged 227 horsepower, 
multi-valve, five cylinder engine. 

The 2.2-liter engine increases low- 
end torque by 13 percent, 
generating 258 foot-pounds at 1,950 
revolutions per minute. Among the 
most fuel efficient engines in its 
class, the 20-valve five cylinder 
propels the S4 from zero to 60 miles 
per hour in 6.6 seconds. Top speed 
is limited in the U.S. to 130 mph. 

Audi’s new high performance 
flagship receives a new S4 badge 
and succeeds the 200 Quattro 20V. 
Its exterior is distinguished by “S4" 
badges on the grill and trunk lid, 
flared fenders, a sport suspension, 
and standard 16-inch high 
performance tires. 

The all-whcel-drive S4 competes 
against such rear-whecl-drive 
sports sedans as the BMW M5, the 
Mercedes-Benz 500E, and Infiniti 
Q45 and is priced nearly $14,000 


lower than the M5. 

Quattro: The Ultimate 
Traction Control 
The road-gripping Quattro system 
differs from traction control 
systems because the Quattro 
system powers all four wheels all 
the time eliminating wheel spin by 
allocating torque to the wheels with 
the surest traction. 

Most traction control systems 
reduce wheel spin by activating the 
braking system and limiting the 
throttle. In most systems, power is 
transmitted to either the front or 
rear wheels rather than to all four 
wheels. 

Traction control systems only 
engage when wheels slip and 
therefore do not provide the 
constant grip of permanent all¬ 
wheel drive. 

The Quattro'’s TORSEN* (torque¬ 
sensing) center differential 
distributes torque between the front 
and rear wheels from 50/50 up to a 
maximum 75/25 percent split 

A manual lock for the rear 
differential aids starts in extreme 
situations. The rear differential 
automatically unlocks above 15 
miles per hour. 


The performance-tuned 
suspension has been stiffened for 
assured driver control and 
handling. 

It includes a MacPherson strut 
front suspension, a fully 
independent rear suspension with 
trapezoidal lower control arms and 
upper links, coil springs, gas 
pressured shock absorbers and 
front and rear stabilizer bars.

USA Inc. 

The front bar is 3mm thicker than 
that of the previous model, 
measuring 28mm. The larger bar 
and a 13mm rear stabilizer 
contribute greatly to the S4’s 
exemplary road stability. The 
trapezoidal rear suspension 
minimizes camber and toe-in as 
well. 

Control is also enhanced by 
speed-sensitive rack and pinion 
steering, power assisted vented 
front and rear disc brakes and 
Audi’s standard Anti-lock Braking 
(ABS) system. 

Engine Management System 
Engine operations are continually 
monitored and adjusted by a Bosch 


Motronic engine management 
system. Fuel injection is sequential 
to the engine’s firing order, and the 
turbocharger boost pressure is 
electronically controlled by a “map” 
in the system’s control unit 
memory. 

Engine knock is virtually 
eliminated by dual knock sensors. If 
engine knock develops in any of the 
power plant’s five cylinders, ignition 
timing is immediately re-adjusted 
for that particular cylinder 
minimizing power loss. 

Should a malfunction occur, the 
fault is memorized for correction at 
the dealership.

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Don’t let your brakes get you down 


Willie Stopp had a problem. 

The left rear wheel on his pick-up 
locked up whenever he applied the 
brakes; the dragging tire smoking and 
squealing like an accident about to 
happen. The truck would veer to the left, 
usually coming to a halt before a 
collision. 

I .'ually, that is. One day Willie hit the 
car in front of him as it sat at a traffic 
light. No injuries and only minor damage, 
but for this teenage driver, it was a major 
lesson in preventive maintenance 

“We know most accidents are 
predictable," said the police officer after 
young Willie admitted that the single 
skid mark from his left rear tire was due 
to a faulty brake. He had been planning 
to get it fixed when he had the money. 

“You could have saved a bundle if you’d 
just taken care of the problem before it 
resulted in an accident, the officer 
continued. “It could have been worse, but 
you’re still looking at a violation, a fine 
and. because of your age, a possible 
increase in your insurance premium. 

“Willie, your brakes let you down." 

A subsequent inspection of the left rear 
brake showed grease on the lining 


causing the brake to seize. The culprit 
was a leaking rear axle seal that would 
have been an inexpensive repair, even for 
Willie Stopp. 

Ownership of a vehicle can be an 
awesome responsibility, reminds the Car 
Care Council, especially when 
unexpected repairs are needed.

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School budget goes bust 


Officials review projections

The School Department will be 
forced to do some financial juggling 
in order to address an unexpected 
shortfall with less than a month left 
in the fiscal year. 

In order to tackle the $217,000 
shortfall, the School Committee vot¬ 
ed 3-2 at its June 9 meeting to 
request $71,000 from the Finance 
Committee to be taken from the 
town’s reserve fund. 

This amount would cover the 
unforeseen expenses accrued over 
the year, most notably replacement 
costs for teachers on long-term disa¬ 
bility and tuition for out-of -town spe¬ 
cial education. 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Makhoul, who along with 
School Committee member Edward 
O’Connell opposed going to the 


reserve fund, said, ‘‘As far as I’m 
concerned, it’s our problem and I 
will not support going back to Town 
Meeting asking for more money. 

“If I were a taxpayer, I’d be 
offended that the school department 
can’t live within its own budget,’’ 
she added. 

School Committee Chairman 
Mark Lombardi said he understood 
Makhoul’s position, but that the 
committee “has to make a decision, 
or the bills won’t be paid.” Lombar¬ 
di said the administration will have 
to answer questions of why the short¬ 
fall was not spotted sooner and how 
this situation can be avoided in the 
future. 

School Committee Member Jeri- 
lyn Heinold concurred with Lombar¬ 
di, saying that to reject the money 
from the reserve fund would be 
“crazy.” Although she was upset 
about the shortfall, putting the 


entire burden of fixing the shortfall 
on the school department could 
“really do educational damage," 
she said. 

The School Committee also 
decided to take $95,000 that it needs 
to settle a sex discrimination suit 
filed against the school department 
out of the Fiscal Year 1993 budget, 
which means that the school budget 
will start next year, $95,000 in the 
hole. 

The budget problems were not 
revealed to town officials until just 
prior to the final session of Town 
Meeting, leading some to criticize 
the school administration for pop¬ 
ping the unpleasant surprise so late 
in the fiscal year. 

“We have not been forewarned. 
We have asked to be kept apprised of 
the budget and nobody said a word,” 
said Makhoul. 

The School Committee will look to 


the free cash fund to satisfy the 
$32,000 shortfall from the school 
lunch program. The remaining 
$19,000 is being addressed by cuts 
and a freeze in spending. 
Kedistricting 

The School Committee discovered 
that the controversy surrounding 
their decision to redistrict had not 
abated. 

Parents at the Tuesday meeting 
were upset over new numbers of 
students projected for the town’s 
schools. The ink on recent changes 
to the district lines was barely dry 
when the School Department intro- 
ducd overall increases in enrollment 
projections. 

A new district map, which had 
been revised last week by the the 
School Committee, received the 
approval of a majority of the School 
Committee members. 

Parents said that the new num 
bers showed that some of the issues 
the new district lines were supposed

Local scout leader saves

School guard 
pay examined

Now’ that the town may be hiring 
several new crossing guards, some 
residents think the time is ripe to 
tackle their compensation policies. 

If the School Committee’s figure of 
11 crossing guards is implemented 
to deal with redistricting and 
decreased busing, the cost to the 
town could run as high as $227,000 a 
year — almost $170,000 more than 
the average of neighboring towns. 

According to a study done by the 
town, which compares the crossing 
guard system of Winchester with 12 
neighboring communities, Winches¬ 
ter crossing guards receive $8.79 an 
hour compared to the average hour¬ 
ly wage of $9.40. 

Although they receive below aver 
age wages, their benefits, however, 
are generous for part-time employ¬ 
ees: they receive up to two weeks 
vacation outside the usual school 
vacations and are allowed 12 sick 
days. In addition, school crossing 
guards are able to collect unemploy¬ 
ment insurance during Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, Christmas, spring, and summer 
vacations. These were, by far, the 
most extensive benefits in the study. 

Beside the question of compensa¬ 


tion, some are wondering if the town 
fully utilizes its 25 crossing guards, 
especially at a time when some are 
requesting additional hirings. The 
average number of crossing guards 
in the study was 12. less than half 
Winchester’s number. “No one is 
sure how we got 25,” Chairman of 
the Personnel Board Robert Mont¬ 
gomery told the Star Although it has 
been a subject at Tow’n Meeting 
going back ten years, he said it is 
“something that has never been 
thoughtfully studied.' 

Montgomery noted that the towns 
most often compared to Winchester, 
Lexington and Belmont, have 12 and 
18 crossing guards respectively. 
“Does this mean Lexington is not as 
safe as Winchester'’ I don’t think 
so.” he said. 

The town report showed the 
adjusted hourly rate of crossing 
guards, including the benefits, com¬ 
es out to $11.70 an hour The combi¬ 
nation of the wages and the high 
number of crossing guards in the 
town costs the town $157,890 a year, 
the highest in the study. The second 
place town, Melrose, spent $23,000 
less than Winchester on their sys¬ 
tem. The total for Winchester does 
not include the costs of replace-

Renewing registration 

by mail saves time 

Drivers whose automobile 
registrations are due for renewal 
can avoid wasting valuable time 
standing in long Registry lines by- 
renewing by mail. 

Registrar Jerold A. Gnazzo urges 
Massachusetts drivers to save 
money and avoid delays by mailing 
in their registration renewal cards 
which are sent to motorists at least 
six weeks in advance of expirations. 

The Registry’s mail-in procedure 
is easy and fast. Owners should have 
their insurance agent sign and 
stamp the renewal card. Owners 


should also sign and record license 
numbers along with dates of birth, 
and all information on the renewal 
card should be verified before send¬ 
ing it with a check or money order 
payable to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. The plate number and 
address should be included on the 
check. 

When renewing by mail, $5 is 
deducted from the fee listed on the 
renewal card. For example, if the 
fee on the renewal card is $45 and it 
is being renewed by mail, the fee is 
$40; if it is $210, it becomes $205.

Winchester resident Jennifer 
Crockett, 24, of Mystic Avenue faces 
motor vehicle homicide charges for 
her involvement in a fatal car acci¬ 
dent that claimed the life of a local 
man. 

Crockett will be arraigned in Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court in Cambridge 
on June 15. The indictment stems 
from a single vehicle accident on 
March 6 that claimed the life of a 
passenger, 24-year-old William H. 


McCarter III, formerly of Mt. Pleas¬ 
ant Street. The vehicle struck a tree 
on Lawson Road in the early morn¬ 
ing hours that Friday. 

The following day, Crockett was 
charged with vehicular homicide, 
negligent operation of a motor vehi¬ 
cle, and operating under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol, according to police 
reports. 

Crockett was indicted on the 
charge by a Middlesex District 
Grand Jury on May 28. According to 
the District Attorney’s office, the 
felony charge, in contrast to a mis¬ 
demeanor, means that alcohol may 
have been a factor in the fatal acci¬ 
dent. If she is found guilty, Crockett 
faces a mimimum sentence of one 
year and a maximum sentence of 
fifteen years.

Conscom struggles 
with site cleanup

The Conservation Commission is 
working to take a bite out of pollu¬ 
tion in Winchester, but is finding it a 
frustrating task without any teeth. 

The Conservation Commission is 
trying to compel the Exxon Station 
at 586 Main Street and Atlantic Fuels 
on 138 Swanton Street to modify 
their business practices, which the 
commission feels do not comply with 
local environmental standards. 

The abandoned Exxon station, 
which was a subject of discussion in 
the town for seven years, has leaked 
gas and waste oil plumes into under¬ 
ground waters. The commission, 
however, does not have the authority 
to force action from Exxon. 

The most effective measure the 
commission has is a regulation 
called the “will affect" provision. 
Under this regulation, the commis¬ 
sion has authority to act if contami¬ 
nation potentially "will affect" a 
surface water, in this case the Aber- 
jona River. The regulation requires 
that the contamination must be with¬ 
in 100 feet of surface water. 

According to Conservation Com¬ 
mission Chairman Joshua Alper. a 
study done last winter shows the 
pollution from Exxon to be approxi¬ 
mately 450 feet from the Aberjona 
River. 

Unable to impose the “will affect" 
provision, the commission is looking 
to turn the matter over to the Board 
of Health, which has more leverage 
thanks to a recently passed Hazard¬ 


ous Waste regulation. Alper said the 
commission will ask the Board of 
Health to examine the situation and 
possibly do a study on how far the 
plumes have migrated toward Aber¬ 
jona. “I think they’d like to be 
asked," Alper said. 

Although they are unable to act on 
Exxon at this point, the commission 
will attempt to move forward with 
plans to force Atlantic Fuels, who do 
fall under the “will affect" provi¬ 
sion, to take steps to safeguard the 
environment. According to Conser¬ 
vation Commission Administrator 
Elaine Vreeland, at Atlantic Fuels 
water is pumped through filters and 
is then discharged into a catch basin 
which eventually empties into the 
Aberjona. 

Vreeland said she will send a let¬ 
ter to Atlantic Fuels regarding con¬ 
cerns with unkempt gear on the site, 
a lack of safety precautions, and the 
possibility of some low-level conta¬ 
minants going into the catch basin. 
“They have yet to convince us they 
are not dumping contaminated 
water," said Alper. 

Specifically, the commission will 
force Atlantic Fuels to add absor¬ 
bent pads to see if oil or grease is 
being leaked into the basin, install 
dykes around their tanks, and imple¬ 
ment an alarm system in the case of 
a malfunction with the filters. 
According to the commission, simi¬ 
lar requests have not been acted on 
and the commissiom is now seeking 
some legal leverage. “We’ve made 
some very modest requests" which 
have been ignored, said Alper.

Use of food stamps 

in some restaurants 

Older Americans, 60 years of age 
or older, and disabled Social Securi¬ 
ty food stamp recipients will be able 
to use their food stamps to purchase 
meals at discount prices in certified 
Massachusetts restaurants. In 
announcing the new program, Elder 
Affairs Secretary Franklin P. Olli- 
vierresaid, “Many of these individu¬ 
als live alone, have no cooking facili¬ 
ties and are unable to prepare their 
own meals. They suffer the consequ¬ 
ences of malnutrition, physical ill¬ 
ness. and isolation with little sociali¬ 
zation. The acceptance of food 
stamps will allow restaurants to pro¬ 
vide fully nutritious meals at 
reduced prices.” 

Several other states already allow 
the use of food stamps in 


restaurants. 

Under the program, eligible food 
stamp recipients will be able to pay 
for meals at certain designated 
restaurants that have volunteered to 
participate. All 20,000 people in the 
state receiving SSI payments are 
eligible for the program, in addition 
to elderly in mixed households 
receiving food stamps. 

The Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs is working with the Massa¬ 
chusetts Restaurant Association to 
notify restaurants of the program 
and request their participation. To 
date, several major restaurant 
chains have agreed to participate, 
including D’Angelo Sandwich Shops 
Inc. and Friendly Ice Cream Corp. 

All participating restaurants must 
meet certain criteria and sign an 
agreement with the Department of 
Public Welfare (DFW) and be 
approved by the United States 
Department of Agriculture (USDA). 
Once certified, restaurants are 
given a sign to post at their registers 
and can begin accepting food stamps 
from eligible customers. 

The USDA requires that the 
restaurants be accessible to public 
transportation and to the hand¬ 
icapped. Nutritious meals must be 
offered at discounted prices. Meals 
already offered at a discount to 
certain consumers (e g., the elder¬ 
ly) need not be further discounted. 
Gratuities cannot be included in 
reduced price meal cost or paid 
separately with food stamps. The 
meals are exempt from a sales or 
meals tax. 

The DPW will issue identification 
cards to eligible individuals and will 
post names of authorized restaur¬ 
ants in the local DPW offices.

ments for absent employees or the 
retired crossing guards collecting 
pensions. If Winchester decides to 
add 11 more crossing guards (other 
estimates have ranged from 7-15), 
total costs will run the town approxi¬ 
mately $227,000. 

This method of compensating the 
crossing guards was the subject of a 
lengthy debate in the final session of 
Town Meeting. Finance Committee 
Chairman Ralph Johnson tried to 
address one of these issues by prop¬ 
osing an amendment to the school 
budget which would have transfered 
control of the crossing guards from 
the police budget to the school. 

The object of the transfer was to 
keep the crossing guards from col¬ 
lecting unemployment. In order to 
provide this benefit in Fiscal Year 
1993, the town will fund the unem¬ 
ployment budget for $23,000. 

The Town Meeting debate on the 
amendment to transfer became 
heated, eventually consuming more 
time than the rest of the entire 
school budget. After the presenta¬ 
tion by Montgomery, Town Meeting 
Member Robert Frank said,‘‘I don’t 
get it. I think what I heard is the 
following ... at Thanksgiving [the 
crossing guards 1 go on unemploy¬ 
ment for four days ... and then at 
Christmas vacation ... they go on 
unemployment again ... in the sum¬ 
mer, they go on unemployment 
again. Now, do the teachers do that? 
Of course, they don’t... 

“Would it be reasonable to expect 
[the crossing guards] to take their 
vacation during school vacation 
time? The answer to that ques¬ 
tion ... is no; they take their vaca¬ 
tions during the school year so they 
may go on unemployment during the 
summer months. That’s a little 
tough to justify.’’ 

After the Board of Selectmen and 
the School Committee urged the 
members not to support the trans¬ 
fer, the amendment was eventually 
rejected by Town Meeting on a voice 
vote. 

While conceding that there should 


be a change in the system. Select¬ 
men Chairman Thomas Schmitt 
said, “The crossing guards are a 
party to this discussion and to 
change their form of compensation 
unilaterally without involving them 
in the process, we feel, is fundamen¬ 
tally wrong.” Lombardi cited simi¬ 
lar reasons to reject the 
amendment. 

Later in the Town Meeting, Lom¬ 
bardi said he expected the town 
would need 11 additional crossing 
guards to deal with decreased bus¬ 
ing and unsuccessfully tried to get 
money appropriated to the police 
budget to fund it. 

Schmitt said there would be dis¬ 
cussions in the near future over 
changes in the method of compensa¬ 
tion for crossing guards. Johnson, 
however, expressed dissatisfaction 
with the vote, saying it was time to 
take action on an issue that had been 
“discussed for many years.” He 
said because Town Meeting did not 
take action on the issue they would 
not be able to change the system 
until September of 1993 at the 
earliest. 

Safety Officer Kevin Mawn, super¬ 
visor of the crossing guards, said 
added crossing guards are a necessi¬ 
ty due to redistricting and decreased 
buses. He estimated that an addi¬ 
tional 400 children will be walking to 
school next year. He said a joint 
study between himself, traffic advis¬ 
ory, and the school department 
would give a detailed demonstration 
of how the crossing guards would be 
utilized. 

Mawn, however, conceded that 
crossing guards may be asked to 
accept a change in their compensa¬ 
tion. He said he felt a discussion 
between the crossing guards and 
town officials would be a more effec¬ 
tive process of working out a com¬ 
promise than Town Meeting. 

Mawn also questioned some of the 
figures supplied by the report, parti¬ 
cularly the unemployment figure of 
$23,000. He said that not all crossing 
guards collected unemployment. He 
estimated that 18 of the 25 take 
advantage of the benefit.

to address, such as overcrowding at 
Lincoln and the underutilzation of 
Vinson Owen, had not been remed¬ 
ied. Most controversial were the 
Lincoln numbers which were 
changed from 346 to 370 in a week. 

Makhoul, who moved the motion 
that changed the district lines last 
week, now said, “I, for one, thought 
that we were basing our decision on 
reliable numbers, and I am very 
disappointed to find seven days later 
that these numbers are not very 
reliable ... Now I’m wondering 
whether we made the right decision 
last week.” 

Parents echoed her concerns. “I 
believed in you people. You told me 
that you had a well-thought out 
plan ... but what you’re doing here is 
not well-thought out,” said Mary 
Kramer._

With many parents unhappy about 
where their children will be attend¬ 
ing school next year, some may look 
to the school department’s open 
enrollment policy as a last ditch 
loophole. 

In the past, parents have been 
allowed to send their children to the 
school of their choice under open 
enrollment if it did not adversely 
affect class sizes. 

By a 4-1 vote the committee 
decided to allow open enrollment to 
Ambrose and Vinson Owen next Sep¬ 
tember because they have the smal¬ 
lest student population. Open enroll¬ 
ment could be obtained at the three 
other schools only under cases of 
hardship. 

Heinold, the lone vote against the 
policy, questioned the sense of allow 
ing open enrollment at Ambrose 
after the School Committee had just 
moved the flats area out the district. 
“Are we, in fact, wiping out our 
redistricting decision?” she asked. 

Lombardi warned that open 
enrollment would not allow anyone 
uncomfortable with redistricting to 
return their old school. 

The committee also voted unanim¬ 
ously to allow any children presently 
in the open enrollment program to 
remain at their school.

lost consciousness. 

“I tried to give him medication, 
but he couldn’t breathe so the medi¬ 
cation did not work,” said Masao 
Matsubara in an interview with the 
Star, following the incident. 

As Masao Matsubara attempted to 
revive his son, Gavin called 911. An 
ambulance from the Winchester 
Fire Department arrived within 
minutes. 

Ken Matsubara was given medical 
attention in the ambulance as he was 
taken to Winchester Hospital. Gavin 
said that he finally became fully 
aware of his own feelings of panic, 
as he was following the ambulance 
to the hospital. 

“When Ken arrived at the hospi¬ 
tal, he was still in serious condition, 
but his face looked better,” Gavin 
said. "It was then that I finally felt 
relieved.” 


Ken Matsubara doesn’t remember 
much about the asthma attack. “I 
just remember I went into the 
woods. I got an asthma attack, Jim 
brought me to my house. In the car I 
remember I couldn’t breathe and I 
was moving my feet alot. I don’t 
remember any more.” says Matsu¬ 
bara in an interview with the Star. 

He added. “I remember telling 
Jim to ‘run’.’’ And. grudgingly, Ken 
Matsubara nods his head 'yes’ to 
confirm he did feel scared. 

The entire time that elapsed from 
Ken Matsubara leaving his troop to 
the time he arrived at the hospital 
was only about 10 minutes. Doctors 
at the hospital said Matsubara 
“probaby would have died in five 
more minutes, if he had not received 
medical attention.“ said Fred 
Scholl. 

After several moments of reflec¬ 
tion. Masao Matsubara sums up his 
feelings of disbelief by saying,“It’s 
hard to believe a kid can get into so 


much trouble in 10 minutes ... in five 
minutes he could have died Without 
proper action, we would have lost 
him." 

Atsuko. who was not home at the 
time of crisis, was deeply moved. “If 
he had died ... I would have been in 
very deep grief ... .’’ she said. 

It was quiet for a few moments 
after Ken’s mother spoke, and then 
Gavin took a deep breath, exhaled 
slowly and added: “This woke us all 
up. Thank God Ken’s OK...” 

Cub scout leaders are already 
making sure everyone learns from 
this near tragic incident. They are 
revising their medical forms and 
making plans to further their educa 
tion about asthma and allergies. 

As our interview was ending, Ken 
Matsubara’s neighborhood friends 
were impatiently urging him to hur¬ 
ry up and join them outside. He 
waited, with soccer ball in hand, but 
was anxious to join them. In a few 
moments he was outside.

original mourned

To the rear of Town Hall, in a 
small open entry facing the duck 
pond, an ornamental iron railing 
beautifully defines the porch — 
and keeps people from stepping 
out directly into the busy parking 
lot. 

It is there today due to the 
vigilance of William P. Haggerty 
Jr , veteran custodian of Town 
Hall who passed away on May 24. 

The railing had been removed 
many years ago during an earlier 
renovation of the building and 
stacked amidst a pile of old doors 
and lumber in the basement. 

Although at times Billy was an 
outspoken critic of many aspects 
of the 1986 rehabilitation of the 
building, he rescued the ancient 
railing from a pile of rubbish 
heaped on a truck bound for the 
dump. He saved it because he 
cared about the ultimate quality 
of the completed project. 

Billy felt deeply about Winches¬ 
ter’s landmark building — but he 
cared more for those who earned 
their living as town employees. 

He tended Town Hall — with 
sidekick Henry Davison — as he 
would an aged but much loved 
relative, and he did it with real 
class. 

His sometimes gruff manner 
belied an almost old-fashioned 
courtliness as he went about his 
duties and all that was missing 
was the red carpet as he directed 
confused citizens to their destina¬ 
tions within the building. 

When tensions ran high within 
the “Town Hall Family” Billy 


always seemed to pop in. with his 
incomparable levity, bringing a 
chuckle to harried employees to 
get them back on track. 

He was a call fireman for many 
years as well, and it seemed a 
part of Billy died when that 
aspect of public safety was elimi¬ 
nated a few years ago. 

Billy was a townie — born and 
bred — and loved Winchester 
with almost as much devotion as 
he did his own family. 

A few years ago when it 
appeared that the town ducks and 
geese would not be returned to 
Mill Pond for that season, he 
lamented, “The ducks are a part 
of my life. My six children and 
later my six grandchildren have 
loved going to the duck pond.” 

This year although broken in 
health, Billy was at his old station 
at Town Hall presiding over the 
annual Winton Club Cabaret and 
he did it with all the flair and 
integrity of a man who loved his 
job — always giving much more 
than what was asked of him. 

He passed The Observer on 
Washington Street in his red pick¬ 
up truck just last winter — with 
his usual stoic wave — probably 
headed back to Town Hall with 
lunch for himself and others. 

That bright red truck, with 
“Erin Go Bragh” emblazoned 
across its front became as much 
a familiar fixture in town as Billy 
himself was. 

Billy Haggerty was, in the 
truest sense, a Winchester origi¬ 
nal and when he died on May 24, a 
part of our beloved Town of 
Winchester died with him.

Deacon Hill Roll ( all 
Volume 19 — Report No. 23 
Massachusetts House and Senate 

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Bea 
con Hill Roll Call records local sena¬ 
tors’ votes on two roll calls and local 
representatives' votes on six roll 
calls. Five^of the representatives’ 
votes are from the marathon 27 hour 
budget session. 

SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET (11 
5747). House 111-34 gave final 
approval to a $350 million fiscal 1992 
supplemental budget. The Senate 
19-16, favored the budget but fell 
short of the two-thirds majority 
necessary for approval since bond¬ 
ing is involved. 

A move to reconsider Senate 
action and gain the margin neces¬ 
sary is pending in the Senate. 

Supporters said the package is a 
fiscally responsible one which funds 
necessary programs through the end 
of the fiscal year. Opponents said the 
$350 million is excessive and unaf¬ 
fordable and objected to various 
items in the package. 

A Yes vote is for the budget. A No 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted no 

The next five roll calls are on 
proposed amendments to the fiscal 


1993 state budget in the House. 

EDUCATION REFORM (H5600) 
— House 126-15, rejected an amend¬ 
ment to the sections providing an 
additional $185 million to communi¬ 
ties for new education aid. The 
amendment would hold the money in 
reserve until comprehensive educa¬ 
tion reforms are passed. 

Amendment supporters said this 
is the only way to insure passage of 
much needed reform and guarantee 
the money is properly spent. Oppo¬ 
nents said communities need the 
funds and argued the money should 
not be held hostage just because the 
legislature and governor cannot 
agree on a reform package. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment 
holding the money in reserve. A No 
vote is against the amendment. 

Casey voted no. 

DEEDS EXCISE <H 5600) — 
House 102-49, approved an amend¬ 
ment maintaining the current real 
estate deeds excise tax of $4.56 per 
$1,000 of value. The tax, paid by 
people buying homes, was tempor¬ 
arily raised in 1989 from $2.28 per 
$1,000 and is set to drop back to that 
level June 30. 

Amendment supporters said this 
money is absolutely necessary to 
fund county government including 
jails and registries. 

Opponents said this is another

Columnists are a silly bunch

I just got back from a national 
convention of newspaper colum¬ 
nists, and I must say: we seem like 
an odd bunch. 

For one thing, we’re all too glib for 
own good. We’re the kids who got 
kicked out of class for making the 
smart remark. We think everything 
is funny. We can’t wipe that smile off 
our face. 

We’re also drawn to the offbeat. 
When I found out my friend taught 
physiology at a school for undertak¬ 
ers I couldn’t rest for a whole year 
’til she agreed to take me to the local 
med school and look at their actual 
class cadaver, a large inhuman¬ 
looking thing pumped full of fluids 
and smelling powerfully like a cer¬ 
tain sort of barbecue sauce, his skin 
half on and half lying to one side like 
a length of upholstery goods. Did I 
think I was going to offer THAT 
sight up to my readers to sip with 
their second cup of coffee? Who 
knows what I thought? 

We’re deeply trivial, if that’s pos¬ 
sible, and skate along the surface of 
the news, eyes peeled for the whim¬ 
sical. In spite of this fact, we also 
can come across as ponderous or 
self-important, because we lack job 
security: As one wag put it, “there’s 
nothing more optional than reading 
a column’’. Or, as an editor once 
said to me, “What do you people 
write about, really* 7 Nothing! 
Fluff!” No wonder we chuckle a lot; 
we’ve got job jitters. 

Now the press in general are like 
the wiseguys in life: like those who 
stand at the back during Mass to 
watch the women’s legs as they file 


Health quality 

for water should be set 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (USEPA) has 
asked local health officials to 
become involved in the implementa¬ 
tion of the Safe Drinking Water Act. 
Particularly we have been asked to 
inform our neighbors of the health 
implications in order that the 
implementation costs can be 
understood. 

The USEPA had mandated filtra¬ 
tion of surface water supplies and 
has increased the intensity of 
requirements for destruction of 
microbes, parasites and viruses. 

The reason for filtration is to guar¬ 
antee the removal of cysts of giardia 
and of Cryptosporidium, parasites 
and certain viruses which are some¬ 
what resistant to conventional chlor¬ 
ination. Treatment with free chlor 
ine is the standard for destruction of 
the agents of disease in the U S. The 
intensity of treatment required to 
achieve a particular reduction in the 
presence of these disease agents 
increases with greater disinfectant 
(chlorine) concentration and with 
time available for the disinfectant to 
penetrate and do its job. 

This is the (”C x T" or CT) The 
“time' is the “contact” or holding 
time prior to delivery to the first 
customer. Long contact times are 
required to reliably kill Giardia and 
certain viruses EPA had advised 
that systems lacking recommened 
contact times are at risk 

Also included in new regulations 
are limitations on trihaloinenthane 
(“THM”) concentrations and 
although these have not been 


up for Communion. Like those legi¬ 
slators, in the House or Senate 
Chamber, pushed back in their 
chairs and snoozing through the ses¬ 
sion.

At this year’s convention, we had 
valuable morning sessions about 
honing our skills. But with the activi¬ 
ty for the afternoon, I’m afraid, we 
got things just backwards: 

Someone had scheduled for us all a 
visit to what they called the Bull 
Semen Hall of Fame in the conven- 


changed, reductions are comtemp- 
lated and the public heath goal 
accepted by the EPA and the Nation- 
al Academy is zero!

50 The goal is o Filtration reliably 
removes the THM precursors. Use 
of chlorine dioxide as an alternative 
disinfectant reduces THM but may 
produce other equally dangerous 
compounds It will be years before 
this is known Filtration reduces 
natural THM precursor concentra¬ 
tions and appears to reduce the 
extent of (’ x T required in the 
disinfection step for giardia and vir¬ 
us destruction 

To put the THM issue in perspec¬ 
tive, My family use town water We 
do not purchase bottled water We do 
filter our drinking and cooking 
water thru a carbon filter (cost $30 
to $100 installed and $5 to $15 each 
six months for filter replacement 
which removes THM and any residu 


tion’s promotional literature; that 
and a trip to the brand-new Santa 
Maria, built for this 500th anniver¬ 
sary of Chris’s voyage, and 
anchored in a river in downtown 
Columbus. 

The Hall of Fame turned out to be 
photos in the lobby of Select Sires 
Inc. of Plain City, Ohio, “the genetic 
pacesetter in the artificial insemina¬ 
tion industry, ” as their video pointed 
out. It went on to show how the 
semen is extracted, spun, extended, 
chilled and finally frozen in straws 
that can then be sold to those wish¬ 
ing “to mate the most superior cows 
to the best bulls.” The columnists 
made stupid jokes both about the 
names of some of the Hall of Famers 
(Elevation, Conductor and Rotate) 
and the animals themselves when 
we saw them, big as oil furnaces, in 
their individual cages. As our guide 
Sue Romines, said, “Maybe if you 
people could stop laughing, you’d 
learn something.” 

But I guess we didn’t want to learn 
anything. In the end we spent two 
hours over the Bull Semen Hall of 
Fame trip, and a scant 20 minutes at 
the truly fascinating reproduction of 
the Santa Maria, whose crew are 
trained historical impersonators. 

So what do you think? In the next 
ten years we’re going to reform 
Congress, reshape the country’s 
entitlement programs and recreate 
the public schools. What do you say 
we make a clean sweep and fire all 
the press people too? Because from 
all I can see, we’re a pretty silly 
bunch.

1966: 21 years ago 

Winchester High School was 
announced as the winner of the 
coveted annual Irene Armstrong 
Memorial Award for outstanding 
contributions to world affairs 
education, presented by the 
World Affairs Council of Boston. 

Speakers at the event included 
Attorney General Edward 
Brooke, former Governor Endi- 
cott Peabody, and Boston Mayor 
John Collins. 

Six students and Principal W. 
Howard Niblock received the 
award for the high school. 


The Board of Selectmen 
requested funds to restore and 
renovate the track-level second 
floor of Wedgemere Railroad Sta¬ 
tion and turn it into municipal 
office space.

Having failed at domestic policy 
(or, more accurately, having never 
tried), President Bush has decided 
he will make his mark in history 
through foreign policy. Bush has set 
a frenzied pace in his first term 
traveling all over the world to imple¬ 
ment his new world order. 

Having spent more time on the 
Middle East than he has on urban 
America, Bush now believes he has 
the cure for the problems that inflict 
that region: it is time for Israel to 
dole out its territory in exchange for 
peace as called for in United Nations 
Resolution 242. 

Israeli Jews, who tend to have a 
better sense of history than 
attention-deficient, impatient 
Americans, must be thinking that 
this cure may cause a serious ail¬ 
ment to become fatal. The Israelis 
tend to be ever conscious of their 
past, using it as a basis to measure 
today’s events. Of course, continu¬ 
ously being the target of attempted 
extermination is something you 
don’t tend to forget. And so Israel, 
based on past experiences, is reluc¬ 
tant to give up the West Bank, Gaza 
Strip, and Golan Heights — the 
much discussed “occupied territo¬ 
ries” it captured 25 years ago this 
June. 

In May 1967, Egyptian President 
Abdul Nasser ordered his army into 
the Sinai Peninsula and closed down 
the Straits of Tiran to Israeli ships at 
the goading of Syria. This action, on 
top of already escalating tensions 
between Arabs and Israelis, would 
lead directly lead to a conflict known 
as the Six-Day War. Technically, the 
war began over water rights to the 
Jordan River, but its real cause 
went back to the emergence of Israel 
in 1948 and was nothing less than a 
challenge to the right of a national 
haven of Jews to exist in the Middle 
East. 

As tensions built up around the 
Sinai, Egypt, Jordan, and Syria 
formed a war alliance, effectively 
encircling Israel with enemies with 
a stated agenda of removing Israel 
from the Middle East map. 

Israelis, many of whom lived day 
and night with the memories of the 
terror of the Holocaust, were under¬ 
standably alarmed and forced the 
government to act, including 
appointing the popular war hero 
Moshe Dayan as defense minister. 

On June 5, under the leadership ot 
Dayan, Israel launched a preemp¬ 
tive strike on the Egyptian air force 
while it was still on the ground, 
effectively deciding the outcome of 
the war in its first day by crippling 
the air force of its most powerful 
enemy. Israeli troops then quickly 
conquered the Sinai Peninsula, 
which it returned in 1978 in exchange 
for peaceful coexistence with Egypt, 
and the Gaza Strip, which it still 
occupies today. 

At this point, King Hussien of 
Jordan, unaware that the Egyptian 
air force was decimated, was 


coaxed into the war by Nasser and 
paid the price for his military mis¬ 
calculation by losing the West Bank 
within days. 

Syria, also part of the alliance, 
was driven from the Golan Heights, 
a land Israel is so reluctant to return 
to their most volatile neighbor, they 
have officially annexed it. 

The Six-Day War had immediate 
worldwide consequences. One result 
was the Soviet Union’s truly humor¬ 
ous act of severing ties with Israel. 
This virus, bent on spreading its 
regresssive ideology all over the 
world, declared it was shocked — 
shocked! — at Israel’s aggressive 
tactics. 

The Soviet Union had reason to be 
worried. The joy and confidence that 
engulfed Jews worldwide after hav¬ 
ing finally been the conquerors 
instead of the eulogized certainly 
affected Russian Jews, whose per¬ 
sistence against the darkness of tot- 
litarianism played a part, one of 
many, in the eventual perdition of 
the Soviet union. 

Indeed, it was a golden age, all too 
brief, for Israel, beaming with confi¬ 
dence and pride over now controll¬ 
ing a unified Jerusalem and the 
Biblical lands of Judea and 
Samaria. 

But that was 25 long years ago and 
times have changed. Or have they? 
Hussien is still the king of Jordan 
and was last seen making interna¬ 
tional news witha a military decision 
as foolish as the one to attack Israel 
— supporting Saddam Hussien in the 
Gulf War. 

The president of Syria, the ruth¬ 
less Hafez Assad, was defense 
minister at the time of the Six-Day 
War. His latest conduct demonstrat¬ 
ing to the world community that he 
should be trusted with Israeli territ¬ 
ory? Stealing U.S. vehicles after the 
Gulf War in which he was our ally 
and threatening to break the U.N. 
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unnecessary tax hike averaging $620 
per home purchase. They said it will 
hurt an already sluggish real estate 
market. 

A Yes vote is for the tax hike. A No 
vote is against it.

RENTAL ASSISTANCE (H 5600) 
— House 107-39, rejected an amend¬ 
ment to a section which changes the 
current Section 707 rental subsidy 
program to a proposed $300 per 
month voucher program totaling 
$69.4 million.

embargo against Libya over the 
bombing of Pan Am 103, a plan 
which some Middle East experts 
still believe was devised within Syr¬ 
ian borders. 

And let us not forget PLO Chair¬ 
man Yasir Arafat. He has been 
barred by Israel from participating 
in the current peace talks because 
they consider him a terrorist But 
Arafat is very much the lone leader 
of the Palestinians, who want a 
homeland in Greater Israel, and has 
boasted to the media that no decision 
is made by the Palestinian delega 
tion without his approval. Would it 
be prudent for Israel to give land to a 
man who recently referred to Jews 
as “dogs?” 

Yet to the present administration, 
these are the leaders who have 
earned our trust and assistance. Is it 
time to let bygones be bygones and 
trade land for peace? It seems hypo¬ 
critical for us to tell Israel they are 
being paranoid about aggressive 
neighbors when Cuba, a tiny country 
posing little military danger, has 
been a source of embarrassing 
preoccupation for our government 
Bush has a vision of a new world 
order, but what he forgets is that 
vision includes not only seeing what 
the future may hold, but also 
rememebering what the past has to 
say. 

The Six-Day War is another exam¬ 
ple of an undertaught, underdis¬ 
cussed world event in our ahistorical 
American society. It is unfortunate 
because America insists on playing 
the role of world policeman, but is 
too apathetic to learn anything but 
the bare minimum on world history. 
In dealing with the Middle East, 
which America does on a non-stop 
basis (i.e. loan guarantees, the Gulf 
War, the peace conferences), a prop¬ 
er historical perspective should be 
used as a reference for rendering 
today’s decisions.

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Quilt group 

sponsors spring show 

Each month, seven Boston area 
women gather, bringing bulging 
bags full of quilts, books, magazines 
and fabric. They discuss past and 
future quilt shows, exchange infor¬ 
mation, and share fabrics. They 
praise, encourage, criticize and sub¬ 
tly influence one another. These 
women are passionately interested 
in making contemporary quilts, and 
they will show their quilts together 
this spring at the Art Complex 
Museum in Duxbury, in an exhibi¬ 
tion titled “Beyond the Borders.” 

Although critique gatherings are 
not uncommon for artists, this group 
is remarkable because it includes 
some of the most widely recognized 
fiber artists working in the quilt 
medium: Rhoda Cohen, Nancy Hal- 
pern, Barbara Crane, Sylvia Eins¬ 
tein, Danea Kouretas and, from 
Winchester, Beatriz Grayson and 
Ruth McDowell. 

Cohen, for example, curated 
“Breaking New Ground,” a critical¬ 
ly acclaimed contemporary quilt 
exhibit at the New England Quilt 
Museum in 1981; her long list of 
important exhibitions includes a 
show at the Stedjlik Museum in 
Holland. Halpern has taught and 
lectured about quilt making for the 
past 15 years, and is a leading expo¬ 
nent of contemporary quilt design 
whose prize-winning works have 
been featured in solo and group 
shows nationally and international¬ 
ly. Her “Archipelago” was the first 
work commissioned by the New 
England Quilters’ Guild for its 
museum. McDowell wrote the 
respected 1991 book “Pattern on 
Pattern: Spectacular Quilts for 
Traditional Blocks.” Suffice to say, 
many of the significant quilt exhibi¬ 
tions and catalogues of recent years 
have included the work of at least 
one of the members of this group. 

All of the quilters have exhibited 
extensively, but “Beyond the Bor¬ 
ders,” scheduled for April 24-July 
12, will be the first exhibition to 
include quilts by each member of 
this longstanding group. 

“Beyond the Borders” offers an 
exploration of contemporary 
approaches to the traditional craft of 
quilting, as these women and their 
work encompass a range of tech¬ 
nique, scale and style. Einstein’s 
crazy quilts are based on tradition, 
but not bound by it. Cohen’s fabric 
explorations of the New England 
landscape have been likened to vis¬ 
ual poetry. Grayson, on the other 
hand, actually uses words in her 
designs, and her AHA quilt reflects 
her appreciation for the simplicity of 
the Amish. Kouretas explores the 
issues of elusiveness, abstraction 
and the visual expression of ideas. 

“Contemporary quilts now com¬ 


mand attention in the official art 
world as some of the most inventive 
work being created today,” wrote 
Arlette Klaric in a catalogue for 
“Contemporary Quilts USA,” a 
major international touring exhibi¬ 
tion in 1990 that included four mem¬ 
bers of this critique group. Indeed, 
many of the quilters in “Beyond the 
Borders” bring formal fine art or 
design training to this craft 
medium; most of them find spiritual 
or emotional satisfaction in the quilt 
making process, as well. 

Crane says the strong central 
imagery in the patterns of her quilts 
parallel her belief that “only a calm, 
centered self can experience won¬ 
der.” She often adds small surface 
embellishments to her work — ani¬ 
mals and other “natural” objects — 
as amulets, tokens of enduring 
power. 

Halpern articulates the appeal of 
the quilt as an artistic medium. “I 
try to pry out the innate, underlying 
geometry of things, letting the tex¬ 
tures of cloth, batting and quilt 
stitches soften the angles and 
straight edges of the designs and the 
ideas. Most of all, I want to create 
designs in which the ideas are free, 
floating so that they can move out 
and, I hope, set off a chain of new 
ideas in the observer.” 

The Art Complex Museum, 
located off Route 3A at 189 Alden 
Street, is open Wednesday through 
Sunday from 1 to 4 p.m. Admission is 
free.

State Senator 
Richard Tisei (R-Wakefield) and 
State Representative Paul Casey 
(D-Winchester) will be part of a 
brief speaking program scheduled to 
begin at noon, on June 13. 

Zoo staff, along with scores of 
volunteers from the Friends to 
Reopen Stone Zoo have already 
spent hundreds of hours helping to 
spruce up Stone Zoo in anticipation 
of its many expected visitors. 

Older familiar favorites including 
Major the polar bear, a variety of 
birds, a troop of columbus monkeys, 
and a number of hoofed animals will 
be in place at the zoo for the official 
reopening.

program for elderly 

Perkins School for the Blind recen¬ 
tly initiated a new program provid¬ 
ing services to elders who are visual¬ 
ly impaired. Perkins Outreach 
Services to Elders offers in-home 
rehabilitation for elders who are 
legally blind. Rehabilitation special¬ 
ists are available to teach skills that 
will assist individuals in maintain¬ 
ing their independence within their 
homes or other living environments. 

Training is available in a variety 
of areas, including safety in the 
kitchen using adaptive techniques 
for cooking; organizing and labell¬ 
ing medications in large print or 
braille; basic orientation, sighted 
guide and protective techniques, 
using Talking Book machines, 
watches and clocks; techniques for 
money identification and checkbook 
maintenance; and using adaptive 
recreation items such as large print 
or braille bingo and playing cards 
and learning adaptive techniques for 
crafts and hobbies. 

Perkins Outreach Services to 
Elders provides these and other ser¬ 
vices according to an individual’s 
needs. Individuals in the following 
towns have been initially selected to 
receive services: Arlington, Bel¬ 
mont, Brookline, Lexington, Need¬ 
ham, Waltham, Watertown, Welle¬ 
sley, Winchester and Woburn. 

Perkins Low Vision Service also 
provides services to elders. Special¬ 
ists are available to provide clinical 
and functional vision evaluations 
and training. This can take place 
either in the home or at Perkins’ 
Low Vision Clinic. In addition to the 
towns listed above, individuals 
throughout Eastern Massachusetts 
are eligible to be served by Perkins 
Low Vision Service. 

Perkins School for the Blind, 
located in Watertown, was the first 
school for the blind chartered in the 
United States and has been educat¬ 
ing students who are blind and 
multi-handicapped for over 160 
years. On the school’s 40-acre cam¬ 
pus, both day and residential prog¬ 
rams are offered to almost 200 stu¬ 
dents and clients. Almost 15,000 
patrons are served by the Perkins 
Braille and Talking Book Library, 
and the school’s How'e Press annual¬ 
ly provides 8,100 blind consumers 
with braillers and other communica¬ 
tion materials.

On return in 1946, he resumed his 
practice in general medicine, served 
the Winchester School Department 
as its medical director and athletic 
teams doctor for 30 years. Barone 
was industrial surgeon for three 
industrial plants in Winchester and 
Wilmington. 

He now serves on the medical

The summer session will be held 
daily from 7:45 a.m. to noon. Classes 
will begin on Monday, July 27, and 
will end on Friday, August 21. 

A variety of academic and voca¬ 
tional courses will be offered. 

Academic courses for credit or 
enrichment will include English, 
grades 9, 10, 11 and 12; remedial 
reading; general math; pre¬ 
algebra; algebra I and II; geomet¬ 
ry; advanced math; math SAT pre¬ 
paration; verbal SAT preparation 
and study skills; civics; world his¬ 
tory; world geography; American 
history; general science; biology; 
physical education; Spanish I and II 
and Italian I and II. 

Shop and related courses for cre¬ 
dit or enrichment will include auto¬ 
mobile trades; wood trades; com¬ 
mercial art; cosmetology; culinary 
arts; data processing; drafting & 
design; electrical; electronics; elec¬ 
tronic accounting; graphic commu¬ 
nications; health and dental trades; 
metal trades; plumbing and 
pipefitting. 

With one exception, all courses 
will cost either $120 or $130. The SAT 
preparatory courses are $200. 

Prior approval from the school 
principal, guidance office or shop 
department head will be necessary 
to receive credit for each course. 

The registration deadline is June 
17 with walk-in registration con¬ 
ducted at the Northeast Metro Tech 
Adult Education Office.

Shannon hails 
domestic violence law 

Sen. Charles Shannon, R-Medford- 
Somerville-Winchester, is announc¬ 
ing his unqualified support and co¬ 
sponsorship of a new legislative 
initiative entitled “An Act Establish¬ 
ing A Statewide Registry Of Domes¬ 
tic Violence Offenses.’’ 

Sen. Shannon said, “Domestic vio¬ 
lence in Massachusetts has reached 
near epidemic proportion. There 
isn’t a week that goes by that we do 
not hear of another death that is 
directly attributed to domestic vio¬ 
lence Justice demands that we do 
something to protect the rights of 
these victims of domestic abuse. I 
believe this legislation is an impor 
tant first step in the right direction. 
It is a matter of public record that I 
supported legislation that attempts 


to deal with the never ending prob¬ 
lem of “stalking”; which is nothing 
more than a polite euphemism of 
criminal harassment. I think the 
time has come when the Legislature 
must move quickly to address the 
whole issue of domestic violence or 
all of us will be guilty of criminal 
complacency.’’ 

Sen. Shannon continued, “This 
legislation has three principal com¬ 
ponents. First, it establishes a 
statewide domestic violence record¬ 
keeping system accessible by state 
and local police officials and court 
personnel. This would require the 
Executive Office of Public Safety to 
develop a statewide domestic vio¬ 
lence record-keeping system. Furth¬ 
ermore, all 209A restraining orders 
issued in the Commonwealth, all 
violations of 209A orders, and other 
domestic violence crimes (assault, 
battery, mayhem and other personal 


violence crimes), would be coded 
and recorded in this system. 

Additionally, the system would be 
made available to state and local 
police officials through the statew¬ 
ide LEAP crime history computer 
system and to court officials through 
the probation computer system and 
the soon-to-be developed unified Dis¬ 
trict Court computer system. Sec¬ 
ondly, this legislation requires the 
court system to inquire of victims of 
domestic violence any history 
regarding past abusive episodes, 
and to inform victims of criminal 
procedures and remedies. This 
effectively requirs the court to ask 
anyone seeking a 209A restraining 
order, a civil proceeding, whether 
she or he knows of any pending or 
prior 209A or criminal proceeding 
against the named defendant, so 
that the defendant’s likely menace 
can be assessed. Moreover, the 
court would also be required to 
inform the complaining victim 
regarding the various potential 
criminal proceedings and sanctions 
available if the defendant violates 
the restraining order. The victim 
would also be specifically informed 
about the details of the newly-passed 
stalking law. Finally, the last provi¬ 
sion of this legislation requires a 
judge to enquire about a named 
defendant’s prior history when con¬ 
sidering a 209A application. This is 
important because judges would be 
able to ask plaintiffs about the 
named defendant’s past history. 
Additionally, judges would be 
required to access the new statewide 
domestic violence record keeping 
system, so as to ensure that a defen¬ 
dant’s past history is taken into 
account when making a finding. 
Finally, judges would be required to 
refer domestic violence complaints 
immediately to the district attor¬ 
ney’s office, the probation depart¬ 
ment and the state parole board 
when conduct is known to involve a 
violation of an outstanding warrant 
against a defendant, a parole viola¬ 
tion, a probation violation, or any 
other criminal violation that the 
judge deems worthy of immediate 
referral.” 

Senator Shannon concluded by 
saying, I applaud the efforts of my 
fellow legislators and I shall do any¬ 
thing humanly possible to expedite 
this legislation into law. All of us 
have a moral obligation to speak out 
against the violence that permeates 
our society. Furthermore, 1 believe 
Governor Weld is absolutely correct 
in his assessment that the domestic 
violence perpetrated against so 
many women constitutes prosecu 
tion under the hate crime law All of 
us need to work together to end this 
nightmare of hate and violence and 
by raising the public s conscious¬ 
ness, we effectively send the mes¬ 
sage that we simply will not tolerate 
this domestic violence anymore ’’

The Multicultural Network’s sec¬ 
ond annual Town Day “Make Your 
Mark on the Map’’ was a great 
success, despite a late start due to 
the weather. Passersby were invited 
to put a colorful pushpin in the 
country, or part of our country, that 
they or members of their family 
came from. Were we taking a survey 
of Winchester residents? No, we 
were highlighting and celebrating 
the diversity in our town, and we 
were encouraging people to think 
about their heritage. 

Anita Massery, who chaired the 
table, said that it was wonderful to 
meet so many interesting people, 
and to see the map fill up with pins in 
so many different places. “Whether 
first generation or fourth, people 
have brought to Winchester a rich¬ 
ness of diversity that makes up this 
town in 1992,” she said.

community we serve,” he points out. 

When a feasibility study revealed 
that Woburn residents were not 
aware of the impact they had on the 
hospital, the advisory group was 
expanded to include more Woburn 
residents Today, the group is made 
up of 10 active members who repre¬ 
sent Woburn business, educational, 
civic and professional interests and 
who, in turn, represent Winchester

Hit the books

I nvesting in career 

counseling or training 
can boost a job search, 
but one of the best and 
most overlooked 
resources for job seekers costs 
nothing and offers a quiet haven in 
which to ponder the future: the local 
library. 

Although public and business 


libraries have long provided a variety 
of reference materials related to the 
job market, people newly 
unemployed for the first time may 
not have needed them before. Yet 
today’s job market demands that 
workers take advantage of as many 
resources as possible — from books 
on how to write cover letters to 
sophisticated financial directories. 
Titles like “Jobs in Paradise” and 
“Encyclopedia of Franchises” can 
also spark the imagination. 


The research takes time and 
patience, but it can lead to a shorter 
job search and a better position in 
the end by helping job seekers find a 
new career, pinpoint the best 
companies and learn as much 
possible about them. And armed 
with such in-depth knowledge, 
applicants can put their best foot 
forward during interviews. 

“One thing that has changed is 
the expectations of people 
interviewing you because the 


economy is not good. Companies are 
not advertising because they are 
getting so many applications, so you 
have to research and find out what 
the growth companies are and go 
knock on doors,” said Frances 
Nilsson, manager of collection 
development at Babson College’s 
Horn Library’ in Wellesley. 

Key to making the most of time 
spent in the library” is tapping the 
knowledge and expertise of the 
reference librarian. These people are 
familiar with resources job seekers 
may be unaware of or that are 
unique to that library. 

‘ ‘The best place to start is by 
asking a librarian for help and we can 
point them in the right direction, ’ ’ 
said Beverly Hurney, a reference 


librarian at the spacious new Newton 
Public Library. 

Librarians like Nilsson even 
throw in a little free career 
counseling with their advice. Nilsson 
collaborated with Babson’s Office of 
Career Services last year to produce 
a Career Resources Guide now 
available in the library. The guide 
includes job hunting tips as well as a 
bibliography. Nilsson also speaks 
frequently on library resources to 
area job search support groups. 

While both the guide and the 
library are geared to students, they 
are useful to anyone looking for a 
job. Nilsson cautioned, however, 
that the computers are heavily used 
by students from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
during the week. Reference

have lots of wonderful sources, but 
so do the local libraries,” she said. 

Hut business libraries like Babson 
can help when job seekers hit a dead 
end at the public library. One 
resource at the Babson library not 
usually found at public libraries is a 
computerized business periodicals 
index. Nilsson said it lists 
significantly more publications than 
the basic InfoTrac Reader’s Guide to 
Periodical Literature. 

Resources can also vary from one 
public library^ to the next. 

“When you’re using multiple 
libraries, keep track of what you 
have consulted because there are 
different InfoTrac files. Note which 
<<ne you used,” said Nilsson. 

She suggests using different 
resources for each phase of a job 
search. For general information 
about a field, job seekers should look 
to the I’.S. Department of Labor’s 
Occupational Outlook Handbook 
found in most public libraries, 
sometimes on reserve. The InfoTrac 
periodicals index and the library 
catalog also list articles and books on 
specific industries. In the library 
catalog, for example, a job seeker

could look up “Accountants — 
vocational guidance. 

Then, to draft a list of target 
companies and contact names, she 
directs job seekers to directories like 
Standard & Poor’s Register, Dunn 
& Bradstreet’s Million Dollar 
Director}’ and Thomas’ Register. 
Also ask the reference librarian 
about Massachusetts and New 
England directories, industry 
directories and the Encyclopedia of 
Business Information Sources. 

There are even source books for 
directories. One is the Guide to 
American Directories and another is 
Directories in Print. 

Books and articles that rank 
companies are also helpful. Ward’s 


Business I )irectory ranks companies 
as do several newspapers and 
magazines. To find those sources, 
consult InfoTrac, looking up the 
industry’ and subheadings for 
“directories,” “market share,” and 
“ratings.” 

To prepare for a first interview, 
Nilsson said candidates can look up 
the company in the directories to 
collect basic information on its size, 
location, products or services, 
ownership, profitability and whether 
it is a parent, subsidiary’ or nonprofit. 

Financial information on public 
companies is easy to find in several 
sources, including Moody’s Manuals, 
Hoover’s Handbook, annual reports 
and 10-K forms filed with the 




Securities and Exchange 
Commission. A quick check of 
InfoTrac and indexes for the Boston 
Globe and New York Times for news 
stories can also turn up important 
information. 

This process is trickier when 
looking for information about private 
companies, which are not required to 
report financial data. Start with 
recruiting and public relations 
literature, directories and yearbooks 
and then check InfoTrac and the 
other indexes for news items. Still, 
these sources are unlikely to turn up 
much about secretive companies. 

“You have to be a detective, ’ ’ 
said Nilsson.

Sales and starts 


Figures still up for new homes, but experts predict a drop 


T he number of new homes 
built in Massachusetts in¬ 
creased by 60 percent in 
March from a year ago, 
dropped by half that number 
from April 1991 to April of 
this year, and will continue to fall, the 
head of the builders association here 
says. 

Figures released this week show 
sales (not starts) of new homes actual¬ 
ly increased by 1.9 percent in the 
northeast from March to April, but the 
actual number of homes built in Massa¬ 
chusetts has dropped, said Garen 
Bresnick, executive vice president of 
the Massachusetts Homebuilders As¬ 
sociation.

Sales of new homes increased by a 
dramatic 22.5 percent in the Western 
part of the country from March to 
April, but dropped in the South and 
Midwest. 


The Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board (GBREB), which covers 54 
communities in the Boston area, re¬ 
leased figures which show sales of sin¬ 
gle-family homes increased 22.4 per¬ 
cent from March to April, according to 
Colleen Rubin, a spokesperson for the 
board. (The board does not break 
down sales figures for new and old 
homes). Figures also show a price in¬ 
crease of 5.6 percent, from an average 
of $198,890 in March to $210,148 in 
April, Rubin said. 

Rubin said sales of homes in this 
area are generally ahead of the aver¬ 
age. 

However, in the last three or four 


years, this region fell way behind the 
national average in new building, said 
Bresnick. His organization represents 
2,000 residential contracting compa¬ 
nies across the state, and is the largest 
residential contracting association in 
the commonwealth. This year, it’s 
running way ahead. 

In fact, while most of the region 
showed a decline in the last few 
months, sales in this area were up, 
said Rubin of GBREB. In April, there 
were 885 sales in the area, with an av¬ 
erage price of $210,148. A year ago, 
there were 762 sales at an average 
price of $210,867, she said, a jump of 
16 percent from April 1991 to April 
1992. The increase in sales from 
March 1991 to March of this year was 
30.7 percent. 

Those figures are based on the 
Multiple Listing Service, which com¬ 
prises 87 communities and about 50 
percent of homes on the market. The 
figures focused on the 54 communities 
of the Greater Boston Board. 

As of May 26, sales for the year 


are up 14 percent from the same time 
period in 1991, she said. 

The dramatic increase in building in 
March - a 60 percent increase over 
last year - was most likely inflated by 
developers building models in an effort 
to sell off new homes, Bresnick said. 
The 30 percent increase in building 
from April of last year to this year is 
partly a result of that spotty activity, 
as models are sold off, and is a more 
realistic figure of activity, Bresnick 
said. The real proof of the health of the 
market will be in the May and June fig¬ 
ures, he said. 

Throughout the state, a total of 
2,629 homes sold in April, compared 
to 2,062 in April 1991, an increase of 
27.5 percent, according to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Association of Realtors 
(MAR). Those figures are based on 
the Multiple Listing Service, which 
comprises about 50 percent of the 
homes for sale in the state. 

Although that figure represents 
both old and new homes, it nearly 
matches the 30 percent increase in

Boston area, between March and April 
of this year. 

Sales of condominiums jumped 50 
percent during the same period, with 
268 sold in April 1991 and 403 sold in 
April of this year, according to the 
MAR. Prices also increased slightly, 
said MAR President Steven Collins, 
edging up about three percent for sin 
gle-family homes and two percent for 
condominiums. Any increase in prices, 
which had been dropping, hadn’t been 
expected for several months. 

“That’s very encouraging," Collins 
said. “We’ve suspected that prices 
had pretty much stabilized. It appears 
they have hit bottom and have started 
on the way up. 

“In March, the pace of new single 
family construction in Massachusetts 
was 979 units, which was a 61 percent 
improvement over March 1991," 
Bresnick said. “Now. with the April 
figures hotly in hand, there were 1.123 
new homes built in April, which is only 
30 percent better than April of 1991, 
when 862 new homes were built. 

“During the early part of this year, 
in the first quarter, we saw virtually 
every active builder go to his bank, 
whoever was financing the subdivision, 
and say something on the line of ’if you 
want me to sell out the development. 1 
want a loan for construction for a mod¬ 
el home,’ ’’ Bresnick said. “If even- 
builder did that, it drives the permit 
figures up. That, 1 think, artificially in¬ 
flated the production figures for the 
first quarter, because every bank 
wants its mortgage paid back and is 
willing to advance SI 50,000 of 
$200,000 to market a house.'' 

The models are now- in. are selling 
and “now we’r* seeing replacements 
for the models as they sell off,” he 
said. “The builders then get another 
loan, or sell lots, and get other per¬ 
mits." However, all those homes have 
probabl) been ordered, as a result of 
looking at the models, he said. 

“Now-, we’ll see the real market, 
because builders will be unable to get 
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additional speculative loans,” he said. 
“They’re now in the process of selling 
the models themselves or taking or¬ 
ders on lots. It’s (number of permits 
pulled) slower by half than March. The 
market that is presenting itself is about 
a 30 percent improvement (over last 
year) which is a lot more realistic num¬ 
ber," he said. 

Additionally, he said, building is 
very spotty. “Certain builders in cer¬ 
tain settings or some builders in some 
communities are doing really well and 
others are doing virtually nothing,” he 
said. 

“That’s all very positive so far, but 
it’s a little tenuous,” Bresnick said. 
“We started at such a low level, that 
the relative hard number of new units 
compared to last year is only an in¬ 
crease of about 1,100. Compared to 
last year, that’s only three units per 
community. That’s no boom. Things 
are getting better, but no one’s getting 
rich yet,” he said. 

“The big tale will be told as the 
May figures and eventually the June 
figures come out to see if the 30 per¬ 
cent improvement is just a blip or 
there are enough buyers out there," 
he said. “We may go to a 25 percent 
improvement (from last year), and ev¬ 
eryone would like to see it improve 
quickly, but we’ve all predicted a fairly 
slow recovery-. As it settles back from 
60 to 30 percent and probably into the 
20’s, to a point which can sustain a 
number at all, that will tell us if the in¬ 
dustry- is getting better or getting less 
sick less fast." 

New figures in May and June will be 
more reflective of what the demand 
really is, he said. 

Bresnick said there will be further 
settling in the market, but hopes the 
industry can maintain a 20 to 30 per¬ 
cent improvement over last year, “in¬ 
dicating to the industry- that, indeed, 
we’ve started the road to recovery." 

The probable reason for the April 
surge in building on the west coast is

the result of one thing Massachusetts 
doesn’t have: jobs, Bresnick said. 

“One thing that a lot of other re¬ 
gions have going for them is they are 
maintaining or somewhat improving 
their job base," he said. “That’s a vi¬ 
tal prerequisite to any strength in the 
housing industry-. People there are not 
afraid of being laid off and are moving 
into the area to fill jobs. We still have 
dark clouds on the horizon as far as 
jobs go. We’re draining what would be 
the life in a spring market. If a major 
employer decided to stick it out and 
announces that to all the personnel, 
the employees will buy a house in the 
neighborhood. But that’s not happen¬ 
ing.” 

“I think the residential sector of 
the real estate industry has done as 
much as it can to lead us out of the re¬ 
cession," said GBREB President Ron¬ 
ald Dion. “I think it’s also the consen¬ 
sus, and I agree, that on the basis of 
everything we’re seeing, this recovery 
is going to be a slow one. 


“I’m concerned about federal poli¬ 
cies, though, not only interest rates, 
but the money supply. The Fed has to 
be sensitive to the recovery," Dion 
said. "The figures for the recovery 
are not as dramatic as they were after 
the recession in 1981-1982. We do not 
have the huge increase we have seen 
in the past coming out of recessions. 
Especially in this region, where we 
have suffered so badly, we have to be 
cautious and manage the recovery so 
we don’t go to the other side (as in the 
late 80’s).’’ 


This recovery-, Dion said, “is very- 
fragile. It’s not robust. It’s good and 
everything is trending up, but not in 
the magnitude of the past. I think 
we’re in a little bit of uncharted terri¬ 
tory. My own personal view is that 
residential real estate is doing its part 
and brokers are generally very busy 
right now. Throughout the rest of the 
year, it will depend on the rest of the 
sector to push it over the top.

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Auto spectacular set for this weekend 

Dealers work together to help consumers at semi-annual auto show

I t hasn't been documented as of¬ 
ten as the yearly return of the 
swallows to Capistrano, but the 
semi-annual procession of human¬ 
kind to a site on Route 9 in Fram¬ 
ingham definitely indicates a pat¬ 
tern. 

Scientists are studying the move¬ 
ments, which occur in the late fall and 
spring, just before summer. All signs 
indicate the behavior can be observed 
this Saturday, June 13, from 10 a.m. to 
5 p.m., and Sunday, June 14, from 
noon to 5 p.m. at Shoppers World, 
Framingham. 

The actions observed include the 
tendency of men and women - often 
whole families - to drive their vehicles 
to Shoppers World, park, walk around, 
peer into cars and trucks, get into 
these machines, and, at times, drive 
them away. 

Researchers are not sure if the be¬ 
havior is instinctive or learned, but the 
activity at the Auto Show and Sales 
Challenges, sponsored by the Middle¬ 
sex News and MetroWest AutoWorld 
Dealers Association, is definitely worth 
studying. 

It is probably instinct that encour¬ 
ages humans to pop the hood on a ve¬ 
hicle and examine the engine carefully, 
because, the scientists say, most ha¬ 
ven’t a clue to what they’re looking at. 

The desire to sit in a new vehicle 
and smell its new-vehicle-smell is 
probably a learned behavior, they say. 

There is no doubt the hot dogs, 
popcorn, pretzels and Pepsi, available 
for a requested - not mandatory - 25- 
cent donation to the South Middlesex 
Association for Retarded Citizens in 
Framingham, fulfill a need, as do the 
free balloons, moon walk and pony 
rides. 

But all research indicates that peo¬ 
ple who drive must look at, touch, 
smell and drive a new vehicle several 
times in a lifetime, or feel a certain 
emptiness. 

Yet the most likely reason people 
travel from around the area to the 
shows and sales is due to perhaps the 
most basic human instinct of all: the 
need to buy at the lowest price possi¬ 
ble. 

That is exactly the purpose of the 
Fourth Annual Auto Show and Sales 
Challenge this weekend: to fill that ba¬ 
sic need, and make it as enjoyable as 
possible, said Jerry Chase Jr., general 
manager of Framingham Ford. 

“It’s a carnival-like atmosphere, 
and every year, it’s gathering momen¬ 
tum,” Chase said. “It really is easy to 
comparative shop at the show. I would 
like to say, ‘come in and buy a Ford 
today,' but if people don't know what 
they’re getting, how do they know if 
they’re getting a good price? This 
way, they can make an educated deci¬ 
sion.” 

Prizes, including gift certificates for 
restaurants and car cleaning, will be 
given away throughout the two-day 
show. The dealership that sells the 
most cars will be awarded a trophy. 


All of the eight dealerships - Fram¬ 
ingham Ford, Natick Ford/Dodge, 
Long Pontiac/Cadillac/GMC Truck. 
Brigham Gill, Herb Connolly Buick, 
Framingham Chry¬ 

sler/Plymouth/Metro-West Oldsmo- 
bile, Bay State Lincoln Mercury and 
Jim Carney’s Automall - will be offer¬ 
ing the best deals possible, with re¬ 
bates and incentives. In addition, said 
Chase, the dealers also are working 
together to give back to the communi¬ 
ty. 

The eight dealers participating in 
the show, in addition to Midway Auto 
Center, Saturn of Natick and Farrell 
Volvo, have formed the MetroWest 
AutoWorld Dealers Association. 


All of the eight deal¬ 
erships - Framingham 
Ford, Natick Ford/Dodge, 
Long Ponti¬ 
ac/Cadillac/GMC Truck, 
Brigham Gill, Herb Con¬ 
nolly Buick, Framingham 
Chrysler/Plymouth/Metro- 
West Oldsmobile, Bay 
State Lincoln Mercury 
and Jim Carney’s 
Automall - will be offer¬ 
ing the best deals possi¬ 
ble, with rebates and in¬ 
centives. 


“We discovered that, statewide, 
there are several automobile dealer as¬ 
sociations, but we realized that we had 
some of the oldest and most estab¬ 
lished dealers on and around Route 
9,” Chase said. “And they are all in¬ 
volved with charitable organizations. ’ ’ 
The dealerships are involved with 
everything from the Boy Scouts to the 
Cancer Society, he said, and individual¬ 
ly, they receive a great deal of recog¬ 
nition. “But we didn’t get the energy 
of working together on all these differ¬ 
ent things, and we want to give back 
to the community a lot of the things 
the community gives to us. ’ ’ 

A variety of charities have benefit¬ 
ed from the auto show and sales chal¬ 
lenge in the past. This time, the South 
Middlesex Association for Retarded 
Citizens will receive any donations 
made to the food concessions. 

“We’re not just doing this for our¬ 
selves,” Chase said. “It’s not meant 
to be a money-making pioposition. We 
want to be able to give to some worth¬ 
while cause.” 

In addition. Chase said, the dealers’ 
association is hoping to work with con¬ 
sumers to help them with any prob¬ 
lems with their vehicles. 

“We’re in the process of initiating a 
set of standards, so that ii someone 
buys a car and has a problem he or she 
can't resolve, the other dealers can 


get involved and assist them,” he said. 
"Salesmen also will be trained in a cer¬ 
tain manner. We want to learn from 
each other and make ourselves better 
business people. And finally,” Chase 
said, “the association will do some ad¬ 
vertising, to make consumers aware 
that in greater Framingham, you can 
hit every kind of vehicle make and 
model franchise and not drive else¬ 
where. We are good, old, established 
dealerships and consumers don’t have 
to worry that we’ll be gone tomor¬ 
row.” 

That is another reason consumers 
flock to the auto show, said Julian Har¬ 
graves, general manager of Long Pon¬ 
tiac/Cadillac/GMC Trucks. 

“People all come to expect rebates 
and incentives,” Hargraves said. 
“That's not what they come for. 
They’re looking for stability in a deal¬ 
ership. They want to make sure the 
dealership is going to be there to ser¬ 
vice what it sells.” Longs has been in 
business for more than 75 years. 

Of course, Hargraves said, there is 
an inherent desire to look at new cars, 
“and at a challenge like this, they will 
get a great deal. We’ve moved all 
those cars over there. We don’t want 
to move them all back. We’d rather 
sell them and deliver them. ’ ’ 

In addition to price and the deal¬ 
ership itself, decisions about car buy¬ 
ing today are based largely on safety 
features, the dealers said. 

“Anti-lock brakes, air bags and 
unibody construction are all important 
to consumers,” said Richard Gill, own¬ 
er/general manager of Brigham Gill 
Jeep, Pontiac, Jeep Eagle and Suzuki. 
“Quite a few of the new models have 
various safety features they haven’t 
had in the past.” 

The newest model - the Jeep Grand 
Cherokee - is already a best seller, Gill 
said, due to the safety features and the 
new design. "It’s completely rede¬ 
signed from the ground up, to ride a 
lot more like a car than a traditional 
sport utility,” he said. 

“The draw to all vehicles today are 
the safety features,” agreed Har¬ 
graves. “That’s the biggest thing: air¬ 
bags, anti-lock brakes, traction con¬ 
trol, five-mile-an-hour bumpers. Peo¬ 
ple are much more interested in those 
kinds of presentations by a salesmen. ’ ’ 

The all-new Bonneville comes with 
an air bag on the driver’s side. Most of 
the other vehicles in the Long lineup 
have anti-lock brakes as standard 
equipment, he said. 

The Pontiac Grand Am, which also 
has been restyled, is one of the most 
popular cars, Hargraves said. “It’s be¬ 
come a winner and is very price com¬ 
petitive with foreign cars.”

The new line of Buicks has also 
been well received by both the press 
and consumers, said Don Cregg, gen¬ 
eral manager of Herb Connolly Buick. 

“We have great products this year, 
many of which have been rated num¬ 
ber one in their class by Consumers 
Digest,” he said. Those vehicles in¬ 
clude the LeSabre, the Park Avenue 
and the Roadmaster, he said. 

“The quality is there, and the car, 
depending on which model you’re talk¬ 
ing about, has many of the safety fea¬ 
tures, from anti-lock brakes to air 
bags. The frequency repair record of 
the line is one of the best in the indus¬ 
try,” he said. “Buick in general is na¬ 
tionally fifth in overall sales of domestic 
and import cars,” Cregg said. 

If price is a huge consideration, and 
it often is for many, then the Hyundai 
is the best value, said Dan Bortolussi, 
general manager of Jim Carney’s 
Automall, which also sells Toyotas, 
Chevys, Geos and Chevy Trucks. 

The Hyundai Excel costs between 
$5,000 and $6,000 and comes with a 
two-year, 24,000-mile maintenance 
program, he said. “You pay for abso¬ 
lutely nothing except for gas for the 
first two years. It’s a great car to buy 
brand new. And if you’re looking for a 
second car, it’s better than buying a 
used car.” 

The best selling car at the deal¬ 
ership, however, is currently the best¬ 
selling car in the country - the Toyota 
Camry, Bortolussi said. In addition to 
the safety features, which include anti¬ 
lock brakes and air bags, “the design 
and drivability of the car draw people 
to it,” he said. “I think it’s one of the 
nicest cars you can drive. ’’ 

The dealership will have a good 
representation of its truck line, includ¬ 
ing the Chevy C series trucks, which 
were rated the most trouble-free truck 
built, Bortolussi said. 

Also available for a look and a drive 
is the four-door Chevy Blazer, which is 
“becoming very’ popular as family 
transportation, on and off the road,” 
he said. 

And, if price is no object, the Cor¬ 
vette ZR1 is probably the best bet. 
Bortolussi said. At a cost of $60,000, 
the Corvette can travel at speeds up to 
180 miles an hour. Although the car 
will be available for test drives, Route 
9 is not a great testing ground for 
speed, Bortolussi said. The ZR1 is the 
fastest domestic production car built in 
America in 1992, he added. 

Another hot car is the Dodge

Stone Zoo opens to public

The recent rebirth of the Stone 
Zoo has supporters hoping the 
public will come forward to lend 
a hand to keep it open. 

“It is up to the public, now' to 
come forward to support the 
zoo,” says Bee Russo of the 
Friends of the Stone Zoo. She 
suggests people can do that by 
"volunteering time, services or 
what they do best." 

Governor William Weld offered 
his congratulations to the many 
who saw the fruits of their hard 
work and dedication during the 
reopening ceremonies on June 13. 
In November of 1990 the Stone 
Zoo closed after nearly 85 years 
of operation. 

State Representative Paul 
Casey officially opened the cere¬ 
mony. In his opening remarks he 
said that it could not have hap 
pened without the combined 
efforts of many people 

Many local legislators have 
worked toward the reopening of 
the zoo. Casey and other legisla 
tors worked in both the house and 
senate to help pass a bill, which in 
essence "privatized the Bay 
State Zoological System," said 


Janet Constantakes of the Com¬ 
monwealth Zoological Corpora¬ 
tion. Governor Weld supported 
this measure by signing into law 
a bill creating the Common¬ 
wealth Zoological Corporation 
(CZC). 

"The corporation consisted of 
an ll-member board of directors, 
with the charge of operating and 
managing the zoos in Massa¬ 
chusetts," said Constantakes. 

"It has not been an easy task," 
said Charles Desmond, chairman 
of the CZC. "We needed a long- 
range plan and to develop finan¬ 
cial backing. More than 9,000 peo¬ 
ple have worked to enhance this 
zoo and the Franklin Park Zoo." 
During the opening ceremony, 
Desmond thanked many people 
for their dedication, including 
Middlesex Country Sheriff John 
McGonigle, Mayor Raymond 
Flynn and Casey. 

"People have been here on 
weekends and holidays We 
have had support from all chan 
nels ... People even bring their 
friends to help in the effort," said 
Desmond. 

A volunteer group called The 
Friends to Reopen Stone Zoo 
trace their beginnings back to the 
“day the zoo officially closed," 


said volunteer Chris O’Kane. 
They joined forces with the Bos¬ 
ton Zoological Society (BZS) 
headed by Winchester resident 
Richard Bland, Chairman of the 
Society. 

BZS members, zoo staffers, 
and long time supporters met 
every Monday night at the Stone 
Zoo for nearly a year, with the 
primary goals of “raising public 
awareness and getting the zoo 
reopened." said O’Kane. 

The Friends to Reopen Stone 
Zoo, in collaboration with Bland, 
zoo staffers and long-time zoo 
supporters, came with a five- 
year plan to “reopen the zoo” and 
"rebuild it through a well-thought 
out process," said Constantakes. 

"Traditionally, zoos were used 
to show animals to the public. 
The new focus would involve 
being able to teach people about 
animals, their habitats and the 
problems they face." she added. 

"Our hope, said Paul Casey, is 
not to make a spectacle of the 
animals, but to let them live in as 
natural an environment as possi 
ble. Finding the means for 
reopening the Stone Zoo was our 
priority, and now we are turning 
our attention to improving the 
zoo." .. "The process of reopen¬ 


ing the zoo, now, is similar to 
what it went through in its early 
days." 

The approach adopted by Gov¬ 
ernor Weld in reopening the zoo is 
new, in that it is a "symbol of 
entrepreneurial government." 

With the backdrop of an 
"immense state deficit and 
shrinking revenues, it w’as evi¬ 
dent that state government could 
no longer take sole responsibility 
for the funding of Massachusetts’ 
two zoos," said Weld. He went on 
to say Massachusetts needed to 
have a “progressive vision," if 
zoos were to continue. 

Governor Weld actively 
encouraged a “public-private 
partnership that ensures the 
future of the zoos by providing 
the proper tools for self- 
sufficiency." He called for a col¬ 
laborative effort between the 
legislature, communities and the 
public. 

"Change is never easy, but the 
enterpreneurial vision will offer 
the best and only hope for stabili 
ty and success," said Weld. 

Said Weld, "The task of the 
C’ommonwealth Zoological Cor¬ 
poration is to decide how much is

new tax bills

The first quarterly tax bills will be 
mailed to area residents within the 
next two weeks, say town officials. 

Director of Assessments Dan 
McGurl, Treasurer Carol Thomas 
and representatives from the Board 
of Assessors met with the Board of 
Selectmen on June 15 to discuss the 
official inception of the new 
program. 

Although some Selectmen 
expressed support for the program, 
others clearly preferred to withhold 
judgment until the program proves 
itself over time. 

In the works for the past year, the 
new program generates a total of 


four bills a year. Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer said that quarter¬ 
ly billing is expected to improve the 
town’s cash flow. 

In addition to the new quarterly 
billing practice, Winchester has 
signed an agreement with Century 
Bank to participate in a lock box 
system of payments, which should 
affect some cost savings over the life 
of the program, according to 
Maurer. 

This payment method takes the 
Town’s office out of the collection 
process. According to Maurer, the 
bank processes all the payments 
directly. One immediate benefit to 
the lock box system is that it allevi-

A sign for a new donut shop might 
find a place on Main Street if the 
Town and Dunkin’ Donuts can reach 
a compromise. 

Dunkin’ Donuts has filed a suit 
against the Town of Winchester in 
the Massachusetts land court to 
reverse a decision by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals preventing the 
company from building a sign out¬ 
side their business. Town Counsel 
Wade Welch is currently trying to 
work out a compromise with the 
company located at 801 Main Street 
to avoid court proceedings. On Mon¬ 
day Welch met with members of the 
planning board, the owner of Dunkin 
Donuts, Anthony Pesce, and his 
counsel in an executive session to 
discuss a possible compromise. 

Welch said the Town and Dunkin’ 
Donuts were “discussing the possi¬ 
bility of some kind of settlement.” 
Welch said the town was trying to 
avoid costly legal proceedings if pos¬ 
sible because of a tight budget. The 
attorney for Dunkin’ Donuts, Patri¬ 
cia Donaghue, refused comment on 
the situation because it was before 
the courts, saying only that she is 
“trying to work it out with the 
town.” 

The dispute between the Town and 
Dunkin’ Donuts, which opened on 
February 20, over the construction 


of a sign has been contentious. The 
first proposal for a sign on a 12-ft. 
post was rejected by the Zoning 
Board, who requested that Pesce 
come back with a lowered sign and a 
pedestal with landscaping. 

The owner of Dunkin’ Donuts 
came back with a new free-standing 
sign and was told by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals at their March 17 
meeting that a town statute, adopted 
in 1988, would not allow them to have 
any sign within 40-ft of the building. 
The board said members who voted 
were not aware of the statute at the 
earlier meeting. 

Pesce said that his business would 
not succeed without a sign because 
drivers, especially those coming 
from the Woburn town line, could not 
see the shop as they passed. Pesce 
filed a suit within the 20-day period 
in land court. 

“If there is a settlement, I hope it 
will be soon,” said Welch, who added 
he expected the case will have a 
pre-trial hearing late in the summer 
and will be taken up early next fall 
by the courts if a settlement is not 
reached. Welch said that “if settle¬ 
ment where achieved, there would 
be some kind of free standing sign.’’ 

Welch said he will be meeting 
again with Pesce early next week. 
Any out-of-court settlement with 
Dunkin’ Donuts needs the approval 
of the Board of Selectmen.

More cuts 

in nursing home 
services 

A memorai \'um prepared by the 
Senior Citizens’ Law Project, Cam¬ 
bridge and Somerville Legal Ser¬ 
vices Inc., calls attention to two 
matters of much concern to seniors. 
Consumer advocates were instru¬ 
mental in convincing the legislature 
to veto Governor Weld’s proposed 
income cap for nursing home resi¬ 
dents. However, in its continuing 
efforts to "save money," the state is 
proposing two more initiatives 
which will have a drastic impact on 


our most frail and vulnerable 
citizens. 

Draft regulations have been 
issued, effective July 1, which would 
eliminate payments to reserve the 
bed of nursing home residents who 
go to the hospital. Currently such 
payments are made for up to 10 
days, and ensure that a resident will 
be able to return promptly to their 
home in the facility. 

Without such protection, nursing 
homes will discharge residents who 
are admitted to the hospital, and the 
resident will have to wait until the 
first appropriate bed is available to 
re-enter the home. Elders who can 
return to the same home will be 
lucky; others may have to choose 
between languishing in hospital beds 
or being discharged to a new nursing 
home. Residents of nursing homes 
often require hospital treatment. 
The trauma of being bounced from 
place to place cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. The indignity of being 
uprooted from one’s home as if one 
were an object is beyond measure. 

The damage done by eliminating 
bed hold payments will increase if a 
second Weld administration propos¬ 
al is enacted. Recently issued draft 
Medicaid regulations would tighten 
medical admissions criteria for new 
nursing home residents. Under this 
proposal a Medicaid recipient would 
have to be extremely frail and in 
need of assistance with several 
activities of daily living to qualify 
for nursing home care. The new 
medical admissions criteria will 
only apply to new admissions after 
the regulations take effect, and will 
"grandparent" current nursing 
home residents. However, the elimi¬ 
nation of bed hold days will mean 
that every resident admitted to a 
hospital is discharged from the nurs¬ 
ing home and becomes a new admis¬ 
sion upon seeking return. The hospi¬ 
talized resident will have to meet the 
stringent new medical criteria in 
order to re-enter a nursing home. 
Thus long-term nursing home resi¬ 
dents who are hospitalized may find 
themselves barred from returning. 
There is a real fear that elders will 
refuse needed hospital care to pre¬ 
vent loss of their bed or, worse, loss 


of any nursing home care. 

What happens to a very frail elder 
who is denied nursing home care? 
He or she should be eligible for 
community-based care services. 
The problem lies in the scarcity of 
such services and the increasing 
reluctance of community caretakers 
to take on elders with multiple, com¬ 
plex care needs. Very few programs 
exist which can guarantee 24-hour 
coverage for elders in the communi¬ 
ty Those who can offer round-the- 
clock supervision, such as rest 
homes, are increasingly pressured 
to accept more and sicker residents 
with no increase in funding. In fact, 
funding for basic services such as 
homecare has declined in recent 
years. 

The administration must be pres¬ 
sured to withdraw these damaging 
proposals. Direct calls and letters to 
your senators and representatives 
will let them know that this is a 
politically unpopular and harmful 
policy. Ask your senators and rep¬ 
resentatives to voice their concern 
to Administration officials.

The trend of using private sector 
donations to subsidize public prog 
rams is being seized by an expcri 
mental organization to support the 
Winchester school system 

The Winchester Foundation for 
Educational Excellence, incorpor 
ated in December of 1991, was 
created to fund “innovative and 
creative teaching in the schools,” 
said Chairperson Judy King Teach¬ 
ers arc encouraged to apply for 
grants from the foundation to fund 
class projects that are experimental 
and outside the usual curriculum 

The funds will go to experimental 
teaching programs that, King con¬ 
cedes. will never be line items in a 
streamlined school budget. The 
school system has been cut so much 
that there is “no money to do any¬ 
thing outside the traditional class¬ 
room teaching," she said. 

Because of the fund shortage, 
teachers are never allowed to exper 
iment with the learning process to 
make it more exciting, she said 


“We hate to the teachers stifled. 
There is always something you can 
do over and above what a school 
budget can provide ” 

The money from the foundation 
w-ill not go to “buy textbooks or pay 
teacher's salaries.“ King said. She 
said she is afraid that if the founda 
tion uses its funds to that end, offi 
cials may come to rely on the money 
and use it as an excuse to cut the 
school budget. “We do not want to 
see grants for things that were just 
cut out of the budget,” she said 
The $80,000 to $100,000 the founda 
tion hopes to raise is “never going to 
replace the school budget,” but 
“five-hundred dollars in a school 
teacher’s hand could make a signif 
icant difference.” King said. 

Applications for the program have 
been recently passed out to every 
teacher in the system, who have 
until October 1 to submit their ideas. 
The selected teachers, approximate¬ 
ly 50 will be choosen in early Novem¬ 
ber, will receive between $200-$500 to 
implement their special projects 
The foundation will also accept sug 
gestions from school administra¬ 


tors, students, and members of the 
community. 

There is, says King, “a very large 
commitment to make this thing 
work A list of the 11 trustees bears 
this out with its names of influential 
members, such as Superintendent of 
Schools Charles Mitsakos and School 
Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi. 

King described the philosophy of 
subsidizing public institutions with 
public funds as a “growing phe- 
momona across the country.” She 
said several neighboring towns, 
such as Arlington, Belmont, and 
Lexington, have already adopted or 
are implementing similar prog 
rams. 

Despite stories of anger over 
wasteful government spending, 
King said she believes the founda¬ 
tion w ill find the citizens of Winches¬ 
ter generous. “When there’s a spe¬ 
cific cause people can identify with 
they will make the donation, and 
people feel strongly about public 
education,” she said. While budget 
battles seem to dominate the front 
page, this is a "good, positive new’s 


story.” she said. “The teachers are 
enthusiastic.” 

King calls the foundation’s method 
of receiving funds as “fund- 
attracting” rather than fundraising. 
They will appeal primarily to contri¬ 
butions from private citizens, but 
will also explore additional funding 
from Winchester High School alum 
ni, major corporations, and regional 
and national foundations. The found¬ 
ation has already received some 
money from memorial funds. She 
said the foundation is committed to 
raising at least $50,000 by 
November 

A peer review group, composed 
primarily of teachers, will assist in 
reviewing applications and will 
make their recommendations to the 
trustees, who will make the final 
choice in awarding the grants. The 
trustees will then go to the School 
Committee for approval, which 
must be done with any donation 
given to the school system. 

In addition to King, Mitsakos, and 
Lombardi, the other foundation trus¬ 
tees are. Michael Manzo, vice chair¬ 
man, Paul Rahmeier, secretary, 


Shawn Smith, treasurer, Robert 
Drummond, William Galatis, Elaine 
Kuttner. Bruce Stevens, and Jack 
Wallworle.

rescues school budget from the red

A bailout from the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and some juggling of num¬ 
bers have allowed the school admi¬ 
nistration to balance the books as 
the fiscal year draws to a close. 

On June 15, the Finance Commit¬ 
tee reversed an earlier decision and 
granted the School Committee 
$71,000 it had requested to cover a 
Fiscal Year 1992 deficit caused by 
unforeseen expenses. The funding, 
which w’ill come from the town’s 
reserve fund, was approved by a 10-4 
vote. 

The School Committee decided to 
request the funds a week ago but 
were turned down initially on a 7-6 
vote by the Finance Committee. The 
Finance Committee instead agreed 
to give $76,238 to the School Commit¬ 
tee as part of a $95,000 settlement on 
a sex discrimination suit. The School 
Committee had planned to find the 
money for a settlement in next 
year’s budget. 

Former Assistant Principal Karen 
Baker sued the Winchester School 
Committee back in 1987 when she 
was denied tenure by a 6-0 vote. She 
is now the principal at Salem High 
School. 


After notification from the school 
administration that they could not 
balance this year’s shortage, caused 
in large part by out of town special 
education tuition and pay for substi 
tutes for long-term disability cases, 
the Finance Committee reconsid¬ 
ered their rejection and gave the 
administration $71,000 to cover the 
shortfall. The vote to reconsider was 
14-0. 

School Committee Chairman 
Mark Lombardi said the decision to 
reconsider was crucial to the finan 
cial stability of the schools. “We had 
some significant difficulties that had 
to be dealt with quickly,” he said. 

With reserves transfered from 
payment of the legal settlement to 
this year’s shortage, the administra 
tion had to scramble to solve the 
$95,000 shortfall, which will be taken 
out of the Fiscal Year 1993. 

At the School Committee meeting 
Tuesday, the administration reve¬ 
aled its plan for recovering the 
shortfall: $13,120 will be taken from 
personnel services ; $2,500 will come 
from the dues of joining the Massa 
chusetts School Committee Associa¬ 
tion, which the committee has voted 
to withdraw from; $2,500 will come 
from educational supplies; $15,000

In another cost-saving measure, 
the School Committee voted to 
increase transportation fees for stu¬ 
dent athletes from $35 to $45. “I don’t 
particularly like the notion ... but 
this is a difficult budget time,” said 
School Committee member James 
Evans. 


School Committee member Jeri- 
lyn Heinold, who moved the motion, 
Evans, and Constance Makhoul sup¬ 
ported the motion. Edward 
O’Connell and Lombardi opposed it. 
The vote requires a $45 fee for each 
sport played, except in cases of 
financial hardship. 

Redistricting 

The administration offered an 
update on enrollment projections 
under the redistrictng plan adopted 
by the School Committee on June 2. 

The administration estimated 
there would be 235 students at 
Ambrose, 372 at Lincoln, 252 at 
Lynch, 308 at Muraco, and 205 at 
Vinson Owen next fall. Open enroll¬ 


ment, among other factors, could 
change those numbers. 

As in the past, there was some 
concern over the number of students 
in the schools and in individual clas¬ 
ses, but the debate was more sub¬ 
dued than in past meeting. 

The Lincoln number, which has 
increased in the last two projections, 
has come under question because 
Lincoln’s problem with overcrowd¬ 
ing was a major issue in the redis¬ 
tricting study. 

“Lincoln is starting to creep up in 
numbers ...I sense a pattern here,’’ 
said Lincoln parent Phyllis Murphy. 

There was also a concern over 


large class sizes at Muraco, which 
will have a significant increase 
under the redistricting plan in the 
number of students who require spe¬ 
cial assistance. 

“I refuse to let the Lynch problem 
become a Muraco problem,’’ Lom¬ 
bardi said, referring to the issues 
that were presented by Lynch 
parents over the last year. 

To ease the problems at Muraco, 
the committee voted to transfer a 
teacher from the third grade at 
Ambrose to the fourth grade at Mur¬ 
aco. Lombardi, O’Connell, Makhoul, 
and Heinold supported the transfer 
while Evans opposed it.

“It started as a small group of the 
individuals on Winchester Hospital’s 
board of directors who were Woburn 
residents,” says Mark Kostegan, 
vice president of fund development 
for the hospital, explaining the gene¬ 
sis of the Woburn Advisory Group. 

“We wanted to get a sense of how 
— or if — the Woburn community 
perceived its impact on Winchester 
Hospital, since more patients come 
to us from Woburn than any other 
community we serve,” he points out. 

When a feasibility study revealed 
that Woburn residents were not 
aware of the impact they had on the 
hospital, the advisory group was 
expanded to include more Woburn 
residents. Today, the group is made 
up of 10 active members who repre¬ 
sent Woburn business, educational, 
civic and professional interests and 
who, in turn, represent Winchester 
Hospital to the Woburn community. 

The Woburn Advisory Group

Miss Constance Trickett, the 
Grande Dame of Winchester High 
School, is taking her final bows, and 
her exit is as graceful as her 
entrance 38 years ago. She is going 
out as she came in: actress, teacher, 
dreamer, counselor. She has played 
her many roles here, both starring 
and supporting, with panache. To 
each of them she has brought her 
gifts of wit, words, grace and virtue. 
We shall miss her. 

As an undergraduate drama 
major at Syracuse University, Con¬ 
nie became a kind of “celebrity on 
campus,” winning prizes for public 
speaking, performing in radio plays, 
and in drama productions. An 
actress was all she wanted to be. She 
was certain she was destined for the 
stage. It was not in the theatre, 
though, but in an English classroom 
where Connie made her debut after 
college, and it was T.S. Eliot who 
made the shift seem right. She was 
reading aloud to her class from “Ash 
Wednesday,” when she realized that 
she had her audience in the palm of 
her hand, and all at once she felt the 
power of the teacher, and of the 
words: 

“Because I cannot hope to turn 
again 

Consequently I rejoice 

having to construct something 

Upon which to rejoice.” 

Connie has always been able “to 
construct something upon which to 
rejoice” because she is a dreamer, 
who lives a great part of her life in 
her head, away from the dreary 
mundane. And anyone who is with 
her comes under this spell. A former 
colleague once said, “Whenever I've 
hung up the phone after arranging a 
meeting with Connie, I have the 
feeling I’ve just agreed to meet her 
for tea.” 

It was 1954 when Connie came to 
Winchester to teach English, came 
back to her parents’ lovely brick 
Colonial revival home. She lived 
there until her father retired in 1976, 
when she bought an 18th century 
home in Lynnfield. It was next to a 
17th century tavern her brother had 
restored and was living in with his 
wife and daughters, Connie’s four 
much-loved nieces. 

Two years after coming to 
Winchester, Connie began a lifelong 
association with The Experiment in 
International Living. She took stu¬ 
dent groups to Finland, Holland, 


Poland, Denmark, Norway, Italy, 
Switzerland, and Japar, staying 
with families in each country. In 
1987 she did an exchange to Ply¬ 
mouth, England with W H S. 
Juniors “Wherever I went I loved 
my host family," she says. She still 
keeps in close touch with her fami¬ 
lies all over the world. 

But it was England that captured 
her soul. England became her sec¬ 
ond home, her triends there her 
second family. One year, on leave of 
absence from W.H.S., she was 
offered a permanent position at the 
American School in London. Not 
wishing to become an expatriate, 
preferring to have her England in 
the summers, she turned the offer 
down. Ever since, England has been 
over there beckoning to Connie. As a 
colleague suggested, perhaps her 
romantic nature needed that dis¬ 
tance. Perhaps that is why she chose 
not to make her home there. 

In any case, Connie was in love 
with England, became our resident 
Anglophile, and “this has become a 
driving passion in her life," says 
Lorin Mahoney. “She loves every¬ 
thing about Great Britain, the litera¬ 
ture, the flowers, the gardens, the 
history, the weather, and the peo¬ 
ple.” Lorin, on a trip to Wales once 
with a friend, phoned Connie, who, 
true to her spirit of adventure, 
joined them, pitching right in and 
roughing it for seven or eight days, 
sometimes sleeping on floors. “She 
was incredible,” he says. 

With England came a new role for 
Connie at Winchester High School, 
that of travel director. Says Bill 
O’Connor, “No one who knows Con¬ 
nie travels to England without first 
consulting with her.” He recalls 
being in her office one day, remark¬ 
ing on a pictorial map of a village 
near Blenheim Palace. She engaged 
him in stories and reminiscences of 
a palace, a duke, a tea house, a 
delightful bed-and-breakfast. Years 
later, driving with his wife from 
London to Oxford, Bill remembered 
the village of Woodstock, drove to it, 
and recognized everything Connie 
had told him about it. 

Connie helped ESL Tutor Dottie 
Casco plan a literary tour of Eng¬ 
land, meeting Dottie and her hus¬ 
band in the shadow of Churchill’s 
ancestral home at an inn called 
“The Bear” — one of the oldest inns 
in England, across the street from 
where Chaucer was a glovemaker. 


Tom Budrewicz tells of arriving at 
Heathrow Airport and being met. to 
his surprise, by Connie. 

Connie loves to tell about an even¬ 
ing in Wales, when the Dylan Tho¬ 
mas Society, performing “Under 
Milkwood” at the Edinburgh Festi¬ 
val, came to her host family’s home 
in Swansea and performed for Con¬ 
nie and her group. “It had rained 
buckets, so the fireplace was glow¬ 
ing, and we were all gathered 
around, entranced,” she recalls. 
This was a dream come true for an 
actress, a Dylan Thomas devotee, 
an English teacher who would never 
forget this evening: “The night 
above the dingle starry, when Time 
let me hail and climb." 

After five years in the W.H.S. 
English department, Connie 
enrolled in a master’s degree prog¬ 
ram at Harvard. “I was doing as 
much counseling as an English 
teacher as I did teaching,” she 
explains, “so I decided to get my 
master’s in counseling.” She did 
that and since 1960 has been a gui¬ 
dance counselor at Winchester High 
School. 

Her counseling skills are excel¬ 
lent, say colleagues. She is very 
observant, terribly perceptive about 
kids, good at picking up nuances. 
She has the ability to get to the heart 
of an issue and then articulate it to 
the student, always with respect and 
understanding. “She’s from the old 
school, the natural school, of 
counseling,” says Director of Gui¬ 
dance Tony DiBiase. “She has her 
own peresonal special approach. It’s 
not a clinical approach. She plays it 
from the heart, gets involved with 
the whole family.” She has driven 
students to job interviews, college 
interviews, and has even testified in 
court. She uses literature to engage 
some students, and her travel exper¬ 
ience and knowledge of foreign cus¬ 
toms to engage others. And Connie 
keeps in touch with her former stu¬ 
dents. They write to her, phone her, 
come back to see her. She goes to 
their homes, their college gradua¬ 
tions, their weddings. 

“She is a beautiful writer,” says 
Guidance secretary Janet Bur- 
chard. “I absolutely adore typing 
her recommendations. I see a stu¬ 
dent come around here for four 
years, and I think I know him. Then I 
read the college recommendation 
Connie has written for him, and 
suddenly I see him for the first time

because Connie has got right to the 
heart and soul of this kid." DiBiase 
agrees: Her college recommenda 
tions are legendary,” he says. 
“She’s a writer. You wouldn’t 
believe her postcards. Her postcards 
could be turned into novellas.” 

Says colleague Kay Tif¬ 
fany,“Connie is very bright, very 
astute. I always loved going to con¬ 
ferences with her. She was excited 
by ideas, asking questions that 
would lead discussions to a higher 
level intellectually. She has been a 
catalyst for people who work with 
her.” 

In addition to being a counselor to 
students, Connie has been the unoffi¬ 
cial staff counselor. She has friends 
all over the building. How much she 
knows about everyone one the staff 
— teachers, custodians, cafeteria 
workers, administrators — no one 
knows but many have words of 
praise: “She is respected as a 
trusted confidante” “She will go out 
of her way to help people " “She is 
always frank and forthright. She has 
a way of saying something unpleas¬ 
ant in a way that’s not insulting.” 
“She takes the time to listen.” “She 
is kind, genuine, wonderfully 
expressive.” Principal John Ritchie 
says, “Connie has been friend, 
counselor, and advisor to me. She 
has given me personal and profes¬ 
sional support. I’ll really miss her.” 

Connie has also been our resident 
story-teller. She captivates a listen¬ 
er with stories of her travels, her 
adventures, her family, and her 
observations, and then says, appre¬ 
ciatively but unnecessarily, “You’re 
so nice to listen to me.” She is 
famous for her quick wit, repartee, 
quips about people and situations 
And few are better at telling a joke 
than Connie. She is known for her 
slightly risque jokes that she says 
she gets from her hairdresser. She 
can tell a joke on herself, and she 
can laugh at herself. People are 
always teasing her aboLt leaving her 
wallet all over the school, losing her 
keys, leaving her expensive soap in 
the bathroom, her dinosaur cars, 
shoe sales at Lord and Taylor’s, her 
expensive tastes, and her passion for 
chocolate and English movies. 

Connie has been for us a perserver 
of high standards. One of her early 
memories is sitting beside her 
mother in the Episcopal Church, 
listening to Reverend Hand read 
from the Book of Common Prayer: 


“Teach me, 0 Lord, the way of thy 
statutes, and I shall keep them unto 
the end ” She loved both the words 
and the thoughts, and has held her 
self to the highest standards in both 
regards She is an avid reader, a 
lover of classical music, of art 
museums, of ritual. “Education 
she lives it,” a colleague says “We 
are losing another person connected 
to the best qualities and traditions of 
education It is a great loss ” 

And finally, Connie has been our 
chronicler. She is our last link to the 
history of the Winchester school sys¬ 
tem. She values the continuity of 
tradition of the educational estab¬ 
lishment, sees it as a continuum, a 
progression She has enriched all of 
us who have come later by sharing 
the history of the community, the 
school, the town. “She gives us a 
sense that the system came from 
someplace and is going someplace. ” 
says Principal John Ritchie “She 
provides a historical context that 
makes our work more meaningful." 

Connie looks back most fondly on 
her early days in Winchester. Those 
were the days when 80 percent of the 
families had children in school, 
when there was a sense of unity 
among faculty, parents and admini 
strators. when high standards were 
upheld by all, when gracious living 
prevailed. Those were the days 
when parents had dessert parties for 
faculty before plays and dinner par 
ties for chaperones before dances, 
and teachers had “marvelous Fri¬ 
day afternoon tea parties." where 
they talked about kids, literature, 
and school. 

When Connie left her position as a 
young English teacher in Gorham. 
Maine 38 years ago to come to 
Winchester, the principal's wife, Eli¬ 
zabeth Massie Rourke, wrote a 
poem for her These lines from that 
poem, prophetic then, seem fitting 
now: 

“Surely as all Maternal bring to 
birth 

Part of themselves, amazed, 
sparks from the flame. 

These lads and maids who do not 
bear your name, 

Are kindled from you and your 
constant worth. 

Wander, Free Spirit, up and down 
the earth: 

Your children proudly go to win 
acclaim.”

Writing acts as a bridge 


History 
a trolley

One aspect of Town Day that 
seems to be getting more popular 
every year is the trolley tour 
sponsored by Winchester Savings 
Bank and the Winchester Histori¬ 
cal Society. 

Despite changeable weather 
the lines under the overpass were 
long and enthusiastic as Winches¬ 
ter folk waited for a seat on the 
Beantown Trolley bus expertly 
manned by John Reid — a 
Winchester resident himself. 

Those enjoying the “Richard¬ 
son’s Row” tour through the east 
side of Winchester were treated 
to glimpses of Arthur Griffin, 
clad totally in green, as he pres¬ 
ided over an open house at his 
almost completed museum. 

That Winchester is so much 
more than beautiful Victorian 
houses became obvious as the 
rich diversity along Washington, 
Swanton and Main Streets was 
observed. 

As the trolley swung onto 
Washington Street — along the 
original route of the old Boston 
and Northern Street Railway — 
passengers were treated to a 
glimpse of Winchester’s first offi¬ 
cial telephone exchange, still 
standing next to the 1928 Baptist 
Church building 

As John Reid piloted the trolley 
past St. Mary’s Church, it was 
noted that the original wooden 
building was clad in brick at the 
end of the 19th century and that 
a tall spire capped the present 
square tower until 1909 when it 
was destroyed by lightening 
never to be replaced. 

Above the church was the Engl¬ 
ish Tudor style “Winchester 
Arms” complex Built in 1940, 
despite strenuous objections by 
neighbors, it was noted that a

rather conservative Planning 
Board of that vintage spouted 
“Never Again!” 

Not far from “Winchester 
Arms” on the left and behind a 
well-kept brick colonial house 
was the old barn which originally 
sat beside the ancient Black 
Horse Tavern on Main Street. 
When Preston Pond demolished 
the old tavern in 1892 the barn 
was moved to this site behind a 
team of oxen, and doubled in size. 

The trolley turned onto Swan- 
ton Street and passengers were 
treated to glimpses of one of the 
most ethnically rich residential 
neighborhoods in town. 

Settled in the mid 19th century 
by Italian-Americans, the neat 
houses and well-kept gardens 
exhibited a pride and a love of the 
earth hard to find in many 
Winchester neighborhoods. 

Farther on, the sites of the 
Puffer Soda Fountain Factory 
and Beggs and Cobb Tannery 
were pointed out. Both establish¬ 
ments provided lucrative 
employment for those who lived 
nearby. 

At Swanton and Main Streets— 
the heart of Winchester’s “North 
End” the 1959 Beggs and Cobb 
fire was recalled as the bulk of 
Parkview Apartments loomed 
above the passengers. 

Down through Cutter Village 
and past Elliott Park which 
was created in 1928 when Town 
Meeting voted to remove the 
tenements which formerly cov¬ 
ered the site — countless sites of 
interest were noted. 

As the passengers debarked in 
the shelter of the overpass, and 
into the mass of neighbors enjoy¬ 
ing the many aspects of Town 
Day it was obvious that commun¬ 
ity spirit and interest was still 
alive and well as usual — in

I 
tried to explain what allows me to 
write, week in and week out, with 
such inexhaustible joy. My students, 
as it turned out, were funny and open 
and warm. It was exciting to be with 
them. 

At our next meeting, most had 
done the homework, a brief assign¬ 
ment we’d discussed the session 
before. Some were absent, but sent 
the work anyway. Others came 
empty-handed. It was all fine. We 
would bring ourselves and our vari¬ 
ous understandings, we had 
decided; stir them all together and 
see what they made. We pondered 
Fitzgerald’s observation that if 
you’re not risking sentimentality, 
you’re not close to your inner self; 


Resident reflects on 
redistricting process 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Here are some reflections on the 
School Committee process this year 
as well as specific comments on the 
meeting of Tuesday, June 2, in which 
the School Committee voted on 
redistricting. Admittedly, I have not 
followed the process in detail this 
year, so some of my comments may 
be a bit ofl target Be so as it may, 
here is my sense for the process. 

1 I sympathize with the School 
Committee for the difficulty of their 
task I recognize that there are a 
number of parents who feel very 
strongly about redistricting, and no 
matter what they do, they will make 
a large number of them unhappy. I 
do not envy them their job. 

2 The School Committee seems to 
have gone out of its way to have an 
open process this year and to consid 
er options with great deliberation. I 
am personally pleased that the com¬ 
mittee rejected the previous four 
options that they considered 

3. During past debates on whether 
a school should be closed, I have 
heard School Committee members 
say that a school is “only a build 
ing ” This year’s committee seems 
to have understood better that a 
school reflects a community of stu 
dents, parents and teachers 

The physical building plays a rela 
tively minor role in this educational 
community The community sup 
ports education in important but 
very subtle ways that are arguably 
more significant than more easily 
measured attributes such as class 
sizes 

Closing a school (or redistricting) 


Proust’s remark that “creative 
wrong memory is a source of art“. 
One woman said that looking back 
on her life for subjects was like 
rewinding, slow motion, through a 
video. Another said his mind chased 
the week’s topic the way an eager 
retriever chases a stick. I explained 
what I’d learned about where to 
compress a tale and where to let it 
expand; about how to know which 
details to retain and which to surgi¬ 
cally remove. I showed them some 
conventional writers’ wisdom, in 
short; they, for their part, showed 
me a world. 

For here were tales of a time 
forever fled, of kitchens with big 
black stoves and pumps at the sink. 
Of ice houses and hen houses. Of 
picking berries and putting them up. 
Here were memories of trips to the 
mountains by touring car and to the 
seashore by trolley. Smells and 
tastes. Glances of love exchanged 
between parents born during Recon¬ 
struction, caught and remembered 
by children whose hair is now grey. 

In one assignment, each writer 
was asked to describe his favorite 
place as a child. This one spoke of 
“places where I could be myself“, 
and the time when, as a very small 
child, she rose before the others one 
summer morning, slipped quietly 
out onto the porch and sat in a little 
rocking chair. “I had not a stitch on 
and the sun shone on me as I sang to 
my dolly.” 

Another told of the large red barn 
full of sweet-smelling hay and the 
long rope suspended from its rafters 
“so that a delighted child, holding on 
tight ... could swing out the door and 
back into the darkness.” And 


can disturb an educational commun¬ 
ity in such a way that it disrupts 
education for a number of years. I 
am glad that the committee has 
been more understanding of these 
subtle issues. 

4. On the negative side, the School 
Committee somehow did not foresee 
what was going to happen in terms 
of the urgency of redistricting. I do 
not know how the School Committee 
managed to paint itself into a cor¬ 
ner, but in such situations, the 
"painter” must take responsibility 
for his/her actions The painter 
should not argue that he/she did not 
see the corner coming.) 

5. I was disappointed with Mrs. 
Makhoul’s comment that she would 
keep “pulting plans up until one was 
adopted”, and I was disappointed 
that the rest of the committee let her 
get away with it. (This was so that 
the committee would be forced to 
redistrict on Tuesday night with the 
result that they could not get them 
selves more time to think out the 
issues.) 

Her maneuver seems to me a 
committee member s variant of if 
you do not give me what 1 want, then 
I will hold my breath until 1 turn blue 
in the face.” 1 am disappointed that 
the rest of the committee gave in to 
this type of “procedural blackmail ” 

6 The committee seemed to over¬ 
react to the pressures of the 
moment From what 1 could tell, 
they could have considered redis 
tricting in the fall of next year with 
the intention of completing the pro 
cess by February This would leave 
many montlis for the schools to deal 
effectively with the transitions 
While this would have made it more 
difficult for Lincoln this coming 


another still toured places both real 
and imagined: the landscape of a 
favorite book; the chair where he 
would curl up in when ill and home 
from school; and later, as he put it, 
any place a certain young lady was 
likely to be found.

when you tell what you saw during 
your brief time in the light, when you 
write it down especially, you can 
indeed span all distances of time and 
space — and the distances between 
the living too.

year, it would not have been much 
different than this year. 

7. The committee should not 
deceive itself about the "long- term 
nature of its decisions.” Despite its 
belief that it is carrying out long¬ 
term planning, it is not. In particu¬ 
lar, there is a very good chance that 
they will need to consider closing a 
school within the next few years. If 
an elementary school is closed, then 
they will once again need to redis¬ 
trict, and many of the students will 
end up at their third elementary 
school in Winchester. The school 
committee seems to have ignored 
the unpleasant fact that nothing they 
do seems to be very long-term, nor 
can it be in the face of yearly budget 
cuts.

The United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (USEPA) has 
asked local health officials to 
become involved in the implementa 
tion of the Safe Drinking Water Act. 
Particularly we have been asked to 
inform our neighbors of the health 
implications in order that the 
implementation costs can be 
understood 

The USEPA had mandated filtra 
tion of surface water supplies and 
has increased the intensity of 
requirements for destruction of 
microbes, parasites and viruses 

The reason for filtration is to guar 
antee the removal of cysts of giardia

in history 

1982: 10 years ago 

Heavy rains wreaked havoc on 
Winchester as basements were 
flooded, roadways were shut 
down, and sewerage spread into 
the streets form overflowing sew¬ 
ers. Firefighters were inundated 
with phone calls from residents to 
pump the water out of their base¬ 
ments. By the end of the storms, 
eight inches of rain had fallen on 
Winchester. 


One casualty of the rain was 
Town Day. All plans and antici¬ 
pations were delayed for a week 
because of the heavy rains. 


The Board of Health halted the 
opening of Wedge Pond and Leo¬ 
nard Pool beaches because of 
fear that sewarage overflows 
caused by the rainstorm may 
have polluted the water at the 
beaches. 

The sewerage at Wedge Pond 
came from an MDC sewer line 
running along Horn Pond Brook, 
which dumps into Wedge Pond, 
according to an article in that 
week’s Star. 

The Board of Health hearing on 
closing the ponds was passionate. 
At one point a neighbor of Wedge 
Pond placed a bucket of Wedge 
Pond water containing sewerage 
on the board’s table. 


The Winchester High School 
Sachem baseball team was head¬ 
ing into the semifinals after beat¬ 
ing the league champs, the Bur- 
lingotn Red Devils, in the 
quarterfinals.

Residents of Amberwood Drive 
were anxious after 16 traces of 
chemicals considered priority 
pollutants by the Evironmental 
Protection Agency were found in 
the Amberwood Drive fill.

and of Cryptosporidium, parasites 
and certain viruses which are some¬ 
what resistant to conventional chlor¬ 
ination. Treatment with free chlor¬ 
ine is the standard for destruction of 
the agents of disease in the U S. The 
intensity of treatment required to 
achieve a particular reduction in the 
presence of these disease agents 
increases with greater disinfectant 
(chlorine) concentration and with 
time available for the disinfectant to 
penetrate and do its job. 

This is the (“C x T” or CT). The 
“time” is the “contact” or holding 
time prior to delivery to the first 
customer. Long contact times are 
required to reliably kill Giardia and 
certain viruses. EPA had advised 
that systems lacking recommened 
contact times are at risk. 

Also included in new regulations 
are limitations on trihalomenthane 
(“THM”) concentrations and 
although these have not been 
changed, reductions are comtemp- 
lated and the public heath goal 
accepted by the EPA and the Nation- 
al Academy is zero! Triha- 
lomethanes are chlorinated organics 
formed when sterilants such as 
chlorine react with (mainly natural¬ 
ly occurring) organic compounds in 
the source water. 

THMs have been shown to be asso¬ 
ciated with significantly increased 
I incidence of cancer, particularly of 
, the bladder and stomach based on 
epidemiological studies in people 
and direct testing in animals. Carci¬ 
nogenicity displays a dose — 
response behavior, that is, the more 
THM in drinking water, the higher 
the likelihood of cancer. THM for¬ 
mation is increased with increasing 
temperature, pH, THM, precursor 
concentration in the water, chlorine 
| concentration and time of treat- 
! ment. It is decreased by using water 
with little or no THM precursers. 
The THM limit is 100. 

Winchester’s water contains circa 
50. The goal is 0. Filtration reliably 
removes the THM precursors. Use 
of chlorine dioxide as an alternative 
disinfectant reduces THM but may 
produce other equally dangerous 
compounds. It will be years before 
this is known. Filtration reduces 
natural THM precursor concentra¬ 
tions and appears to reduce the 
extent of C x T required in the 
disinfection step for giardia and vir¬ 
us destruction. 

To put the THM issue in perspec¬ 
tive, My family use town water. We 
do not purchase bottled water. We do 
filter our drinking and cooking 
water thru a carbon filter (cost $30 
to $100 installed and $5 to $15 each 
six months for filter replacement 
which removes THM and any residu¬ 
al chlorine. Our cost for this extra 
treatment is less than $3 a month. 

EPA standards require that port¬ 
able water not transmit disease and 
that it not contain more than a 
defined concentration of THM. 
Winchester should decide on the 
quality standards for its system 
separately from construction and 
cost decisions. I recommend imme¬ 
diate strict compliance with the fed¬ 
eral rules on disinfection and a max-

Mozzicato calls 
attention to recycling 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I would like to thank all the people 
who took the time to stop by and sign 
the petition for the recyclable lot¬ 
tery. The petition signature count 
numbers more than 8,000 as of this 
date. 


On a recent trip to Tewksbury 
industries (scrap metal dealers) I 
recycled 67 pounds of crushed, flat¬ 
tened aluminum cans, approximate¬ 
ly 1,600 to 1,700 cans, as it takes 
around 24 to 25 aluminum cans to 
equal one pound. If the cans were not 
crushed, at a nickel apiece that 
amounts to around $80 to $85 worth 
of 5-cent redeemable containers. As 
scrap metal the true spot value of 
the metal was $18.76 so it is easy to 
understand where the 20 to 40 million 
dollars of unclaimed deposits 
originates. 

The point is simply as scrap metal 
the incentive of recycling these 1,600 
to 1,700 aluminum cans is not eco¬ 
nomically worth the time, gasoline, 
wear and tear on your auto unless 
you are truly an environmentalist at 
heart. I am happy to say that some 
of the scrap metal workers took time 
out of their lunch break to sign the 
petition and offer encouragement. 

As I have indicated previously, 50 
percent of the people will recycle, 
while 50 percent will not, as indi¬ 
cated by the 1,601,700 containers I 
managed to locate in a very small 
area around Winchester. Statewide 
the figure ranges from 425 to 1,600 
million containers not redeemed 
annually in Massachusetts. 

We all have a problem that needs 
our attention now. Landfills are clos¬ 
ing at an alarming rate, and the 
costs to taxpayers becomes greater 
as fewer sites are available at grea¬ 
ter distances. Unlike the ozone layer 
problem, let us educate, encourage 
and motivate people to recycle and 
reduce solid waste now. 

On a positive note, congratulations 
to Chris Cronin, winner of the case of 
tonic donated by the Woburn Rede¬ 
mption Center.

Massachusetts House and Senate 

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Bea¬ 
con Hill Roll ('all records local sena¬ 
tors' votes on two roll calls and local 
representatives’ votes on six roll 
calls. Five of the representatives' 
votes are from the marathon 27 hour 
budget session. 

SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET (II 
5747). House 111-34 gave final 
approval to a $350 million fiscal 1992 
supplemental budget. The Senate 
19-16, favored the budget but fell 
short of the two-thirds majority 
necessary for approval since bond¬ 
ing is involved. 

A move to reconsider Senate 
action and gain the margin neces¬ 
sary is pending in the Senate. 

Supporters said the package is a 
fiscally responsible one which funds 
necessary programs through the end 
of the fiscal year. Opponents said the 
$350 million is excessive and unaf¬ 
fordable and objected to various 
items in the package. 

A Yes vote is for the budget. A No 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted no. 

The next five roll calls are on 
proposed amendments to the fiscal 
1993 state budget in the House. 

EDUCATION REFORM (1156(H)) 
— House 126-15, rejected an amend¬ 


ment to the sections providing an 
additional $185 million to communi¬ 
ties for new education aid. The 
amendment would hold the money in 
reserve until comprehensive educa¬ 
tion reforms are passed. 

Amendment supporters said this 
is the only way to insure passage of 
much needed reform and guarantee 
the money is properly spent. Oppo¬ 
nents said communities need the 
funds and argued the money should 
not be held hostage just because the 
legislature and governor cannot 
agree on a reform package. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment 
holding the money in reserve. A No 
vote is against the amendment. 

Casey voted no. 

DEEDS EXCISE (II 5600) — 
House 102-49. approved an amend¬ 
ment maintaining the current real 
estate deeds excise tax of $4.56 per 
$1,000 of value. The tax, paid by 
people buying homes, was tempor¬ 
arily raised in 1989 from $2.28 per 
$1,000 and is set to drop back to that 
level June 30. 

Amendment supporters said this 
money is absolutely necessary to 
fund county government including 
jails and registries. 

Opponents said this is another 
unnecessary tax hike averaging $620 
per home purchase. They said it will 
hurt an already sluggish real estate 
market. 

A Yes vote is for the tax hike. A No 
vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 


ESTATE TAX (II 5600) House 
147-5, approved an ?n dment 
reducing the estate ta . ‘ v raising 
from $200,000 to $350,90 n I »vel at 
which the tax would bf imposed. The 
measure also effectively raises from 
$400,000 to $700,000 the amount a 
spouse can inherit before having to 
pay taxes. 

Amendment supporters said this 
relief will prevent people from leav¬ 
ing the state to avoid the tax and 
could actually increase revenue by 
more than $80 million because peo¬ 
ple will stay here and pay meals, 
sales and other taxes. 

Opponents said the reduction will 
cost the state more than $70 million 
and help only the very rich. 

A Yes vote is for reducing the 
estate tax. A No vote is against 
reducing the tax.

I.R.S. opens refund 
information lines 

Wondering where your refund is? 
Has it been eight weeks since you 
filed your return or four weeks if it 
was filed electronically? 

If you answered yes to either of 
these questions, you can call IRS' 
Tele-Tax System (Automated 
Refund Information) at 
1-800-829-4477. To get the status of 
your refund, have your social securi¬ 
ty number, filing status and exact 
amount of refund ready. The Tele- 
Tax system is updated weekly. 

Refund delays may be caused by a 
variety of reasons. The most com¬ 
mon is the social security number 
and name mismatch. The last name 
and the social security number of 
the taxpayer must be the same as on 
last year’s return or the return will 
be delayed a minimum of one week 
for rematching. 

If your return requires rematch¬ 
ing. you will be sent a notice of 
verification which must be filled out 
and returned to the service center 
before the refund can be released. 
Once the information is received, 
the IRS will process it and mail your 
check.

taken ... There certainly wasn't a 
meeting and a vote taken.” 

In a prepared statement Lombar 
di said. “There has been speculation 
in the press and elsewhere concern 
ing the possible departure of Super 
intendent Charles Mitsakos who 
advised the School Committee last 
year that he was actively consider 
ing seeking a job change 

“No formal action has been taken 
in this regard by the School Commit 
tee. Active discussions between the 
School Committee and the superin 
tendent are in progress and it is 
expected those discussions will lx* 
concluded within the next few 
weeks 

Lombardi said the statement 
reflected “mutual agreement'' 
amongst the School Committee. 

Lombardi refused any elaboration 


on the statement and would not say 
if the discussions with Mitsakos 
were aimed toward replacing the 
superintendent next fall 

The relationship between the 
school administration and members 
of the School Committee has been 
noticeably tense in recent years. The 
budget problems and redistricting 
issues have fanned the flames and as 
a result there have been many 
heated debates at School Committee 
meetings. 

The budget shortfall of $217,000. 
which was not publicly revealed 
until little more than a month left in 
the fiscal year, was a source of 
dissension between the two. At a 
School Committee meeting to settle 
the shortage. Makhoul said. “We 
were asked to be forewarned and 
nobody said a word to us . . We did 
not have a hint that we would have a 
deficit I say to the administration 


you find a way to solve this 
problem ' 

A lack of communication seemed 
to be a frequent problem between 
the administration and the commit 
tee. When new student projected 
numbers were revealed one week 
after a redistricting plan had been 
approved. Lombardi told the Star, 
“Wo were just as surprised as the 
audience." 

At that time. School Committee 
Member James Evans stated. "The 
members of the community 
received these numbers before us." 

Another issue, although minor, 
that exemplifies the lack of commu 
nicatiion between the two was the 
issue of class time at the high school 
The administration decided to shor¬ 
ten classes which would allow them 
to add one more per day. When 
informed of the process at a School 
Committee meeting by the student 


representative, the committee was 
caught unaware of the change. Mak¬ 
houl said the decision was a “policy 
issue the committee ought to 
decide ... The School Committe 
ought not to back into school 
policies." 

The School Committee did not dis¬ 
cuss the ongoing employment nego¬ 
tiations at their Tuesday meeting 
and refused to answer any questions 
on the subject. 

“There w ill be no discussion allow ¬ 
ed on the Super intendent ... Please 
don’t force the issue by trying to 
stand up under ‘questions and com¬ 
ments from the public,’" Lombardi 
said at the Tuesday meeting. 

The committee went into execu¬ 
tive session after the meeting. Lom¬ 
bardi refused comment on the sub¬ 
ject of the executive session, but 
Mitsakos’ legal counsel was not pre¬ 
sent and he left the session after 15 
minutes.

impact of redistricting. "I believed 
they (the issues) have all been 
addressed," he said. “We have a 
much better elementary system as a 
result of the redistricting." 

Those who are hoping for recon¬ 
sideration will find little support 
from Evans who said he would "be 
surprised" if redistricting was 
reconsidered. “I’m not planning on 
moving it," he said. 

On that issue, Lombardi said, 
“There’s a possibility (of reconsid¬ 
eration), but the probability would 
be low." 

For those who have accepted their 
fate at a new school there are now 
major concerns over safety issues. 
Both parents of children from the 
flats, who have to go through the 
Wedge Pond area to get to Lynch, 
and parents of children from the 
Winchester Gardens area, who have 
to navigate Cross Street to get to 
Muraco, have been hoping they will 
be provided with busing to ease the 
relocation. 


"Safety is first and foremost in my 
mind," said Harrison Street resident 
Mary Kraemer, "It’s certainly my 
hope that my children will be 
bused." 

Fryzel said,"(The ponds werel a 
reason to reject this issue in the 
past. The ponds are still there. The 
safety issue remains." 

Recent budget shortages, howev¬ 
er, may have scuttled those plans. 
Lombardi cited the budget woes as 
the reason why there would be no 
busing. "It’s not in our budget. Right 
now I’d have to say no (there won’t 
be additional busing!.’’ 

Many parents have accepted the 
change and are now concentrating 
on making the change, but they want 
it to be known that they are not 
satisfied about the process that 
brought them there. 

"If they think we can improve the 
Lynch School, we look forward to 
it," said Fryzel, but, he adds, "The 
plan has done nothing to unite the 
town. It has divided it."

realistically required to run qual¬ 
ity zoological parks, and then use 
every means at its disposal to 
achieve this financial goal." He 
suggested that the corporation 
"must treat the public as a val¬ 
ued customer and ask the public 
what it wants from its zoos ... and 
make sure the zoos, in turn, 
deliver." 

The Stone Zoo and the Franklin 
Park Zoo have competed for 
funds in the past, but when the 
CZC voted to reopen the Stone 
Zoo, they agreed each zoo would 
complement the other. There will 
be little duplication of animals or 
themes. 

The Stone Zoo will be self- 
sustaining with gate receipts, 
concession sales and major use of 
a volunteer force," said Constan- 
takes. Casey said that "money 
collected at the gate would be 
used at the zoo, and would not go 
into a general fund." He also 
believes companies will most 
likely sponsor programs and 
events envisioned by zoo plan¬ 
ners. Since the zoo is now a non¬ 
profit organization it will be eligi¬ 
ble for new funding sources. 


Russo of the Friends to Reopen 
Stone Zoo, now renamed Friends 
of the Stone Zoo, emphasizes the 
reopening of the zoo as "just a 
beginning". Chris O’Kane of the 
Friends’ organization estimates 
they now have a newsletter mail¬ 
ing list of about 10,000 people. 

The persons involved in reopen¬ 
ing the Stone Zoo hope people will 
not be disappointed when they 
find out the zoo has not been 
completely restored, as it was 
before it closed. The lions and 
tigers are no longer there, but 
plans are in the works for new 
exhibits and activities to enter¬ 
tain and educate the youngsters. 

Major, the polar bear, will be 
entering his 25th year at the zoo. 
He arrived when he was about a 
year old. A new playground is 
expected to be completed in the 
first week of July and a reptile 
exhibit is slated for sometime 
over the summer. 

There is more work to be done 
at the zoo, but there are plenty of 
interesting sights, even now. 
Friends of the Zoo urge people to 
bring their children and their 
ideas, so that an 85-year-old trad¬ 
ition can be improved and car¬ 
ried into the 21st century.

to manipulate the basic material 
in a variety of ways as they 
expand it into a complete score. 

In some of the less musically 
advanced classes, the computer 
is used to "make up for skills that 
might be missing technically." 
McCann said. The students also 
use a Casio keyboard to manipu¬ 
late and experiment with musical 
sounds. Students using head¬ 
phones compose and perfect their 
music a line at a time and at the 
same time teach the computer 
the music. The music is played 
back as the student improvises 
and refines his score. Eventually, 
the computer can play back the 
entire finished piece. 

McCann said talent and experi¬ 
ence varies so much among mus¬ 
ic students that the individual 
lessons the students are able to 
pursue using the software are 
crucial to reaching all the 
students. 

In a more pragmatic vein, 
McCann also uses his computers 
for music theory. "Practical 
Theory" and "Music Acheive- 
ment Series" software programs 
quiz the students and asssist 
them in reviewing theory. 

McCann says the computer is a 
tremendous asset to enhance the 
music of his students, but he is 
wary of teachers who allow the 
computer to do all the work and 
deprive the children of the crea¬ 
tive process. He admitted that he 
approaches the subject of mixing 
computers and music "ginger¬ 
ly.” "I have been more than a 


little suspicious that synthesizers 
and computers offer students the 
attraction of the technology itself 
rather than improved opportu- 
nites for musical growth." he 
wrote in an essay in Massa¬ 
chusetts Music News. 

Some teachers have fallen into 
the trap of allowing the compu¬ 
ters to "defeat rather than help" 
the students, he said. He was 
critical of music programs that 
replace student players with 
computers. He described it as a 
delicate balance: "The goal is 
music created by the students, 
but if they can use a helpful tool, 
it should be utilized." 

He said the musical software 
and computers he utilizes in class 
can be best understood when 
compared to a word processor. 
Both enhance the creative pro¬ 
cess by making "editing easier 
and mistakes less of a threat.’’ he 
said. 

But as a word processor will 
not write a story for an English 
student, McCann’s pupils are 
responsible for composing them¬ 
selves. He adds his students have 
to be familiar with musical key¬ 
board skills (piano) just as wri¬ 
ters are familiar with typwriting 
keyboard skills. 

McCann said he came upon the 
idea of using computers in class 
simply because they were there. 
"I wanted to make use of what we 
had ," he said. 

McCann, a graduate of North¬ 
western University and UMass 
Amherst, has been teaching at 
Winchester High School for four 
years.

ates any need for increased staffing 
for the Town. 

A vote of Town Meeting had been 
necessary to approve the new billing 
system. That vote was obtained at 
the 1991 Town Meeting and work has 
been in progress throughout the year 
to enable the change to proceed 
smoothly. 

However, Town Assessor Mark 
Lombardi said that the new system 
could create some bookkeeping 
problems. 

"One of the problems with it is if 
you owe any interest you can’t apply 
for an over-assessment," said Lom¬ 
bardi. According to McGurl, abate¬ 
ments and assessments are not cal¬ 
culated until the third billing period 
of the year, which is when the resi¬ 
dent’s right of appeal is activated. 

Selectman William O’Leary asked 
whether Winchester had polled other 
towns to see if they had experienced 
an increase in their collection rate 
under the new system. Treasurer 
Carol Thomas responded, "They are 
all in complete agreement that 
(quarterly billing! improves cash 
flow." She added that a lot of the 
towns also recommended the lock 
box system. There was some discus¬ 
sion about whether collection per¬ 
centages for some towns were 
accurate. 

"I found some collectors hesitant 
to give actual numbers," said Tho¬ 
mas when pressed by Selectman 
Stephen Powers regarding whether 
other community’s had actually 
experienced an increase in 
collections. 

"I have read some negative infor¬ 
mation about quarterly rates," 
added Powers. Powers asked 
whether there were plans to review 
the new system over the life of the 
contract with Century Bank. 

“All the people involved did a good 
job," said Maurer in congratulating 
the Treasurer’s office for the set-up 
work required to institute the new 
system. Maurer noted that a letter of 
explanation will accompany each of 
the bills. 

Powers asked if taxes could still 
be paid through the Treasurer’s 
Department and Thomas said that 
they could. 


Chuck Wagon Woodshed approved 

Selectmen unanimously approved 
the installation of a 4 ft. by 8 ft. wood 
frame storage locker on the side of 
the Chuck Wagon located at West 
Side Field. 

According to Sachem Youth Base¬ 
ball Association President Fred 
DeSimone the league will store hand 
tools, a wheelbarrow and various 
other equipment and field supplies 


that are used on a daily basis to 
prepare and maintain the fields for 
games and practices. These items 
had been stored inside the Chuck 
Wagon but were removed in order to 
comply with a new license granted 
by the Board of Health in May, said 
DeSimone. 

Some 52 abuttors were notified for 
what was to be a routine public 
hearing. However, the hearing disin¬ 
tegrated when one neighbor in atten 
dance lambasted the Selectmen for 
their lack of response to neighbors' 
concerns. 

Use of West Side Field by the 
Little League has been the subject of 
numerous complaints from Wild¬ 
wood Street resident M. Genevieve 
Cross. Other neighbors have signed 
petitions in support of the use of the 
field. 

Cross has repeatedly questioned 
the Board’s response to her com¬ 
plaints about the West Side Field but 
this meeting escalated into a full- 
scale attack on the members of the 
Board. 

“I’m still confident that you men 
will pass this ... I believe that there 
is something in it for all of you," said 
Cross. 

When questioned by Chairman 
Thomas Schmitt what she was refer 
ring to with the remark. Cross said 
that she was suggesting the same 
thing she had been suggesting since 
the problem first arose in 1989. 

"Are you suggesting that any 
members of this board are receiving 
something in exchange for their 
vote?" asked Schmitt. Cross reas¬ 
serted her belief that long-range 
plans were that the field would be 
converted into condominiums. 

Cross said that the Board con¬ 
tinues to allow the use of the field 
when traffic problems have not been 
resolved. She suggested that her 
letter of complaint, sent in early 
Spring had never been addressed. 

Powers said that he would dispute 
her statements and asked that she 
not be allowed to bring up topics that 
had no bearing on the public 
hearing. 

Another neighbor in attendance 
Wildwood Street resident Lisa Mac¬ 
Donald said she didn’t see any harm 
in the construction of the shed. But, 
she echoed Cross’s concerns about 
the traffic on Wildwood Street. 

“There is still a problem parking 
with people on Wildwood Street," 
said MacDonald She added that the 
problem continues because cars 
ignore the parking lines 

Said DeSimone, "We’re aware of 
the fact that we did not solve the 
problem, we tried to alleviate the 
problem." It was noted that the 
Little League had added more 
spaces in an effort to encourage cars 
to park off the road for the games

Quilt group 

sponsors spring show 

Each month, seven Boston area 
women gather, bringing bulging 
bags full of quilts, books, magazines 
and fabric. They discuss past and 
future quilt shows, exchange infor¬ 
mation, and share fabrics. They 
praise, encourage, criticize and sub¬ 
tly influence one another. These 
women are passionately interested 
in making contemporary quilts, and 
they will show their quilts together 
this spring at the Art Complex 
Museum in Duxbury, in an exhibi¬ 
tion titled “Beyond the Borders.” 

Although critique gatherings are 
not uncommon for artists, this group 
is remarkable because it includes 
some of the most widely recognized 
fiber artists working in the quilt 
medium: Rhoda Cohen. Nancy Hal- 
pern, Barbara Crane, Sylvia Eins¬ 
tein, Danea Kouretas and, from 
Winchester, Beatriz Grayson and 
Ruth McDowell. 

Cohen, for example, curated 
“Breaking New Ground,” a critical¬ 
ly acclaimed contemporary quilt 
exhibit at the New England Quilt 
Museum in 1981; her long list of 
important exhibitions includes a 
show at the Stedjlik Museum in 
Holland. Halpern has taught and 
lectured about quilt making for the 
past 15 years, and is a leading expo¬ 
nent of contemporary quilt design 
whose prize-winning works have 
been featured in solo and group 
shows nationally and international¬ 
ly. Her “Archipelago” was the first 
work commissioned by the New 
England Quilters’ Guild for its 
museum. McDowell wrote the 
respected 1991 book “Pattern on 
Pattern- Spectacular Quilts for 
Traditional Blocks.” Suffice to say, 
many of the significant quilt exhibi¬ 
tions and catalogues of recent years 
have included the work of at least 
one of the members of this group. 

All of the quilters have exhibited 
extensively, but “Beyond the Bor¬ 
ders,” scheduled for April 24-July 
12, will be the first exhibition to 
include quilts by each member of 
this longstanding group. 

“Beyond the Borders” offers an 
exploration of contemporary 
approaches to the traditional craft of 
quilting, as these women and their 
work encompass a range of tech¬ 
nique, scale and style. Einstein’s 
crazy quilts are based on tradition, 
but not bound by it. Cohen’s fabric 
explorations of the New England 
landscape have been likened to vis¬ 
ual poetry. Grayson, on the other 
hand, actually uses words in her 
designs, and her AHA quilt reflects 
her appreciation for the simplicity of 
the Amish. Kouretas explores the 
issues of elusiveness, abstraction 
and the visual expression of ideas. 

“Contemporary quilts now com¬ 
mand attention in the official art 
world as some of the most inventive 
work being created today,” wrote 
Arlette Klaric in a catalogue for 
“Contemporary Quilts USA,” a 
major international touring exhibi¬ 
tion in 1990 that included four mem¬ 
bers of this critique group. Indeed, 
many of the quilters in “Beyond the 
Borders” bring formal fine art or 
design training to this craft 
medium ; most of them find spiritual 
or emotional satisfaction in the quilt 
making process, as well. 

Crane says the strong central 
imagery in the patterns of her quilts 
parallel her belief that “only a calm, 
centered self can experience won¬ 
der.” She often adds small surface 
embellishments to her work — ani¬ 
mals and other “natural” objects — 
as amulets, tokens of enduring 
power.

Training is available in a variety 
of areas, including safety in the 
kitchen using adaptive techniques 
for cooking; organizing and labell¬ 
ing medications in large print or 
braille; basic orientation, sighted 
guide and protective techniques, 
using Talking Book machines, 
watches and clocks; techniques for 
money identification and checkbook 
maintenance; and using adaptive 
recreation items such as large print 
or braille bingo and playing cards 
and learning adaptive techniques for 
crafts and hobbies. 

Perkins Outreach Services to 
Elders provides these and other ser¬ 
vices according to an individual’s 
needs. Individuals in the following 
towns have been initially selected to 
receive services: Arlington, Bel¬ 
mont, Brookline, Lexington, Need¬ 
ham, Waltham, Watertown, Welle¬ 
sley, Winchester and Woburn. 

Perkins Low Vision Service also 
provides services to elders. Special¬ 
ists are available to provide clinical 
and functional vision evaluations 
and training. This can take place 
either in the home or at Perkins’ 
Low' Vision Clinic. In addition to the 


tow'ns listed above, individuals 
throughout Eastern Massachusetts 
are eligible to be served by Perkins 
Low- Vision Service. 

Perkins School for the Blind, 
located in Watertown, was the first 
school for the blind chartered in the 
United States and has been educat¬ 
ing students who are blind and 
multi-handicapped for over 160 
years. On the school’s 40-acre cam¬ 
pus. both day and residential prog¬ 
rams are offered to almost 200 stu¬ 
dents and clients. Almost 15,000 
patrons are served by the Perkins 
Braille and Talking Book Library, 
and the school’s How'e Press annual¬ 
ly provides 8,100 blind consumers 
with braillers and other communica¬ 
tion materials.

, The Registry’s mail-in procedure 
is easy and fast. Owners should have 
their insurance agent sign and 
stamp the renewal card. Owners 
should also sign and record license 
numbers along with dates of birth, 
and all information on the renewal 
card should be verified before send¬ 
ing it with a check or money order 
payable to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. The plate number and 
address should be included on the 
check. 

When renewing by mail, $5 is 
deducted from the fee listed on the 
renewal card. For example, if the 
fee on the renewal card is $45 and it 
is being renewed by mail, the fee is 
$40; if it is $210, it becomes $205.

Fuller 

wins 

state 

title

Never in the long and storied his¬ 
tory of Winchester High School ten 
nis has the school produced an indi¬ 
vidual state tennis titleist. Never, 
that is, until this year. 

Conquering a strong opponent in 
every aspect of the match. Winches¬ 
ter’s Matt Fuller became the first 
ever WHS State Individual Champ¬ 
ion tennis player with a straight set 
win over Felipe Velasquez of Barnst¬ 
able, Monday at Holy Cross College. 

Coming back from a 6-5, first-set 
deficit, Fuller held serve, then dis¬ 
mantled the tall, left-handed Velas¬ 
quez, 7-2, in the tiebreaker, on his 
way to a 7-6 (7-2), 6-3 romp. The 
17-year-old junior was in total com¬ 
mand, allowing Velasquez just 13 
second-set points, as he finished off 
the Columbian exchange student in 
just over 90 minutes. 

The turning point came early in 
the first-set tiebreaker. Ahead 1-0, 
Fuller thought he had a 2-0 lead, but 
Velasquez called Fuller’s baseline 
volley “out.” After a brief discus¬ 
sion with a tournament official, the 
call was allowed to stand. Knotted at 
1-1, Fuller seemed to take his game 
to a higher level, reeling off six of 
the next seven points to clinch the 
set. Velasquez probably wishes he 
had never made the call. 

“I’m kind of glad he [called the 
ball out]” said Fuller. “It really 
picked me up. I started putting 
something into my hits after that.” 

Fuller regrouped and held serve to 
make it 2-1, then took over by break¬ 
ing Velasquez twice. First he made a 
strong return to Velasquez’ back¬ 
hand, charged the net, and blasted a 
forehand winner, then he sat back, 
allowed Velasquez to charge the net, 
and dropped a high volley behind his 
opponent, landing it just inside the 
back line for a 4-1 lead. He never 
looked back. 

“It’s really tough to lose the first 
set after leading 6-5,” said Fuller. 
“He had the momentum going, and I 
really thought I was going to lose. 
When I won it, I really got a rhythm 
going.”

The second set was no contest. 
After splitting the first two games, 
Fuller won the third, broke Velas¬ 
quez in the fourth for a 4-1 lead, then 
held serve for the 6-3 win. While 
Velasquez’ serve was failing him 
(five double faults in the second set) 
Fuller scored love games on each of 
his five serves. 

As was the case in last 
week’semifinals, the weather condi¬ 
tions were again a factor. But where 
last week it was high heat and 
humidity, Monday’s match featured 
high winds, which made Fuller a 
little tentative early on. 

Sitting in the stands watching his 
top player compete, Winchester 
High School coach Sean O’Loughlin 
said he thought Fuller had trouble 


overcoming the wind early on. 

“The wind made both players a bit 
tentative,” said O’Loughlin. “But 
Matt made the big shots often 
enough to win the set. The bad call 
ended up hurting Velasquez more 
than it hurt Matt." 

“Matt was a little nervous at 
first,” Fuller’s personal coach. Bob 
Lechtem, agreed. “He was playing 
baseline with [Velasquez] and had a 
little trouble with the wind and the 
topspin on the returns, but he got 
more aggressive as the match went 
on. His opponent was excellent. The 
only real difference was that Matt 
hit more winners.” 

Despite the straight-set victory, 
the WHS senior-to-be said he felt he 
didn’t play his best tennis. 


“I didn’t feel especially good,” he 
aknowledged. “The wind reailv 
killed me. His style is hepled by the 
wind.” 

Fuller, the number two ranked 
player in New England, will spend 
his summer honing his skills at vari¬ 
ous tournaments throughout the 
country. He plans to compete in the 
USTA clay court championships in 
Kentucky in July, and the hard court 
championships in Michigan in mid- 
August. In between, he’ll travel with 
a select team of New England all¬ 
stars to the inter-sectional champ¬ 
ionships in South Carolina. Ranked 
number 91 in the country in the 
16-under age group, this summer’s 
experiences will be his first chance 
to earn a 16-18 ranking. 



Curry got David Lynch on strikes 
for the first out, but number nine 
hitter Jason Lanzillo dropped down 
a perfect safety squeeze bunt. Curry 
fielded it and when he threw to first, 
Carroll raced home with the A’s 
second run. Chris DeSimone was 
next, and after pulling a long line 
drive which landed just foul down 
the left field line, he adjusted his 
swing and ripped the next pitch just 
inside the foul line, good for an RBI 
double. Lang robbed Colin Barden of 
a sure-basehit with a fine play in the 
hole at first to end the inning, but the 
A’s still had a 3-0 lead. 

Curry settled down after that, 
allowing just a bloop single to Mason 
Gillespie over the next two innings, 
but was touched for two more runs in 
the bottom of the fifth inning. Chris 
DeSimone led the A’s rally by dou¬ 
bling on a high drive to left field, 
then scored when Barden drove a 
single over the second baseman. 
Sullivan followed by blasting an 
opposite-field double, but was 
thrown out when he rounded second 

In the top of the sixth, the Dodgers 
spoiled Russo’s shutout bid. With 
two out, Curry tripled deep down the 
right field line, and scored when 
Lang banged the first pitch over 
third base Russo regrouped to get 
the final out, however, and the celeb¬ 
ration began. 

Semifinal results 

The A’s made it to the champion 
ship game by squeaking past the 
Winchester Elks Cubs 3-2 in Sun 
day’s quarterfinal round, and knock 
ing off the Winchester Star Cardi 
nals, 5-1, in Monday’s semifinal. A’s 
pitcher Mark Sullivan tossed a one- 
hitter, striking out lu, to lead the 
team into the finals. Colin Barden 
was 2-2 with a walk and two RBI. 
while Mason Gillespie went 3-3 with 
two RBI to lead the offense. Paul 
Morrissey had the lone Cardinal hit. 
a fourth inning double, and also 
walked twice. Pitcher David Boetch 
er was solid in defeat, scattering 
eight hits 

The Dodgers qualified by surpns 
mg the NewPro Red Sox 3-1, behind 
pitcher Joey Lang’s complete game 
win.

A’s prevail in championship

It was the same old song and 
dance at this year’s championship 
game of the Bambino baseball 
league. For the fourth consecutive 
year, the Auto Salon A’s and the 
Cooperative Bank Dodgers met in 
the finals, and for the fourth conse¬ 
cutive year, the A’s prevailed.

hand right in the opening minute 
that almost knocked me through 
the ropes,’’ admitted Maggio, a 
former Winchester and current 
Burlington police officer. “This 
kid had awesome power. I was 
fighting for survival out there.’’ 

The fight, which was scheduled 
for three rounds, was one of 14 
fights on Friday’s card at the 
Denver Arena. Eleven of the 
fights featured Russian police, 
and in 10 of those matches, the 
Russians won. Easily. 

“It was an incredible experi¬ 
ence for me,” said Maggio. “I 
was in the ring with a top ama¬ 
teur fighter, and he taught me a 
thing or two about international 
boxing. I really learned a lot.’’ 

After sizing up his opponent, 
who had a three-inch height 
advantage and an eight-inch 
reach advantage, Maggio and his 
handlers formulated a fight plan. 
The idea was for Maggio to spend 
the first 90 seconds feeling 
Andreev out, before trying to get 
inside the powerful Russian’s 
long arms, working his body. He 
never got the chance. 

Just 20 seconds in, Andreev hit 
Maggio with three left jabs and a 
tremendous overhand right, 
knocking him to the canvas and 
nearly through the ropes. After 
taking a seven count, Maggio 
rose, but couldn’t clear his head, 
as Andreev continued to pepper 
him with hard jabs. 

“To be honest,” said Maggio, 
“This kid’s jab was harder than 
most straight right hands I’ve 
faced around here. He was just 
incredibly powerful.” 

The Winchester resident lasted 
through two rounds, but the fight 
was stopped when Andreev 
knocked him down for the third 
time. Maggio, who was not hurt, 
just couldn’t get untracked in his 
tuneup for the International 
Police Olympics (in August in 
Washington, D.C.). After getting 
knocked down early, he came 
back and hit Andreev with “as 


strong a combination as I could 
throw.’’ 

“I hit him with a left-right hook 
and a right cross, and he didn’t 
even flinch,” Maggio said. “I 
knew then that I was in serious 
trouble.” 

State Police Trooper Bob 
Benoit, the organizer of the trip 
and the teams’ manager, said the 
Massachusetts contingent as a 
whole was overmatched. 

“The difference was clearly in 
the vast ring experience most of 
the Russian fighters carried,” 
said Benoit. “We knew we were 
going in against steep odds, and 
we weren’t opposed to it, but we’ll 
have to match up against fighters 
with similar experience the next 
time." 

Benoit said that despite the 
overwhelming size, strength and 
experience of Andreev, Maggio 
performed admirably. 

"Billy was in excellent shape,” 
said Benoit. “He had very fast 
hands, but the Russian fighter 
was just too experienced. It cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t for lack of trying 
that Bill lost the fight.” 

After the match, Maggio was 
invited to the Russian hotel suite 
and witnessed a show of pride 
that really moved him. Through 
an interpreter, the Russians 
toasted Maggio for his valiant 
effort. Andreev then gave Maggio 
his full military police dress uni¬ 
form, a sure collector’s item. 

“The whole time there,” said 
Maggio, “we were treated like 
royalty. The Denver PD rolled 
out the red carpet for us in a big 
way. All three local TV stations 
were there, the newspapers gave 
full coverage. It was just an 
incredible experience.” 

Maggio now focuses on the 
Police Games, in which he will 
represent the Burlington Police. 

“I learned so much about inter¬ 
national boxing,” he said. “This 
was a real learning experience 
for me. I was in excellent physi¬ 
cal condition, but I was awed by 
all the activity around me. I’ll 
know what to expect in August.”

Shannon questions 
rental increase 

Sen. Charles Shannon, R-Medford, 
Somerville, Winchester, in a letter 
sent to Mary L. Padula, secretary of 
the Executive Office of Communi¬ 
ties & Development, registered his 
strong opposition to the proposed 
rental increase to elderly tenants 
living in public housing. 

Sen. Shannon said, “Although I 
was pleased to learn that the admi¬ 
nistration did not favor or support a 
rental increase of 35 percent to our 
elderly, I was dismayed and dis¬ 
turbed to learn that the increase to 
our elderly tenants was going to be 
30 percent, effective July 1. Such an 
increase is unconscionable. Our 
elderly tenants, living in public 
housing, do not have an income that 
would support such an increase. I 
respectfully submit that it would be 
irresponsible of the administration 
to expect our elderly population to 
bear the brunt of such a rental 
increase. Our elderly population, on 
very limited and fixed incomes, 
should not be forced to choose 
between paying for affordable hous¬ 


ing or paying for much needed medi¬ 
cation. I respectfully request you to 
re-evaluate this proposed rental 
increase and take a stand toward 
preventing a very vulnerable por¬ 
tion of our population from falling 
through the so-called “safety net” of 
state supported programs. I would 
also respectfully remind you of my 
firm and publicly stated conviction, 
that if we fail to protect those of our 
population who are vulnerable to the 
hardships of this recession, then we 
fail not only as public officials, but 
more importantly, as human 
beings.” 

Sen. Shannon made the following 
statement concerning his stand on 
the proposed elderly rental 
increases. “I shall do everything 
humanly possible to prevent this 
drastic rental increase to our elderly 
tenants living in public housing. 
Senior citizens, living on fixed and 
what is more accurately described 
as “poverty level” incomes, should 
not have to be sacrificed to balance a 
state budget that they, in their youn¬ 
ger years, worked to support. All of 
us must work toward a state govern¬ 
ment that is not only fiscally respon¬ 


sible, but equally important, 
balances competence with compas¬ 
sion. I firmly believe that the citi¬ 
zens of Massachusetts expect us to 
not only be fiscally responsible; they 
expect us to be socially responsible 
as well. We simply cannot afford to 
do anything less.”

MHFA rates 

Sen. Charles Shannon, R-Medford, 
Somerville, Winchester, has 
announced that the Mass. Housing 
Finance Agency (MHFA) in cooper¬ 
ation with the Executive Office of 
Communities & Development 
(EOCD), has made available $109 
million in below market-rate mort 
gages, starting June 12, to help low 
and moderate-income residents 
purchase their first homes. A signif 
icant portion of the funds are 
targeted to “priority borrowers" 

(veterans of Vietnam or more recent 
military conflicts, lower-income and 
minority households and the physi 
cally disabled) or one- to four family 
homes in need of rehabilitation in 
targeted inner-city neighborhoods. 


“Here is a marvelous opportunity 
for people who have wanted to buy a 
first home but were unable to 
because of high interest rates and 
large down payment requirements,” 
said Sen. Shannon. “Thanks to the 
MHFA, many of our residents will 
finally realize their dream of 
ownership.” 

This new round of funds, most 
offered at the fixed, 30-year interest 
rate of 7.5 percent, the lowest fixed 
rate in the agency’s history, will 
serve approximately 1.200 house¬ 
holds. Through several of the prog¬ 
rams, lower-income purchasers also 
may qualify for graduated rate 
mortgages which, for the first few 
years of the mortgages, are avail¬ 
able at 6 percent. In addition to 
attractive interest rates, MHFA 
loans require a minimum down pay¬ 
ment of just 5 percent. Other bene¬ 
fits include flexible underwriting 
requirements and statewide availa¬ 
bility.

Shannon supports 

raising ceiling for tax 

Senator Charles Shannon <R 
Medford-Somerville-Winchester) is 
announcing his support of raising 
the estate tax from its present 
$200,000 exclusion to the existing 
federal estate tax of $600,000. Shan¬ 
non said, “I think it is about time 
that Massachusetts move forward 
into the '90s with the recognition that 
the time has come to eliminate this 
unfair and counterproductive tax.” 

Shannon continued. ‘There is an 
old cliche that simply says. “What 
ever you do, don’t die in Massa 
chusetts.” This advice is part and 
parcel of the usual advice given by 
estate planners and other financial 
analysts to their prospective clients 
The time has come to end this tax 
nightmare and begin to work toward 
a competitive estate tax structure. 
In an editorial by S. James Coppers¬ 
mith, president and general mana¬ 
ger of WCVB-TV Boston, Channel 5, 
Coppersmith stated. A new study 
by the Boston Estate Planning Coun¬ 
cil documents the seriousness of the 
problem. Massachusetts is one of 
just eight states which tax the trans¬ 
fer of assets to a surviving spouse 
As for other bequests, the state 
exempts just the first $200,000, which 
can be quickly exceeded by the val¬ 
ue of a house. The federal exemption 
is three times that amount What’s 
worse, most states limit their estate 
taxes to what people get back in 
federal tax credits. We’re one of just 
five states which tax more than the 
credit. The result? Retirees who can 
will and do move out of Massa¬ 
chusetts and they take their assets 
with them.’’ 

Shannon went on to say, “I don’t 


think that the public is aware of the 
fact that in the so called ‘death 
tax”, the middle class boars the 
brunt of the tax Because many of 
these people lack knowledge about 
changing their residence to avoid 
the tax or simply can’t tear up their 
roots here, they are being unfairly 
penalized. Wealthy citizens on the 
other hand follow the advice of their 
lawyers and accountants and move 
For the Massachusetts estate tax is 
a tax of choice which they choose to 
avoid. In many cases, people die 
before they are able to act on their 
right to move Sadly, the family is 
burdened with an antiquated tax 
structure which in effect, penalizes 
them at a time in which they are 
most vulnerable, because of the pre 
mature death of a loved one. This is 
absolutely unacceptable ” 

Shannon concluded by saying, 
‘‘According to the various citizen 
activist groups that are working to 
bring some common sense to the 
Estate Tax question, Massachusetts 
should be doing more to attract 
senior citizens with assets. Because 
people who stay here keep their 
capital at work here and remain 
heavy purchasers of goods and ser 
vices and pay other taxes here, the 
Massachusetts economy can only 
benefit from this process. We live in 
a state that has a sad history of 
being referred to as “Taxa- 
chusetts.” Now is the time to take 
the necessary steps toward rejecting 
the antiquated and burdensome tax 
es of the past and move forward to 
produce a tax structure that is on 
line with the more equitable tax 
structure of our neighboring states. 
We simply cannot afford to do any 
thing less ”

Shannon hails 

domestic violence law 

Sen. Charles Shannon, R-Medford- 
Somerville-Winchester, is announc¬ 
ing his unqualified support and co¬ 
sponsorship of a new legislative 
initiative entitled “An Act Establish¬ 
ing A Statewide Registry Of Domes¬ 
tic Violence Offenses.” 

Sen. Shannon said, “Domestic vio¬ 
lence in Massachusetts has reached 
near epidemic proportion. There 
isn’t a week that goes by that we do 
not hear of another death that is 
directly attributed to domestic vio¬ 
lence. Justice demands that we do 
something to protect the rights of 
these victims of domestic abuse. I 
believe this legislation is an impor¬ 
tant first step in the right direction. 
It is a matter of public record that I 
supported legislation that attempts 
to deal with the never ending prob¬ 
lem of “stalking”; which is nothing 
more than a polite euphemism of 
criminal harassment. I think the 
time has come when the Legislature 
must move quickly to address the 
whole issue of domestic violence or 
all of us will be guilty of criminal 
complacency.” 

Sen. Shannon continued, “This 
legislation has three principal com¬ 
ponents. First, it establishes a 
statewide domestic violence record¬ 
keeping system accessible by state 
and local police officials and court 
personnel. This would require the 


Executive Office of Public Safety to 
develop a statewide domestic vio¬ 
lence record-keeping system. Furth¬ 
ermore, all 209A restraining orders 
issued in the Commonwealth, all 
violations of 209A orders, and other 
domestic violence crimes (assault, 
battery, mayhem and other personal 
violence crimes), would be coded 
and recorded in this system. 

Additionally, the system would be 
made available to state and local 
police officials through the statew¬ 
ide LEAP crime history computer 
system and to court officials through 
the probation computer system and 
the soon-to-be developed unified Dis¬ 
trict Court computer system. Sec¬ 
ondly, this legislation requires the 
court system to inquire of victims of 
domestic violence any history 
regarding past abusive episodes, 
and to inform victims of criminal 
procedures and remedies. This 
effectively requirs the court to ask 
anyone seeking a 209A restraining 
order, a civil proceeding, whether 
she or he knows of any pending or 
prior 209A or criminal proceeding 
against the named defendant, so 
that the defendant's likely menace 
can be assessed. Moreover, the 
court would also be required to 
inform the complaining victim 
regarding the various potential 
criminal proceedings and sanctions 
available if the defendant violates 
the restraining order. The victim 
would also be specifically informed 
about the details of the newly-passed 
stalking law. Finally, the last provi¬ 
sion of this legislation requires a 
judge to enquire about a named 


defendant’s prior history when con¬ 
sidering a 209A application. This is 
important because judges would be 
able to ask plaintiffs about the 
named defendant’s past history. 
Additionally, judges would be 
required to access the new statewide 
domestic violence record keeping 
system, so as to ensure that a defen¬ 
dant’s past history is taken into 
account when making a finding. 
Finally, judges would be required to 
refer domestic violence complaints 
immediately to the district attor¬ 
ney’s office, the probation depart¬ 
ment and the state parole board 
when conduct is known to involve a 
violation of an outstanding warrant 
against a defendant, a parole viola¬ 
tion, a probation violation, or any 
other criminal violation that the 
judge deems worthy of immediate 
referral.” 

Senator Shannon concluded by 
saying, “I applaud the efforts of my 
fellow legislators and I shall do any¬ 
thing humanly possible to expedite 
this legislation into law. All of us 
have a moral obligation to speak out 
against the violence that permeates 
our society. Furthermore, I believe 
Governor Weld is absolutely correct 
in his assessment that the domestic 
violence perpetrated against so 
many women constitutes prosecu¬ 
tion under the hate crime law. All of 
us need to work together to end this 
nightmare of hate and violence and 
by raising the public’s conscious¬ 
ness, we effectively send the mes¬ 
sage that we simply will not tolerate 
this domestic violence anymore.”

Taking the right 

steps for foot care 

If your feet ache, you’re not alone. 
From poorly fitted shoes to jobs that 
keep us standing all day to over 
zealous exercise programs intended 
to improve our health, we punish our 
feet. And sometimes, when we’re in 
pain, we ignore it. But, according to 
David Carroll, a podiatrist affiliated 
with Winchester Hospital, foot dis¬ 
comfort should be evaluated. 

“We have many ways to treat 
many types of foot pain,” Carroll 
explains. Medication, customized 
shoes or inner soles and physical 
therapy offer non-surgical solutions 
to foot problems. When surgery is 
required, it can often be accom¬ 
plished on an outpatient basis with a 
short recovery period. Even if an 
over-the-counter medicine strikes 
you as a good option, a podiatrist 
will provide important guidance 
about its proper application. 

What are some common foot prob¬ 
lems and how can they be avoided or 
treated? 

Ingrown toenails and warts are 
common in children. An ingrown 
toenail, often caused by improper 
cutting, can be easily treated by the 
doctor removing a small piece of the 
nail. "If the nail isn’t cut straight 
across, a tiny shard can remain to 
dig into the flesh around the nail, 
puncture the skin and lead to inflam¬ 
mation and infection,” says Carroll. 
He explains that a simple way to 
avoid the problem is to use nail 
clippers to trim your child’s toe¬ 
nails, as well as your own. 

Some children are also prone to 
w'arts, caused by a virus that pene¬ 
trates the foot through the pores that 
open when the feet perspire. “If a 
child is susceptible to warts, and is 
exposed to the virus, often in a 
shower room or pool area then the 
problem can occur,” says Carroll. A 
series of chemical treatments using 
a form of acid, or simple surgery to 
remove the w'art, are two effective 
solutions. Keeping the foot dry, by 
using powder, for example, can help 
prevent the warts from developing. 

The mature adult population suf¬ 
fers foot distress when excess 
weight and a conscientious effort to 
increase exercise combine to put 
added pressure on the feet. When 
heal spurs occur, they can be treated 
w'ith anti-inflammatory medication, 
physical therapy and custom inner 
soles, (called orthotics) to better 
disperse weight, are common. 

For the older population, diabetes 
can bring on foot problems because 
the disease affects the small blood 
vessels. “Diabetics may experience 
decreased circulation and sensation 
to the feet,” notes Carroll. Because 
of the impaired sensation, and the 
diminished vision that can occur 
with diabetes, a person may not feel 
or see a foot problem until it has 
advanced in seriousness. 

Chronic corns and callouses are 
painful but can be repaired with 
minor surgery “These problems 
can get worse over time,” Carroll 
says. That’s why he suggests that as 
you age, you make it a point to have 
a regular foot exam. It’s an easy 
way to detect problems early, spare 
you unnecessary discomfort and get 
treatment underway before the con¬ 
dition grows more difficult to 
handle. “Routine foot care and sur¬ 
gical correction can l>e preferable to 
chronic care for people of any age,’’ 
he adds. 

Regardless of the foot condition 
you are dealing with, there are likely 
to Ik* over-the-counter treatments 
for it, but don’t decide on your own 
which one to use. According to Car 
roll, “We want to make sure people 
have read and understood the cau 
turns on the label, and that they don’t 
misapply the drug and cause greater 
damage to their feet. ”

Neighborhood B&B’s 

Modest suburban homes are sharing in the market

T he centuries-old bed 
and breakfast tradition 
began an American 
renaissance about 12 
years ago a? owners of 
antique-laden old homes opened 
their doors to travelers. While such 


establishments are still popular, 
some ordinary suburban homes are 
finding a niche as well. 

In the Bay State, many tourists 
prefer bed and breakfasts in Boston, 
Cambridge and Concord, but other 
travelers are increasingly choosing 
B&B’s over hotels in more unlikely 
area communities for convenience 
and affordability. 


Business travelers, particularly 
women, often stay in B&B’s in 
suburbs like Newton. Waltham or 
Framingham, and many parents 
attending the multitude of area 
college graduations this time of year 
prefer to be in a homey atmosphere 
near the campuses. Suburbs with 
good access to public transportation 
are most popular. 


And some tourists opt for 
suburban B&Bs to be close to 
Boston as well as other attractions 
outside the city, said Marilyn 
Mitchell, a Holliston resident and co 
owner of Bed & Breakfast 
Associates Bay Colony Ltd., a 
Needham B&B reservation agency 
serving more than lf>0 homes in 
Greater Boston. One Framingham 


B&B owner pointed out that. 
“Someone from Michigan doesn’t 
know Framingham from Dover.” 

In fact, Mitchell said she “does 
not have nearly enough homes” to 
meet reservation requests in 
Framingham. She also sees demand 
in oilier towns, including \\ eston and 
Holliston. 

“1 think with these times that 
more and more people are seeing 
bed and breakfasts as an option. ’ 
said Mitchell. She said B&B prices in 
the Boston area range from $50 to 
$100 a night and include breakfast, 
usually continental, and friendly chat 
with the hosts. 

Interest in opening B&Bs is 
growing as well, though both 
business and pleasure travel has 
slowed during the recession. Jan 
Stankus. a Somerville resident who 
wrote the 1986 book “How to Open 


and Operate a Bed and Breakfast 
Home,” said the number of B&B’s 
in the I’.S. has risen to between 
15,000 and 20,000 over the past 
decade. 

“These days. I’m finding a lot of 
interest in it. In fact, my book is 
selling like hot cakes,” said Stankus. 

B&B’s, which generally offer one 
or more rooms in private homes, 
have long been popular in Europe 
but only caught on in the I’.S. during 
the 1980s. Stankus said, however, 
that B&B’s have a rich, though little- 
known history here as well. 

In talking with a Virginia man who 
runs a bed and breakfast on an old 
slave plantation, Stankus recently- 
learned that black travelers stayed in 
B&Bs for dec ades because they 
were not allowed in hotels. When 
they arrived in a city or town, they

would visit the general store to find 
out where to stay. 

“Yes, it’s been popular for the 
last dozen years because people 
brought the tradition over from 
Europe, but there really has been 
this whole word-of-mouth tradition 
about B&Bs among the black 
population. The two have sort of 
come together," said Stankus. 

Roth Stankus and Mitchell 
nevertheless caution that running a 
B&B is not for everyone. It may 
seem like a romantic and easy way 
to make a living, but Stankus said 
most proprietors end up only 
supplementing their regular income. 
Those who do work full-time running 
B&B’s emphasize that it is hard 
work involving lots of laundry and 
bed-making. Business is also 
sporadic. 

Stankus said that without the 
right attitude, home and location, 
B&B owners are destined for more 


headaches than reservations. 

“A lot of us enjoy staying in bed 
and breakfasts and that’s sometimes 
why we want to run one. but it’s a 
different experience to run one," 
said Stankus. "You have to embrace 
disruptions, and some people are 
much more orderly and don’t like a 
lot of surprises ... You really have to 
enjoy people in all their varieties." 

Home owners also have to be 
sure their location is a good one. 

Stankus said the most striking 
home in an undesirable location will 
be a dud as a B&B. She urges home 
owners to list all the reasons people 
might have for staying in their town. 

It helps to seek advice from one 
of several B&B reservation services 
in the area. These agencies will 
evaluate host homes and help get 
them "guest ready." For a fee, they 
also handle reservations, screening 
of guests and advertising. 

Another source of information is 
the American Bed and Breakfast 
Association in Virginia, which sets 


industry' standards. The organization 
will evaluate bed and breakfasts for 
possible inclusion in its national 
guidebook. 

B&B operators also must learn 
about state health and safety 
standards covering everything from 
where to store the laundry detergent 
to the correct temperature for the 
dishwasher. Another item on a 
prospective B&B owner’s checklist 
should be the local zoning laws. 

When checking out the laws, 

Stankus advises against relying on 
the word of anyone but the zoning 
officials themselves, including 
Realtors. 

For those w’ho decide to go ahead 
with a B&B, the result is often a 
constantly growing network of 
friends from all over the world. 
Stankus said one former B&B owner 
even met her mate after reluctantly 
waving her “no men traveling 
alone" policy to let him stay in her 
home while on a business trip. 

Many B&B owners, particularly

those in the suburbs, are hard to find 
because they don’t advertise in the 
phone book and often only list their 
names with agencies like Mitchell’s. 
These folks rely on the services to 
handle their reservations and to 
protect their privacy. 

One Needham woman, for 
example, is single, works full-time 
and thus prefers to take a limited 
number of guests for her one 
available room. She opened her B&B 
eight years ago when a friend 
starting a B&B agency in Brookline 
encouraged her. The spring and fall 
are the busiest months, with the 
$55-a-night room booked once or 
twice a month. 

“It’s nice because you pick up a 
couple hundred dollars here and 
there,’’ she said. 

The woman, who asked that her 
name be withheld, said her home is 
modest but nicely decorated, and 
guests attending graduations like its 
proximity to surrounding colleges. 
She has also had people from

overseas, including a couple from 
Japan doing work at Harvard 
University and another on a visit 
from England. Traveling 
businesswomen also stay frequently 
in her home. 

“They’re far more comfortable in 
a home. I think cost is also a major 
consideration. In Boston, hotels, and 
even those on the 128 loop, tend to 
be expensive,” she said. 

A similar bed and breakfast is run 
by a Framingham couple. They, too, 
got started some eight years ago 
when Mitchell and her partner, 

Arline Kardasis of Wellesley, were 
opening their business. The couple 
owns a large converted bam in the 
middle of a 7-acre hayfield. 

“When I started I was absolutely 
enthralled with the whole prospect of 
running a bed and breakfast,” said 
the woman, who also asked not to be 
identified. * ‘I sort of took this on as 
much out of curiosity as for the 
money. I use the money for my own 
pleasure.’’ 

But after booking as many people 
as possible in the beginning, she 
soon realized she couldn’t keep pace 
and has since scaled back. She and 
her husband, who is British, travel 
frequently and spend time with their 
large family. Both nevertheless still 
enjoy entertaining occasional guests 


from all over the country. 

Hertha and Edgar Klugman of 
Newtonville are more active in the 
B&B business. They started nearly 
eight years ago with one room and 
soon added another. Like the 
Framingham and Needham home 
owners, the Klugmans started out 
using a reservation agency, but they 
now prefer to handle most of their 
own bookings through listings in 
B&B guide books. 

Hertha Klugman said the couple 
sees the B&B as an extension of 
their human service careers. Both 
started out as elementary school 
teachers and eventually went into 
college teaching. Facing an “empty 
nest’’ and Hertha’s layoff from a 
local college, the two decided the 
time was right to start a B&B. 

1 ‘We had loved traveling in 
B&B’s ourselves, particularly in 
Canada," said Klugman. 

They now capitalize on busy 
periods during the spring, summer 
and fall, accepting as many bookings 
as possible. The B&B attracts not 
only college-related travelers but 
also people running the Boston 
Marathon, tourists, those visiting 
relatives in the area and people 
investigating the local job market. 
The Klugmans’ neighbors even send 
overflow guests occasionally.

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Mitsakos resigns under fire

After a week of speculation, 
spurred on by a letter sent to the 
superintendent by the School Com¬ 
mittee regarding his job perfor¬ 
mance, Dr. Charles L. Mitsakos has 
handed in his resignation. 

The School Committee voted to 
accept the resignation of Mitsakos 
effective September 4 during an 
executive session which took place 
near the end of their June 23 meet¬ 
ing The committee later formally 
acknowledged the resignation in an 
open session. School Committee 
members Constance Makhoul, 


James Evans, Edward O'Connell, 
and Mark Lombardi all voted in 
favor of accepting the resignation. 
Member Jerilyn Heinold was not 
present at the meeting. 

Mitsakos will leave his position 
after eight and a half years as super¬ 
intendent of the Winchester school 
system. In a settlement negotiated 
with the committee Mitsakos will be 
paid his salary through June 30, 
1993. 

According to a statement released 
by Lombardi, the vote in executive 
session that evening was the first 
one by the School Committee on this 
issue. There have been some ques¬ 


tions raised on whether the process 
was handled correctly and whether 
the letter constituted the committee 
operating outside proper channels. 

Lombardi said the letter was sent 
to Mitsakos on June 12 "The catal¬ 
yst for the settlement was the letter 
to the superintendent sent by me 
pursuant to my authority as Chair¬ 
man of the committee. I used that 
letter merely as a mechanism to 
place the issue on the agenda of the 
committee,” explained Lombardi 
following the vote to accept Mitsa¬ 
kos’ resignation. 

The exact reasons why the com¬ 
mittee was dissatisfied with the per¬ 


formance of the superintendent have 
yet to be publicly stated, but conten¬ 
tious issues, aired at recent commit 
tee hearings, were no doubt a catal¬ 
yst for the resignation. 

The committee and the school 
department had clashed within the 
last month on two high profile inci¬ 
dences. A week after the committee 
had approved a vigorous redistrict¬ 
ing plan, the administration pre¬ 
sented different projected enroll¬ 
ment numbers that lessened the 
effects of the plan. 

In addition, a $217,000 shortage, 
which was revealed with only a 
month left in Fiscal Year 1992, 


forced the School Committee to 
scramble to make cuts and ask the 
Finance Committee for $71,000 from 
free cash. 

After Mitsakos’ departure on Sep¬ 
tember 4, the School Committee will 
appoint an interim superintendent 
from within the existing staff who 
will serve until a new superintedent 
is appointed 

On behalf of the committee, Lom¬ 
bardi thanked Mitsakos for his 
"dedicated loyal service to the 
Winchester school system ... While 
we may have had our differences, 
we are confident that the Winchester 
school system is healthy, stable and 


set to continue the same level of 
educational excellence ...” 

After the meeting. Mitsakos said 
his resignation was ‘‘in the best of 
interests of me ., and the best inter¬ 
est of the School Committee.” 

"There will be a legacy left in the 
improvement that you have made to 
our school system and our school 
system is better for you having been 
here,” said School Committe mem¬ 
ber James Evans just before the 
vote. He cited the school system’s 
improvement in standardized test 
scores, improvement of the teaching 
staff, and the success of the middle

Three veteran pols 
to challenge Shannon

Electoral disillusionment with 
career politicians won’t stop three 
political veterans, w'hose combined 
terms in state office equal 36 years, 
from vying for a spot to knock off 
State Senator Charles Shannon 

Three Somerville politicians, for 
mer State Representative Joseph 
Mackey, former State Representa¬ 
tive Marie Howe, and former State 
Senator Salvatore Albano, are hop¬ 
ing to top the Democratic ticket on 
September 15 and then defeat the 
incumbent Winchester Republican 
in November. 

Two Medford residents have also 
filed with the state to be on the 
September ballot. Political neo¬ 
phytes Robert Collins and Patricia 
Keefe will join the three former 
state office holders in a battle to win 
the Democratic race Jason Kirk ot 
Somerville will be on the ballot as a 
candidate for the Independent Vot 
er’s Party 

Shannon won the office of state 
senator for the Second Middlesex 
District in 1990 by defeating Albano 


in the midst of the anti-incumbent, 
anti tax mood that swept the state. 
Shannon w’as successful in portray¬ 
ing Albano, w'ho voted for a tax 
increase, as a participant in the 
fiscal crisis that threatened to leave 
Massachusetts with junk bond 
status. 

Albano, who was in office for six 
years after beating Vincent Piro in a 
sticker campaign in 1984, is eager to 
get back into the state legislature. 
Albano said the cynicism surround 
ing politics does not deter him from 
trying to return to office "I believe 
1 public service! is an honorable pro 
fession, when performed by honor 
able people,” he said. 

The former chairman of the 
Senate Education Committee cited 
the condition of education in the 
state as a main reason tor running 
Albano, who is a teacher in the 
Wilmington public school system, 
said Governor William Weld’s edu 
cation bill, which would, in part, 
eliminate tenure and weaken senior 
ity, has "nothing to do with educa 
tion except to bash public

Parents up 
in arms over 


budget cuts

The School Department, strug¬ 
gling with budget constraints, is 
looking at extracurricular activities 
to bear some of the brunt of the 
budget ax. 

The extracurricular activities 
stipend, which pays teachers as 
supervisors for various programs, is 
$3,000 for the 1992-1993 school year, a 
$45,000 cut from the previous year. 
According to Chairperson of the 
Extracurricular Activities Commit¬ 
tee (EAC) Susan Austin, the cuts 
leave such traditional activities as 
the yearbook, the marching band, 
musicals, plays, and clubs in jeopar¬ 
dy of being eliminated. 

The EAC, composed of three facul¬ 
ty members and two students, has 
decided to use $2,000 to fund the 


student union and $1,000 for a semes¬ 
ter of senior class advisor. Austin 
said the EAC decided to keep the 
student union as a government and 
voice for the students. The senior 
class advisors are necessary for 
traditional senior activities such as 
the senior picnic and the prom, says 
Austin. 

"A 92 percent reduction ... is dras¬ 
tic, even given our financial situatio- 
n ... I suspect we’re going to revisit 
this,” said School Committee mem¬ 
ber James Evans at their June 23 
meeting. Evans said the committee 
would be "perhaps moving some 
other things around in the budget” to 
increase funding. 

If that method is not successful, 
there has been some consideration 
of finding money outside the budget,

Skilling Field 
to get facelift

The resodding of Skillings Field 
will take place during the summer 
break to insure that the field will 
have time to regenerate while school 
is out. 

Following a vote by the Board of 
Selectmen (4-0) the plans to rebuild 
Skillings Field were officially set in 
motion at the June 22 meeting.

The field hockey and lacrosse field 
that will be used in the fall will be the 
focus of the Department of Public 
Works, said Maurer in his report to 
the Selectmen. 

Eight bids were received on the 
resodding and Franny’s Landscap 
ing of Framingham was the low 


bidder for a total of $31,665 accord¬ 
ing to Maurer. 

Town Common 

The Design Review Committee 
has a new look planned for the Town 
Common. 

DRC Chairman Sandy Rogers 
highlighted plans for the common 
that represent a year’s efforts by her 
committee and representatives 
from a myriad of other town boards. 
Representatives from the Planning 
Board, the Historical Commission 
and the Winchester Garden Club all 
took part in the review' process. 

"It w r as 1960 when the last work on 
the common w-as completed,” said 
Rogers. She said that the time had 
come to look at new layouts and 
improvements in order to get more 
use out of the area. 

To begin the process, the Board of 
Selectmen will hold a public hearing 
and present some of the DRC’s ideas 
to residents in July. 

Rogers said that three key ele¬ 
ments were evaluated in the rede¬ 
sign. The common, its usage and the 
complex w'eb of pathways were 
found to be the areas most in need of 
attention.

Residents who’ve been waiting for 
just the right spot to open up dow-n 
town before starting a new' business 
will be able to choose amongst some 
prime locations. 

Over the next few- weeks several 
local businesses will leave Winches¬ 
ter center, several falling prey to 
tough economic times and others to 
demanding w-ork schedules. Four 
local businesses will be closed in 
total, two have already shut their 
doors while two more shopowners 
have plans to close at the end of the 
month. 

Among the stores is Calista’s, a 
women’s clothing store; The Irish 
Shop, a shop specializing in Irish 
knit sweaters and merchandise; 
Insignia, a gift shop, and Centre 
Flow'ers, a florist. Insignia and 
Centre Flowers have already closed 
and have left no forwarding 
numbers. 

Calista Clunan, Calista’s owner 
has announced that only the 
Winchester shop will be closed, a 
Belmont shop will remain in 
operation 

"We are going to consolidate. In 
light of the economic times, it makes 


more sense w-ith two communities so 
close together to do that,” said Clu¬ 
nan. She added, "l Belmont 1 does 
happen to be the stronger store.” 

Attempts to reach the ow'ner of the 
Irish Shop were unsuccessful. 

According to Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Executive Director Catherine 
Alexander, the locations that will 
become available are prime down¬ 
town spaces. 

"Winchester center is an attrac¬ 
tive location for various reasons,” 
said Alexander. But, anyone con¬ 
templating opening a new business 
should evaluate what markets are 
available and what is already satur¬ 
ated, says Alexander. She says that 


that information is available at the 
local Chamber office 

"I think that we’ve been fortunate 
in this economy not to have exper¬ 
ienced this level of turnover before,” 
said Alexander. She added, "We 
definitely see signs that things are 
turning around.” 

While she notes that the downtown 
area is thriving she says that one 
problem is currently being 
addressed. "Parking downtown is 
always a concern for shop owners 
But, new signage is being reviewed 
for the dowmtown area to make visi¬ 
tors aware that there is parking 
available around the center area,” 
said Alexander. 


Tony Albiani, a member of the 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce 
Board of Directors, and landlord of 
600 Main Street , says that he doesn’t 
like to see any business leave the 
downtown area. He adds that maybe 
it’s time to seriously review the 
parking, a continous concern, he 
says, to local businesses. 

"The three things that are neces¬ 
sary for a business to thrive in the 
downtown area are convenience, 
fair pricing and a good turnover,” 
said Albiani He points to the success 
of the new block on Main Street as a 
prime example of those elements 
working in concert.

Total number of crimes declines

The number of reported crimes in 
Winchester showed little change 
over the past year, although some 
individual categories showed a 
marked increase, according to a 
police department study. 

The total number of incidents 
investigated declined over the past 
year from 9,591 in 1990 to 9,155 in 


1991. The number of arrests also 
declined from 170 to 126. 

Among the crimes that reported a 
decline from 1990 to 1991 were rape 
(5 to 0), breaking and entering (124 
to 112), disorderly conduct (19 to 9), 
drug law violations (4 to 2), and 
operating under the influence (17 to 
8 ). 

Some numbers, however, showed 
a noticeable rise. Reports of larceny 
rose from 139 in 1990 to 273 in 1991.

Vandalism (360 to 370) and motor 
vehicle thefts (32 to 37) also 
increased last year from 1990. 

Lieutenant Kenneth Albertelli 
explained the increased number of 
reported larcenies, saying some¬ 
times there is a “rash of incidents 
that make things go out of wack.” 
There was only one arrest for van¬ 
dalism and none for larceny in 1991, 
according to the study. 

Albertelli said most theft cases, 
such as the theft of car radios, 
purses, or bicycles, are classified as 
larceny. Breaking and entering and 
motor vehicle thefts are listed under 
separate categories. Three people 
were arrested for motor vehicle 
theft and three were arrested for 
breaking and entering in 1991.

A more accurate coding of the 
criminal incidents in 1991 lead to 
more reported cases as being 
labeled as larceny, according to 
Albertelli. Albartelli said he felt that 
a 30 percent increase in larceny in 
1991 was a more accurate number 
than the almost 100 percent increase 
stated in the report. 

The most noticeable change in 
statistics from last year was the 
number of motor vehicle citations 
and parking violation tickets given 
out. Citations almost doubled from 
985 to 1,826, while parking violations 
rose from 5,983 to 7,543. 

Albertelli said there was an 
“administrative push ... to pay 
more attention to traffic violations” 
in 1991. He also said 1991 numbers 
were not unusually high but that 1990 
numbers were lower than the aver¬ 
age because of manpower cuts. 

Of the 126 arrests made by the 
police, 47 were Winchester resi¬ 
dents, while 79 were not.

Lynch Plan

Advocates of the Lynch School are 
seeking approval from town boards 
to acquire the adjacent well field site 
for parking and physical education. 

Principal Charles Mclnnis is lead¬ 
ing a movement to have 3.9 acres of 
land transfered from the control ol 
the DPW to the School Committee. 
The land under discussion is located 
north of the Lynch School and runs 
along Horn Pond Brook. Under their 
proposal, based on a 1985 plan, the 
converted land would include a 
recreation field, bicycle path, and 60 
parking spots. 

Since the project is close to the 
brook, the case came before the 
Conservation Commission at its 
meeting on June 22. The commission 
had no major objections to the plan, 
but voiced some concerns in a letter 
to the school department. 

The commission members stated 
they had concerns about the proxim¬ 
ity of parking to Horn Pond Brook, 
the possible loss of mature white 
pine trees, and conflicts with an 
open space and recreation request. 

The Conservation Commission in 
the past had listed that area along 
the brook as a space they would like 
to see perserved under the open 
space plan. 

Conservation Commission Admi¬ 
nistrator Elaine Vreeland said the 
plan to transfer the land would move 
quickly to other boards and advised 
the commission that “if (commis¬ 
sion members] have an interest in 
this, it would be a good idea to 
express it at the beginning.” 

In a letter to Superintendent of 
Schools Charles Mitsakos, Mclnnis 
said the goal in acquiring the land 
was to “enhance the recess and 
outdoor activities offered to our stu¬ 
dents” and the plan “allows for a 
much safer traffic flow and adds 
needed parking spaces.” 

The land would be a desirable 
acquisition for Lynch because the 
present play area is too small and 
located near driveways and parking 
areas, Mclnnis said. The dangerous 
situation could be exacerbated by 


changes in the school system, such 
as redistricting and reduced busing, 
that will result in more vehicles on 
the school grounds. 

Conservation Commission Chair¬ 
man Joshua Alper said,“We are 
interested and would like to partici 
pate in the plan.” Final approval for 
the transfer and construction would 
come from the Board of Selectmen 
Other matters 

The Conservation Commission is 
working to head off possible flooding 
conditions in the area of the Johnson 
and Cox Hoads intersection. 

Although flooding has not been a 
major problem in a few years, a 
possibilty of flooding from the 
Whipple Hill Springs in Lexington is 
always present, said Vreeland. 

The concern about future exces¬ 
sive flooding stems from several 
area residents who have filled the 
flood storage areas with fill. If flood¬ 
ing conditions emerge, the excess 
water will not be able to enter the 
storage areas. 

Exacerbating the situation is a 
problem with a pipe, which is sup¬ 
posed to drain some of the excess 
water and dump it into a storm 
drainage system. The commission 
believes the end of the pipe may 
have been blocked by fill and that it 
may have collapsed somewhere in 
the middle. 

One resident who attended a publ¬ 
ic hearing on the issue, Daniel Mar 
tignetti of Johnson Road, said the 
neighbors may consider repairing 
the pipe to alleviate the flooding 
situation. Although they are under 
no obligation to fix the pipe, it could 
be a cheaper measure to address the 
problem than excavating the impro¬ 
perly placed fill. 

Martignetti was asked to attend 
the board hearing because he had 
filled a storage area with dirt exca¬ 
vated from the construction of a pool 
in his yard. 

The estimated cost of fixing the 
pipe is $2,000. However, even if the 
neighbors fix the pipe it may not 
neccessarily relieve them from the 
responsibility of removing the mis¬ 
placed fill, said Vreeland.

Have you chosen 

your proxy yet? 

Joan Butler West, executive direc¬ 
tor of Minuteman Home Care, in a 
monthly question and answer col¬ 
umn, poses the following questions 
of interest to seniors: 

Q I’m 78 years old. If I ever 
become incapacitated, how can I get 
medical care according to my own 
wishes ? 

A. Whether you’re 78 or 38, every¬ 
one should complete a “health care 
proxy’’ form A health care proxy is 
a simple, legal document allowing 
you to name someone as your 
“agent" to make health care deci¬ 
sions for you if you become comat 
ose, temporarily unconscious, or in 
any other way unable to communi¬ 
cate your wishes. Your “agent" is 
permitted to act for you, but only 
after your doctor determines that 
you are unable to make your own 
decisions. 

Your agent should be someone you 
know and trust, like a family mem¬ 
ber or close friend. Before choosing 
an agent, talk with your doctor to get 
a sense of what’s involved with being 
an agent. List out the specific medi¬ 
cal procedures you don’t want to 
use. For example: Do you want 
medical personnel to use lifesaving 
treatments for you, like respirators, 
tube feeding and CPR? Are there 
any tests, or treatments, or medica¬ 
tions you don’t want? Your agent is 
expected to follow’ your directives, 
so it’s important they know as much 
as possible about the kind of care 
you prefer, because you cannot anti¬ 
cipate every situation you might find 
yourself in. 

Any competent adult, age 18 or 
older, can fill out a health care proxy 
form. It must be signed by tw’o 
witnesses other than your agent. 
Copies of the completed form should 
be given to your health care provid¬ 
ers, your agent, your law-yer, and 
your family members. If you ever 
decide to change your agent, you 
simply tear up your old proxy form, 
and prepare a new form. 


The proxy form itself is free, and it 
protects your right to receive medi¬ 
cal care in accordance with your 
wishes and beliefs. It’s best to fill out 
a health care proxy form now, 
before you need it. 

Q. If I’m admitted to a hospital or 
nursing home, how do I get informa¬ 
tion about a health care proxy? 

a A new federal law, "The 
Patient Self-Determination Act," 
requires all hospitals, nursing 
homes and other health facilities to 
let patients know of their right to 
accept or refuse medical treatment, 
and to select someone else to make 
health care decisions for them, 
should they become incapacitated. 
You have a right to medical infor¬ 
mation that is understandable, so 
you can make an informed decision 
about the kind of care you want. 
These are protections for you, so do 
not hesitate to ask health care pro¬ 
viders for more information. To

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Harte-Hanks participates 
in state Job Match program 


By Tom Reilly 

A two-week push by state employ¬ 
ment officials has paired some 360 
people with jobs with the help of the 
state’s media. 

The Governor’s Job Match prog¬ 
ram, initiated last month, had the 
support of 71 newspapers statewide, 
including all of the Harte-Hanks 
Community Newspapers, in donat¬ 
ing advertising space to encourage 
employers to list their jobs with the 
state’s Department of Employment 
and Training. 

According to Nils L. Nordberg, the 
department’s commissioner, news¬ 
papers ran some 90 quarter-page 
ads during May to promote the 
initiative. 

That helped boost the total num¬ 
ber of jobs listed with the depart¬ 
ment to an average of over 12,600 a 
day, the highest average since 1989, 


Nordberg said. 

Lynn Frazer, spokeswoman for 
the employment department, said 
the program had generated more 
than 3,000 pending referrals for jobs 
A pending referral means that an 
applicant has been called in for an 
interview by a prospective employer 
and is waiting to hear the results. 

Frazer said the program had 
generated a wide variety of job list¬ 
ings around the state. Locally, 23 
employers had listed 70 openings at 
the Norwood office. That has 
resulted in five placements so far, 
but that an additional 129 referrals 
were pending. Total referrals num¬ 
bered 244. 

At the Waltham office, there were 
two placements out of 35 openings 
and 95 pending. There were a total of 
233 referrals to 23 employers. 

“The jobs,’’ Frazer said, “pretty 


much run the gamut." Jobs ranged 
from a director of nursing position to 
clerical jobs in Norwood, and from 
international sales administrator to 
arborist in Waltham. Positions 
ranged from minimum wage jobs to 
professional positions at $40,000 a 
year. 

“Right now we are collecting the 
results and hoping that employers 
who jumped in will continue to use 
our services," Frazer said. 

The Job Match program was 
kicked off by Lt. Gov. Paul Cellucci 
in May. “Massachusetts employers 
are showing their concern for the 
state’s unemployed by joining" the 
program, Cellucci said. “By listing 
available jobs with the Department 
of Employment and Training, the 
are making their job openings 
directly available to the 
unemployed."

The Winchester Public Schools is 
accepting applications to the Project 
WIN (Winchester Intervention Net¬ 
work) Integrated preschool prog¬ 
ram currently housed at the Lynch 
Elementary School.

FROM THE EDITORS DESK 

The art of 
communication 

The School Committee’s latest action in composing and sending 
a letter to Superintendent Charles Mitsakos regarding his job 
performance has disastrous implications. 

One member or several members of the committee acting in 
concert drafted the letter, apparently with the idea that they 
could subsequently hold an executive session to review his 
performance. 

School Committee members were apparently concerned that 
budget figures and redistricting numbers, the alleged source of 
the recent conflict, were not properly communicated by the 
superintendent. 

However, the letter by the School Committee merely exacer¬ 
bated the situation by prompting Mitsakos to seek the profession¬ 
al advice of a lawyer. Now instead of a public discussion over 
problems between the School Committee and the administration, 
all communication is taking place between attorneys. 

That the School Committee would conceive of and draft a letter 
with the plan of holding a closed session betrays a public trust by 
taking the issue underground. 

The irony is that some committee members who question the 
lack of communication within the school department are now 
guilty of the same lack of communication. 

The public is angry and confused. 

Only a full public airing of the events that unfolded over the last 
several weeks will address the questions that remain.

1962: 30 years ago 


The Board of Selectmen were 
attempting to sell a piece of land 
on Skillings By-Pass Road to a 
company that would eventually 
construct a skating rink on the 
land. In order to sell the land, the 
board needed to transfer the land 
from the parks department to 
themselves, which required the 
approval of the state legislature. 
The transfer, which was expected 
to sail through the legislature, 
was stalled when area residents 
presented a petition with 43 sig¬ 
natures to the General Court pro¬ 
testing any proposed skating rink 
in the area. 


Residents of Washington and 
Forest Streets had found their tap 
water muddy and rusty for four 
weeks as a result of a pipe¬ 
cleaning operation by the town’s 
water department. The residents, 
finally fedup, eventually had to 
petition the Board of Selectmen 
to have the situation remedied. 


The Immaculate Conception 
School on Sheridan Circle was 
conducting its first graduation 
ceremonies. The Reverend T. H. 
Serlock, former superintendent 
of parochial schools, was the 
guest speaker. 


Winchester Republican Harri¬ 
son Chadwick announced he 
would seek reelection to the state 
legislature. Chadwick announced 
he would seek his ninth term as 
legislator just three days after he 
withdrew from the race as 
lieutenant governor. 

If he had run, he would have 
been vying for a spot on the 
state-wide ticket with another 
Winchester resident, Governor 
John Volpe. Chadwick stated this 
as one reason he was dropping 
out: “I have been influenced in 
this decision by the fact that I live 
in the same town as the governor 
and many consider it politically 
unwise for the party to select two 
state candidates from 
Winchester.” 


The 72-year-old Wadleigh 
School on Ml Vernon and 
Washington Streets was demol¬ 
ished Town Meeting decided that 
the old school had outlived its 
usefulness and that it was time to 
tear it down 


The town was undergoing a 
major revitalization project in 
the center of town.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. 

Beacon Hill Roll Call records local 
senators’s votes on three roll calls 
from the week of June 15-19. There 
were no roll calls in the House. 

SEXUAL ABUSE (H 2107) — Se 
nate 24-13, rejected an amendment 
to the House approved bill extending 
the time period during which a 
minor victim of sexual abuse can 
bring a civil suit. 

Current law allows suits until the 
victim turns 21. The bill permits 
suits within three years of the act or 
within three years of the time the 
victim discovers emotional prob¬ 
lems caused by the act. The amend¬ 
ment would prohibit any suit after 20 
years from the time of the act. 

Amendment supporters said an 
open ended period is unworkable 
and will further clutter the courts. 
They argued that after 20 years it 
will be extremely difficult for judges 
and juries to sort out allegations and 
evidence. 

Opponents said it often takes more 
than 20 years for victims to acknow¬ 
ledge this abuse and argued the 
amendment weakens the bill and 
takes rights away from ‘victims. 
Further Senate action is expected 
next week. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment 
prohibiting suits after 20 years. A No 
vote is against the 20-year cap. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted no. 

COLA (H 5260) — Senate 32-2, 
refused to postpone action for one 
week on the question of overriding 
Governor Weld’s veto of the bill 
granting a five percent cost of living 
increase to 85,000 state, county and 
municipal retirees. The raise is 
retroactive to January 1 and caps 


any individual increase at $450 
Postponement supporters said the 
raise will cost millions and urged the 
Senate to consider it next week when 
members will debate the fiscal 1993 
state budget and can look at the 
state’s entire financial situation. 
Opponents said this was just another 
attempt to delay the bill and deny 
moderate hikes to these retirees. 

A Yes vote is for postponement. A 
No vote is against postponement 
Shannon voted no. 


COLA (II 5260) — Senate 36-1, 
agreed with the House and overrode 
the veto of the five percent cost of 
living increase for 85.000 retirees. 

Supporters of the hike said these 
retirees have not had a raise in four 
years and have waited long enough. 
Opponents said the increase will cost 
$75 million through fiscal 1993 and 
argued the state simply cannot 
afford it. 

A Yes vote is for the five percent 
increase. A No vote is against it. 

Shannon voted yes.

ren is highly desirable. 

However, I must voice my objec¬ 
tion to the damage done to shade 
trees along this small stretch of 
sidewalk where there are approxi 
mately eight shade trees within 
three feet of the walkway. These 
trees range in height from between 
25 to 40 feet, with diameters of 10 to 
15 inches. Half of these trees were 
damaged, namely by having bark 
knocked off their trunks. One beauti¬ 
ful red maple tree (about 25 feet 
high, with a trunk of 10 inches in 
diameter) was severely damaged 
This tree received a terrible trunk 
wound of approximately 40 square 
' inches where the bark was com¬ 
pletely ripped off. The tree also 
received other wounds where 
branches of one to two inches in 
diameter were splintered off. If not 
treated immediately, there is a high 
probability it will become diseased 
and die. 

Maybe this employee would 
instead enjoy “working” by riding 
around town and elsewhere in one of 
the many unnecessary DPW 
vehicles. 

About a week prior to the above 
incident, while driving down John¬ 
son Road, I observed another inci¬ 
dent that will make any taxpayer’s 
blood “boil.” Two DPW workers 


were cutting weeds and high grass 
with grass whips (similar to a golf 
club with a corrugated cutting 
edge). Hasn’t anyone at the DPW 
heard of gasoline-powered weed- 
whackers 0 Besides the inefficient 
use of labor, what really got me was 
to observe the men playing in the 
middle of Johnson Road by hitting a 
ball back and forth with their grass 
whips. 

Finally, earlier this spring on a 
Saturday afternoon, my wife and I 
observed a town pickup truck at 
headquarters in Danvers. This truck 
was obviously not on town business, 
since it contained a young couple, 
and the driver parked the truck in a 
very hidden part of the parking lot. 
As a taxpayer. I object to town 
trucks being used for personal 
purposes. 


It appears to me that leadership is 
sorely needed in town hall and espe¬ 
cially at the DPW’. I tried to phone 
the director of the DPW and after 
four attempts, he finally returned 
my call. I was shocked at his insensi¬ 
tivity and arrogance He truly prac¬ 
tices government at the people. 

There is no doubt in my mind that 
if the DPW cannot cut a little vegeta¬ 
tive overgrowth efficiently along a 
sidewalk, it is totally incompetent to 
properly maintain the town’s play¬ 
ing fields. I suggest that we consider 
having our fields maintained by a 
private contractor and the size of the 
DPW staff reduced. Certainly a pri¬ 
vate contractor would be less of a 
burden to the taxpayers than our 
current inefficient and incompetent 
operation.

either through a fee or fundraising 
These solutions, however, have 
raised many questions and 
criticisms. 

One point that Austin raised in an 
interview with the Star was that 
children from wealthier families 
would be able to participate in 
numerous activities, while other 
children may not. Some people ques¬ 
tion charging students students for 
what has always been a part of 
traditional public education. 

Fees seem to have little support 
among School Committee members 
“Most of us are philosophically 
opposed to fees. If we re running a 
public school system, than w'e ought 
to run a public school system for 
everyone, not just for those who can 
afford it.” said School Committee 
member Constance Makhoul. 

Involvement in activities will 
decline if students have to pay fees. 
Austin said. “How do you ask some¬ 
one who has volunteered for stage 
crew for a play to pay $35 for the 
pleasure of doing it?” 

I would not like to see an activi¬ 
ties fee of $30 It lets the communi¬ 
ty off the hook. We have to reach a 
point sometime where we need X 
number of dollars to do this thing 
called education I think the [ fees ] 


is going to be a way out, and the 
community will come to expect it,” 
said School Committee Chairman 
Mark Lombardi 

The sentiment for fundraising is to 
collect the fees had a similar lack of 
approval “There are a lot of people 
who are fund-raised out,” said 
parent Betsy Cregger. 

If the money is not found, some 
parents feel the consequences could 
be serious. Some have voiced con¬ 
cerns over the negative impact the 
cuts could have on college bound 
students. Colleges use participation 
in extracurricular activities as one 
measure for judging students. This 
will hurt Winchester students who 
may have no activities to join, say 
the parents. 

“There’s so small a difference 
between kids getting into different 
colleges, they need every opportuni¬ 
ty they can get,” said Lombardi. 

A subcommittee has been formed 
by members Jerilyn Heinold and 
Lombardi to see if funds can be 
diverted from other budget items or 
if an alternative method of funding 
can be found. 

McCall Middle School will be 
undergoing similar cuts in its extra¬ 
curricular activities. The stipends 
will be funded at $2,000, down from 
$23,722 last year.

educators.” 

Albano said he is upset with some 
of the things the governor has done 
and some of the things the senator 
has not. “He hasn’t shown any lead¬ 
ership whatsoever he hasn’t 
taken the intitiative,” Albano said of 
Shannon. 

Albano has accused Shannon of 
not having any strong positions. 
According to Albano, Shannon may 
be anti-tax, but he has not taken any 
initiative in streamlining the budget 
“He votes for all these (programs), 
but how do you pay for them.” 
Albano said. Shannon denied these 
claims citing his role in downsizing 
the Department of Revenue and the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

Although Albano’s philosophy of a 
more comprehensive, liberal gov 
ernment has its share of detractors, 
at least “everybody knows where 
I’m coming from,” he said. 

Albano’s claim that Shannon 
“doesn’t believe in anything” and is 
“all things to all people” is a charge 
that has been leveled at Shannon in 
the past. 

Earlier this year Shannon, who 
campaigned as pro-choice in 1990. 
upset pro-choice activists when he 
showed up at a pro-life rally run by 
Cardinal Joseph O’Connor. “As 
state senator, I’m supposed to be

Albano, who was critized by Shan¬ 
non for being part of the Bulger 
circle in the election of 1990, said. 
“(Shannol voted with the senate 
president more than I ever did.”

Albano said Winchester is pivotal 
in his election campaign.

Renewing registration 

by mail saves time 

Drivers whose automobile 
registrations are due for renewal 
can avoid wasting valuable time 
standing in long Registry lines by 
renewing by mail. 

Registrar Jerold A. Gnazzo urges 
Massachusetts drivers to save 
money and avoid delays by mailing 


in their registration renewal cards 
which are sent to motorists at least 
six weeks in advance of expirations. 

The Registry’s mail-in procedure 
is easy and fast. Owners should have 
their insurance agent sign and 
stamp the renewal card. Owners 
should also sign and record license 
numbers along with dates of birth, 
and all information on the renewal 
card should be verified before send¬ 
ing it with a check or money order 
payable to the Registry of Motor 


Vehicles. The plate number and 
address should be included on the 
check. 

When renewing by mail, $5 is 
deducted from the fee listed on the 
renewal card. For example, if the 
fee on the renewal card is $45 and it 
is being renewed by mail, the fee is 
$40; if it is $210, it becomes $205.

Quarterly tax bills 

As of July 1. 1992 Winchester is on 
a quarterly billing system for real 
estate and personal property taxes.

Rehabilitation special 
ists are available to teach skills that 
will assist individuals in maintain¬ 
ing their independence within their 
homes or other living environments. 

Training is available in a variety 
of areas, including safety in the 
kitchen using adaptive techniques 
for cooking; organizing and labell¬ 
ing medications in large print or 
braille; basic orientation, sighted 
guide and protective techniques, 
using Talking Book machines, 
watches and clocks; techniques for 
money identification and checkbook 
maintenance; and using adaptive 
recreation items such as large print 
or braille bingo and playing cards 
and learning adaptive techniques for 
crafts and hobbies. 

Perkins Outreach Services to 
Elders provides these and other ser¬ 
vices according to an individual’s 
needs. Individuals in the following 
towns have been initially selected to 
receive services: Arlington, Bel¬ 
mont, Brookline, Lexington, Need¬ 
ham. Waltham. Watertown. Welle¬ 
sley, Winchester and Woburn. 

Perkins Low Vision Service also 
provides services to elders. Special¬ 
ists are available to provide clinical 
and functional vision evaluations 
and training. This can take place 
either in the home or at Perkins’ 
Low Vision Clinic. 

Perkins School for the Blind, 
located in Watertown, was the first 
school for the blind chartered in the 
United States and has been educat¬ 
ing students who are blind and 
multi-handicapped for over 160 
years. On the school’s 40-acre cam¬ 
pus, both day and residential prog¬ 
rams are offered to almost 200 stu¬ 
dents and clients. Almost 15,000 
patrons are served by the Perkins 
Braille and Talking Book Library, 
and the school’s Howe Press annual¬ 
ly provides 8,100 blind consumers 
with braillers and other communica¬ 
tion materials.

Two weeks ago, the Winchester 
entrant in the Middlesex East divi¬ 
sion of the Senior Babe Ruth League 
looked eerily similar to the team 
which inhabits Fenway Park these 
days: great pitching, no hitting.

McGrath ends a sensational 
high school career

With years of high school glory 
behind him, Winchester High 
School’s Dan McGrath closed out his 
school football career in impressive 
fashion, helping lead the North team 
to victory in the 14th Annual Shrin- 
ers Football Classic, last Friday at 
Boston University’s Nickerson 
Field. 

McGrath was the starting safety 
for Woburn High coach Rocky Nel¬ 
son’s victorious squad, which 
knocked off the South team 14-7, in 
front of over 5,000 fans who 
assembled to see the finest senior 
football players in Massachusetts 
play their final high school game. 
Though he played safety, instead of 
his more familiar quarterback slot, 
McGrath says the w-hole experience 
of playing in an All-Star game was 
one he’ll alw’ays cherish. 

"It was unbelievable,” said the 
three-year varsity letter winner at 
WHS. “A lot of the players are going 
to big time schools, like Syracuse 
and Boston College. Everyone was 
huge.” 

Just before the game, Brockton 
High quarterback Mark Hartsell 
suffered a leg injury, so South coach 
Frank Almeida, unable to utilize 
Hartsell’s strong passing arm, 
switched to the wishbone offense. 
Almeida turned to Boston College 
High School’s Mark Stonkus, a rela¬ 
tive new-comer to the ’bone, and 
probably wishes he could have used 
McGrath, the architect of Winches¬ 
ter’s 19-2 record (including a Super 
Bowl championship in 1990) over the 
past two seasons. 

“If 1 was on the South,” said 
McGrath, “I think 1 could have done 
a good job. We really drill on the 
wishbone at Winchester But it was 
nice to lx* on the winning team.” 

McGrath, the son of Joe and Carol 
McGrath of Pine Brook Park, will be 
heading to Union College in Schenec¬ 
tady, New York, in September along 
with three WHS classmates and 
teammates. Bill Branley, Lonnie 
Fidalgo and Mark Donneilan The 
quartet will join 1991 Winchester 
grad Mike Rauseo, forming quite a 
group of talented former WHS foot 
ball players 

I had dreams ol playing Division 
1 football someday, said McGrath, 
an Honor Roll student T guess most 


kids do I had an offer of a scholar¬ 
ship to VMI (Virginia Military Insti¬ 
tute), but I wanted to be closer to 
home. Union is in the Division III 
playoffs every year, though, and 
they really treat it like big-time 
football in New York.” 

The 5-foot-ll-inch, 195-pound 
McGrath was adopted when he w-as 
just six months old in Seoul, South 
Korea, but has lived in Winchester 
ever since. Interestingly, he credits 
much of his athletic success to the 
Winchester Youth Soccer program. 

"I played soccer way before 1 
started football in the seventh 
grade,” he said. “I think a lot of the 
reason Winchester High has such 
good all-around athletes is because 
the kids learn a lot about basic 
athletic skills playing soccer. 1 know 
it definately helped me.” 

Along with his three varsity foot¬ 
ball letters, McGrath earned four 
letters in indoor track, where he 
specialized in the 45-yard dash and 
the 45-yard hurdles. The blazing 
speed he developed on the track is 
what WHS head football coach John 
Donahue says will make him a fine 
collegiate player. 

“Danny has exceptional speed,” 
said Donahue. “He’s able to cover 
the defensive backfield from side 
line to sideline. It’s almost impossi 
ble to burn him.” 

To ready himself for the rigors of 
college ball, McGrath, who will be 
used as a running back in Union 
coach John Audino’s offense, spends 
much of his time bulking up Inter 
ested in body building, the well 
muscled McGrath can bench press 


330 pounds. In addition to lifting, 
McGrath works the stairmaster and 
the stationary bike and does aerob¬ 
ics daily. 

During his last high school sum¬ 
mer, McGrath plans to work as a 
camp counselor for the Winchester 
Recreation Day Camp. There, per¬ 
haps he’ll get a chance to see the 
next Dan McGrath get his football 
career started.

He’s 
reads a remarkable kid 
Rich, who has garnered over 30 
medals, including many golds, in 
previous Special Olympics compete 
turns, participates in the Winchester 
Recreation Department’s Celebrate 
Program which is coordinated 
along with similar recreation 
departments m Woburn.

There’s always room for more in real estate

n 1987, as the boom in real estate 
continued, as many as 23,000 
people took the exams to become 
real estate agents and brokers. 

By 1989, as reality took hold 
and the market practically died, 
that number dropped almost by half, 
according to the Board of Registration 
of Real Estate Brokers and Salesmen. 

A year later, the number of people 
sitting for the exams dropped even fur¬ 
ther, but in 1991, the figure started to 
rise again, and continues to do so. 

Certainly, there is no indication 
people are flocking to the real estate 
industry, but there is evidence interest 
is up and career changes are being 
made to adjust to the economy. 

Additionally, many who decided to 
make real estate a career before the 
boom and the crash, have remained 
faithful to the profession. 

A recent survey by the Massachu¬ 
setts Association of Realtors (MAR), 
the state organization of the National 
Association of Realtors, which repre¬ 
sents a large number of real estate 
professionals, determined that only 
nine (9) percent of its membership had 
been in business for two years or less, 
said John Dulczewski, spokesman for 
the MAR. In 1984, that figure was 24 
percent. "The majority of members 
have been in the business in Massa¬ 
chusetts for 11 to 20 years," he said. 

At the height of the boom, mem¬ 
bership in the association was as high 
as 21,000, Dulczewski said. Before the 
frenzy, in 1981, the association count¬ 
ed 10,700 in its ranks. 


By the end of April this year, mem¬ 
bership was 13,687 and has since 
climbed to close to 14,000, Dulczewski 
said. 

“The feeling here is that 14,000 to 
15,000 (active members) is about the 
number the market can support,” he 
said. “A lot of members say they are 
hiring again, are actively recruiting. 

“As we continue to say, housing is 
one of the first sectors of the economy 
to show improvement,” Dulczewski 
said. “The opportunity is there for 
some people right now. That, at least, 
is one segment of the work force that 
is hiring.” 

Additionally, the number of degree 
programs in real estate has increased 
since the mid-1980’s at various institu¬ 
tions. Boston University this spring 
graduated the first class which com¬ 
pleted its Program for Real Estate 
Studies, comprised of returning stu¬ 
dents who already have undergraduate 
degrees. 

The program for returning stu¬ 
dents, who ostensibly are looking for a 
career change, correlates with figures 
which show the average age of MAR 
members is increasing. The majority of 
members in 1984 was between 36 and 
45 years of age. Today, the majority is 
between 46 and 55, Dulczewski said. 

The real estate programs also point 
to a growing need for education and 
the implied obligation of full-time com¬ 
mitment. 

These new faces - some fresh from 
school, others lined with experience - 
may change the face of the real estate 
industry, infusing it with new vibrancy, 
Realtors say. 

“A few years ago, there were a lot 
of ‘kitchen brokers,’ “ those who 
made real estate a part-time job, said 
Patricia Tangusso, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of Hunneman & Co./Coidwell 
Banker, in charge of recruiting and 
mergers and acquisitions. “But people 
are realizing this is a profession, some¬ 
thing you work at full time. 

“People coming from other walks 
of life are doing a tremendous amount 
to upgrade, improve the industry over¬ 
all,” she said. 

“I had an interesting internew with 
a young man the other day,” 


Tangusso said. “He had been in pur¬ 
suit of a home with his wife and decid¬ 
ed to come into real estate because he 
thought he could do a much better job 
than what he had been exposed to. 


“People always say, ‘oh, 
well, I’ll try real estate.’ I 
never heard anyone say 
‘I’ll try neurosurgery.’ ”

“I interview very few people who 
see real estate as a desperation 
move,” she said. “Real estate is 
something that fascinates a lot of peo¬ 
ple. I’m hearing more often than not, 
‘I’ve reached the point where I have 
the opportunity to do what I’ve always 
wanted to do.’ ” 

There will always be positions for 
those who want them, Tangusso said. 
“We always have a lot of people com¬ 
ing and going. I think the new profes¬ 
sionals coming into the business are 
going to make those within the Busi¬ 
ness longer sharpen their skills to keep 
pace.” 

Professionals are generally the 
ones looking to get into the industry, 
said Ellen Gitelson, vice president of 
Dallamora Realtors. 

“I received two calls yesterday, 
from people who had their licenses for 
close to a year and now wanted to get 
into the business,” she said. “One 
had taken early retirement from a pro¬ 
fessional position and the other wanted 
to make a career change. ’ ’ 

The number of higher education 
programs and the more sophisticated 
educational opportunities in real estate 
“indicates it is a profession, that it is 
being recognized as a real solid career 
opportunity for the long term,” she 
said. “There is an awful lot of product 
knowledge you need to have to be in a 
career.” 

The courses also reflect an ongoing 
educational process, Gitelson said. 
“Once you become an agent, the 
learning curve keeps increasing.” 


Companies offer in-house educational 
programs as do local and national real 
estate associations. These groups of¬ 
fer advanced designations that recog¬ 
nize the agent has completed courses 
and become more expert in residential 
real estate, she said. 

Participation and interest in a new 
licensing program offered by Dalla¬ 
mora, which qualifies individuals to 
take the state licensing exam, has 
been nothing short of fantastic. 

Enrollment in license preparatory 
courses held by Jack Conway Realty 
also have been up for the last few 
years, said Denis Lilia, vice president 
of sales and director of education for 
Conway. 

“We see the real estate market on 
the rebound and confidence is up. Peo¬ 
ple are coming in from other profes¬ 
sions,” he said, echoing Tangusso’s 
‘opportunity knocks’ theme. “I see 
people saying, ‘I always thought I 
wanted to get into the real estate busi¬ 
ness and now is a good opportunity be¬ 
cause,’ either they have been dis¬ 
placed from another job or something 
else has happened in their life to have 
them make a move. It could be early 
retirement and the need to do some¬ 
thing else.” 

While many businesses are not hir¬ 
ing and even laying people off, posi¬ 
tions are available in the real estate in¬ 
dustry, Lilia agreed. “There is always 
room for another good broker,” he 
said. 

Those people who started out part 
time have to make a decision to either 
make real estate a full-time profession, 
or get out of it, Lilia said. “It is a ca¬ 
reer, not a job,” he said. 

And as the economy and consumer 
concerns change, so must the business 
person, Tangusso said. Those who 
don’t won’t make it. 

“If you talk to people who have 
really been in the business a long time, 
they have been able to change pat¬ 
terns,” she said. “Most people have 
been able to do it. Those we saw leav¬ 
ing just could not switch gears. They 
had gone from knowing how to do 
business to just order takers. When 
the market fell apart or slowed down, 
they didn’t switch gears. Either they 
didn’t know how anymore or they 
didn’t make an effort to do it. 

“It’s like anything else,” Tangusso 
said. “I think hard times can teach 
people valuable lessons. They can end 
up being in a better position (changing 
with the economy) than they were be¬ 
fore it (hard times) happened.” 

In the past, said Lee Schmidt, man¬ 
ager of DeWolfe New England, there 
has been a high attrition rate in the 
real estate industry’.

- Pontiac dealers 
delivered an any-month record 
25,593 Grand Ams in May, 
continuing a string of sales records 
for the new-for*’92 sporty compact 
that boosted Pontiac Division sales 
in the month to 59,926 units, a 22.5 
percent gain over year-ago May 
sales and the highest in two years.

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American technology helps keep fatality rate low 


DETROIT — Advancing 
American technology is helping 
provide U.S. motorists with one of 
the world’s best traffic safety rates.

And as more cars and trucks arc 
equipped with air bags, anti-lock 
brake systems (ADS) and other 
new safety gear, U.S. traffic 
fatalities should fall even further 
than the record 2.17 per 100 million 
vehicle miles traveled set in 1990, 
says the top safety spokesman for 
the Motor Vehicle Manufacturer’s 
Association of the United States 
Inc. (MVMA). 

Current crash avoidance 
research ranges from improved 
lighting and the location of vehicle 
controls to the driver, to systems 
that sense how close a vehicle is to 
other vehicles and objects. 

Occupant protection, a continuing 
priority, was also the focus of initial 
safety concerns, says Carr. “To 
change the outcome of accidents, 
we changed the vehicle, with 
various restraint systems, head and 
side impact protection, energy 
absorption steering columns and 
high penetration windshields, to 
name a few,” he notes. 

“But the emphasis on crash 
avoidance stems from the 
realization that, by preventing the 
accident in the first place, all your 
occupant protection becomes more 
effective." 

Early crash avoidance 
technologies helped drivers to 


better control their vehicles, see 
where they arc driving and signal 
their intentions to other motorists, 
says Carr. Those led to improved 
tires, brakes, defrosters, lighting 
and other technologies that arc 
constantly refined. 

A good example of continuous 
refinement is ABS, in which a 
computer electronically pumps the 
brakes several times a second to 
maintain steering and prevent 
skidding during a hard or panic- 
stop. 

Engineers have been working for 
nearly two decades on ABS, which 
appeared on some cars in the early 
1970s and trucks in the early 1980s. 
It’s increasingly available on many 
domestic cars and trucks, notes 
Carr, and ABS availability is 
expected to rise dramatically as a 
result of recent technical 
breakthroughs by General Motors 
Corporation that will cut ABS costs 
by half. 

The replacement of glass scaled- 
beam headlamps by smaller plastic 
units allows more aerodynamic 
styling and higher fuel economy. 
But Carr says the new headlight 
systems arc designed to let drivers 
see better by putting more light on 
the road where it’s needed. A 
leader in lighting research, Ford 


Motor Company uses computers to 
simulate how beam patterns are 
seen by both the driver and 
oncoming motorists. 

Seeing a hazard doesn't help the 
driver who can’t avoid it. But some 
performance options enhance a 
car's maneuverability, like the four- 
wheel-steering offered on Honda 
Preludes. 

Avoiding hazards or potential 
accidents also depends on driver 
response, and manufacturers are 
paying much more attention to 
human factors to provide a better 
match of people and vehicles, adds 
Carr. “Our member companies arc 
doing a lot in anthropometries — 
the size and shape of people — and 
ergonomics — which studies the 
best place for controls, levers and 
pedals, and the amount of effort to 
operate them,” he says. 

A good example is Chrysler 
Corporation’s 1991 remake of its 
popular minivan models. Beyond 
additional safety equipment, the

new vans feature subtle, 
evolutionary changes — many 
suggested by customers — in the 
placement of mirror, ventilation and 
radio controls, and other comfort 
and convenience items. 

“They all influence the driver’s 
response to the driving 
environment," says Carr, “so all 
domestic vehicle manufacturers are 
paying close attention to their role
